A  Scotch  chemist's  assistant  who  was  recently  arrested  by 
his  employer  in  London  on  a  charge  of  theft,  which  was  not 
sustained,  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  35/.  damages  (p.  827). 

A  Departmental  Committee  has  reported  on  the  bankruptcy 
laws,  and  one  of  its  recommendations  is  to  make  neglect  of 
book-keeping  a  criminal  offence  on  the  part  of  bankrupts 
(p.  833). 

We  have  received  several  letters  commending  Mr.  Chas. 
Alex.  Hill's  articlo  on  "  The  Purity  of  Pharmaceutical. 
Chemicals,"  published  in  the  C.  &  D.  last  week.  One  of  these, 
by  Mr.  Thomas  D.  Morson,  is  printed  on  p.  845. 

Australian  readers  of  the  C.  <£  D.  are  invited  to  send  post- 
card solutions  of  the  prescription  problem  printed  on  p.  830 
to  the  Editor  of  "  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  Australasia,"' 
Melbourne,  Vic,  who  is  to  award  a  prize  to  Antipodean  com- 
petitors. 

Young  Men  are  not  alone  wanted  as  contributors  to  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference,  says  the  Senior  Secre- 
tary, whose  remarks  we  report  on  p.  836,  where  also  the  pro- 
gramme for  the  Aberdeen  meeting  is  printed.  Other  par- 
ticulars are  given  on  p.  822. 

"  Xraysf.r  "  is  rather  sarcastic  about  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  pro- 
posed parliamentary  fund  (p.  831);  but  we  indicate  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  not  in  need  of 
pecuniary  aid  for  parliamentary  matters:  what  it^ needs  is 
moral  support  of  its  policy— when  formulated  (p.  833). 

The  British  Pharmacopoeia  copyright  having  been  some- 
what seriously  infringed  lately  by  republication  of  its  for- 
mulas and  monographs,  the  General  Medical  Council  has 
taken  steps  to  stop  this  recurring  (p.  837).  The  revision  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  is  progressing  slowly  (p.  837  and  p.  835). 

The  Features  of  the  markets  include  a  reduction  of  6d.  per 
oz.  in  morphine  salts,  and  lower  prices  for  cream  of  tartar, 
saccharin,  lemon  and  orange  oils.  A  rise  in  silver  has  a  ten- 
dency to  affect  most  Eastern  produce,  such  as  antimony, 
aniseed,  cassia  oils,  etc.    Opium  is  of  interest  (p.  841). 

Lord  Tweedmouth  is  suffering  from  insomnia,  and  cannot 
attend  to  his  duties  as  Lord  President  of  the  Council.  He  had 
arranged  to  receive  a  deputation  with  reference  to  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill,  which,  in  consequence,  is  hung  up  for  a 
time  (p.  840).  We  explain  the  position  and  give  the  latest 
information  in  an  article  on  p.  832. 

Dr.  Donald  MacAlister,  as  representative  of  the  Glasgow 
University  on  the  General  Medical  Council,  intimated  the 
fact  to  himself  as  President  of  the  Council,  whereupon  he 
ceased  to  be  President  and  retired  from  the  meeting.  His 
fellow-members  did  not  know  the  etiquette  of  the  occasion, 
but  ultimately  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke  introduced  Dr.  Donald 
Mac  blister,  the  new  member,  and  he  was  re-elected  President 
(p.  837). 

Our  Lobby  Representative  found  on  Thursday  afternoon 
that  matters  as  regards  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Bill  are 
at  a  standstill  in  Parliament ;  but  not  so  those  who  are  work- 
ing for  the  Pharmaceutical  Societies.  Mr.  Idris  and  Mr. 
Glyn-Jones  are  working  together  for  Great  Britain;  and  Mr. 
Smith  and  Mr.  Wells  are  doing  great  things  for  Ireland, 
haying  secured  consideration  of  the  Irish  position  by  the  Con- 
servative party,  thanks  to  Mr.  Walter  Long,  who  will  pro- 
bably block  the  Bill  when  it  reaches  the  House  of  Commons.

Reports. 

rP  HE  powder  distributed  to  students  on  April  29  con- 
A  tained  five  parts  by  weight  of  barium  nitrate,  four 
parts  of  potassium  chloride,  and  one  part  of  ammonium 
bromide.  The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is —

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  twenty-eight 
students,  and  sixteen  reports  were  sent  in  for  examination. 
The  failures  in  the  detection  of  the  several  constituents 
of  the  powder  were:  {a)  Metallic  radicals:  barium,  1; 
potassium.  1;  ammonium,  3.  (b)  Acid  radicals:  nitric,  3; 
hydrochloric.  1 ;  hydrobromic,  6. 

This  month's  exercise  was  of  a  distinctly  simpler  type 
than  those  of  the  tournament  series,  and  yet  it  presented 
some  minor  difficulties  which  are  not  without  instructive 
features.  Several  students  reported  that  the  powder  did 
not  dissolve  completely  in  water,  some  finding  that  a  slight 
remaining  turbidity  disappeared  and  others  that  it  did  not 
disappear  on  the  addition  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
explanation  of  these  observations  seems  to  be  that  the 
water  employed  as  a  solvent  contained  dissolved  carbonates 
in  some  cases  and  dissolved  sulphates  in  others,  and  that 
insoluble  barium  salts  were  formed  on  mixing  the  powder 
with  such  water,  the  carbonate  dissolving  and  the  sulphate 
•remaining  undissolved  when  hydrochloric  acid  was  added. 

Another  observation  made  by  several  students  appears 
similarly  to  have  depended  on  the  interaction  of  the  barium 
salt  of  the  powder  with  traces  of  carbonates  or  of  sulphates 
present  as  impurities  in  certain  of  the  reagents  employed. 
As  the  powder  did  not  contain  any  metals  of  the  iron  group, 
the  addition  of  ammonium  chloride  and  ammonia  to  its 
aqueous  solution  ought  not  to  have  produced  any  precipi- 
tate, whereas  the  formation  of  a  slight  white  precipitate 
at  this  stage  was  reported  in  a  few  cases,  and  was  mostly 
attributed  to  the  presence  of  a  trace  of  aluminium.  In 
reality  it  is  probable  that  it  consisted  either  of  barium  carbo- 
nate produced  by  the  interaction  of  the  barium  nitrate 
with  traces  of  ammonium  carbonate  present  in  the  ammonia  ; 
or  of  barium  sulphate  produced  from  traces  of  ammonium 
sulphate  present  in  the  ammonium  chloride,  in  the  ammonia, 
or  in  both.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  found  various  commer- 
cial samples  of  ammonia  and  of  ammonium  chloride  to  con- 
tain quite,  appreciable  traces  of  sulphate,  while  it  is  well 
known  that  dilute  ammonia  solution,  contained  in  reagent 
bottles  which  are  frequently  opened  and  which  usually 
stand  for  a  long  time  without  being  cleaned  out,  commonly 
contains  carbonate  in  easily  recognisable  quantity. 

The  large  quantities  of  nitrate  and  of  chloride  present 
to  some  extent  masked  the  more  noticeable  reactions  of 
the  bromide,  and  unless  a  special  test  was  made  for  bromide 
— with  chlorine  water  and  chloroform,  for  example — the 


latter  was  liable  to  be  overlooked.  The  omission  to  make 
any  such  special  test  was  no  doubt  the  cause  of  the  large 
proportion  of  failures  to  detect  the  bromide.  The  majority 
of  our  correspondents  are  still  content  to  rely  upon  observa- 
tions based  on  the  difference  in  behaviour  of  silver  chloride 
and  silver  bromide  with  l-in-20  ammonia  solution  when 
deciding  as  to  the  presence  of  chloride,  or  bromide,  or  both. 
While  this  reagent  might  possibly  be  of  some  aid  in  dis- 
tinguishing the  separate  substances  from  each  other,  it  is 
quite  valueless  as  a  means  of  delicately  examining  mixtures 
of  them  in  the  widely  varying  proportions  which  are  certain 
to  be  met  with  in  the  practice  of  chemical  analysis. 

The  water  evolved  when  the  powder  was  heated  in  a 
dry  test-tube  was  not  present  as  water  of  crystallisation 
in  any  of  the.  salts.  No  doubt  some  of  it  was  simply  hygro- 
scopic moisture,  but  the  greater  portion  was  produced 
during  the  heating  by  the  interaction  of  part  of  the  hydrogen 
of  the  ammonium  bromide  with  part  of  the  oxygen  of  the 
barium  nitrate. 

Most  students  of  chemistry  are  apt  to  suppose  that  their 
aim  and  end  in  handling  the  exercises  in  chemical  analysis 
which  are  set  before  them  is  to  ascertain,  in  the  shortest 
time  and  with  the  least  possible  exercise  of  their  intellect, 
what  are  the  constituents  of  the  substances  under  examina- 
tion. Some,  however,  recognise  that  the  practice  of  qualita- 
tive analysis  affords  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  the 
reasoning  powers,  and  take  full  advantage  of  this  oppor- 
tunity. It  is  noteworthy  that  in  the  present  instance  only 
two  or  three  out  of  the  sixteen  students  who  sent  in  reports 
allude  to  the  fact  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  test  for  the 
sulphuric  acid  radical,  since  the  powder  contained  a  barium 
salt  and  was  completely  soluble  in  water.  In  nearly  every 
case  the  formality  of  testing  for  a  sulphate,  by  adding 
barium  chloride  or  nitrate  to  the  original  solution,  or  to 
the  sodium  carbonate  extract  after  acidification  with  hydro- 
chloric acid,  was  gone  through  just  as  if  full  proof  of  its 
absence  had  not  already  been  obtained.  It  is  in  the  mode  of 
dealing  with  matters  of  this  kind  that  the  student  who 
follows,  without  understanding  it,  a  cast-iron  chart  of 
routine  instructions  for  carrying  out  analyses  is  easily  dis- 
tinguished from  the  student  who  thinks  and  reasons  for 
himself.

To  Correspondents. 
Metol. —It  was  superfluous  to  test  for  a  sulphate  in  the 
sodium  carbonate  extract  prepared  from  a  powder  which  was 
soluble  in  water  and  which  contained  a  barium  salt. 
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T.  T.  B. — It  is  quite  possible  that  nitrous  oxide  was  liberated 
in  small  quantity  when  the  powder  was  heated ;  but  you 
simply  state  that  it  was  evolved  without  adducing  any 
evidence.  It  is  not  exactly  an  easy  matter  to  prove  the 
presence  of  nitrous  oxide  in  a  gaseous  mixture  containing 
oxygen  in  abundance. 

Gonc. — Having  found  barium,  you  ought  not  to  have  left 
strontium  and  calcium  untested  for.  Potassium  should  not 
have  been  tested  for  in  the  original  aqueous  solution — for 
several  reasons  which  you  will  do  well  to  think  out  for  your- 
self. With  regard  to  your  remark  about  the  small  quantity 
of  the  powder  supplied  for  analysis,  we  would  commend  to 
your  notice  the  letter  headed  "  Our  Students'  Corner  "  in  the 
C.  <£•  D.  for  May  9,  p,  729 ;  also  the  notes  in  the  C.  &  D.  for 
August  31,  1907,  p.  360. 

Misttjea  and  Altiob.— Please  send  your  name  and  address 
with  any  future  report. 

Pharmacy. — It  is  unfortunate  that  you  omitted  to  test  for  a 
bromide,  and  that  you  mistook  the  bromine  evolved  on 
treating  the  powder  with  cold  sulphuric  acid  for  chlorine 
peroxide.    Read  also  the  reply  to  "Metol." 

Secop  and  Olaf. — We  found  the  powder  to  be  quite  soluble 
in  distilled  water,  forming  a  perfectly  clear  solutjon.  The 
opalescence  you  observed  on  attempting  to  obtain  an  aqueous 
solution  may  have  been  due  to  the  presence  of  sulphates  in  the 
water  you  used  as  a  solvent,  or  to  an  insufficiently  cleansed 
test-tube. 

Zero.— -You  failed  to  recognise  both  the  ammonium  radical 
and  the  hydrobromic  radical,  and  yet  both  were  present  in 
quantity  sufficient  to  give  unmistakable  reactions  in  care- 
fully carried  out  tests. 

Zigo. — If,  as  you  describe,  you  dipped  a  platinum  wire  into 
concentrated  hydrochloric  acid  and  then  into  the  powder 
supplied,  you  committed  an  analytical  enormity  of  the  first 
magnitude.  A  small  separate  portion  of  the  powder  should 
have  been  used  for  this  purpose,  to  avoid  almost  certain  con- 
tamination of  the  main  portion  with  hydrochloric  acid.  The 
trace  of  sulphate  you  detected  was  probably  introduced  as 
impurity  in  the  sodium  carbonate  you  used. 

Winter.— It  should  have  been  quite  easily  possible  to  carrv 
out  dry-way  tests  with  the  powder,  although  the  latter  had 
become  slightly  moist  by  deliquescence.  The  behaviour  of 
ammonia  solution  towards  a  precipitate  containing  a  mixture 
of  silver  hahdes  does  not  furnish  data  upon  which  to  conclude 
with  any  certainty  as  to  which  of  the  halides  are  present,  as 
your  conclusions  on  this  occasion  clearly  show.  Your  failure 
to  detect  the  presence  of  barium  is  altogether  incompre- 
hensible. 

t^C  ^-'T1*  is  a  m!stake  to  sunpose  that  the  alkaline  reaction 
of  the  solution  obtained  on  adding  water  to  the  residue  from 
heating  the  original  powder,  was  an  indication  of  tho  presence 
ot  an  ammonium  salt.  You  state  that  the  ammonium  car- 
bonate precipitate  was  dissolved  in  hvdrochloric  acid  and 
that  the  solution  gave  a  yellow  precipitate  with  potassium 
enromate.  Probably  you  wrote  hvdrochloric  acid  by  mistake 
instead  acetic  acid,  but.  in  any  case,  note  that  barium 
chromate  is  soluble  in  hydrochloric  acid  and  would  not  be 
precipitated  in  its  presence.

Brevities. 

Northfleet  Urban  Council  have  accepted  the  tender  of 
Messrs.  Millhouse  &  Lincoln,  chemists.  80  High  Street, 
Northfleet,  for  the  supply  of  sulphate  of  iron  at  3/.  2s.  9</. 
per  ton. 

The  Derby  Guardians  have  adopted  a  recommendation 
of  the  Dispensary  Committee  to  raise  the  salary  of  Mr. 
Shadford  from  140/.  to  150/.,  with  a  further  increase  of 
10/.  in  twelve  months. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Linnsean  Society,  held  on 
May  25,  Dr.  Dukinfield  H.  Scott,  F.R.S.,  was  elected  Presi- 
dent, and  Dr.  Otto  Stapf.  F.R.S.,  was  appointed  to  succeed 
him  as  Botanical  Secretary. 

Of  the  forty-six  samples  of  drugs  examined  by  the  Kent 
county  analyst  during  the  past  quarter  only  ono  could  be 
found  fault  with.  This  was  a  sample  of  sweet  spirit  of 
nitre,  which  was  a  trifle  deficient  in  nitrous  ether. 

Herbert  Horn  (25),  of  Stoney  Road,  Parsley,  who  carries 
on  business  as  a  druggist  in  Leeds,  was  charged  at  the 
Bradford  West  Riding  Court  on  "May  21  with  attempting  to 
commit  suicide  by  taking  belladonna.  The  case  was  dis- 
missed on  Horn's  relations  promising  to  look  after  him. 

A  fire  broke  out  on  May  26  at  the  works  of  Messrs. 
Robinson  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  lint  and  box  manufacturers, 
Chesterfield.  The  fire-brigade  promptly  turned  out,  and  in 
a  very  short  time  they  entirely  quenched  the  outbreak, 
which  was  confined  to  a  building  known  as  Cannon  Mill, 
where  lint  is  stored.    The  damage  was  not  extensive. 

Three  music-hall  artistes  were  each  fined  21.  5s.,  or  six 
weeks'  imprisonment  in  default,  at  West  Bromwich,  on 
May  21,  for  being  concerned  in  stealing  two  bottles  of  cas- 
cara,  a  tablet  of  soap,  and  a  packet  of  tooth-powder  (value 
Is.  (sd.)  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  Charles  William  Kemsey 
Bourne,  chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street. 

The  second  examination  of  kinematograph  operators  is 
to  be  held  at  the  Northampton  Institute,  London,  E.C., 
on  June  29.  The  examinations  are  conducted  on  behalf  of 
the  Kinematograph  Manufacturers'  Association  of  Great 
Britain,  and  the  syllabus  can  be  obtained  from  the  Secre- 
tary, Mr.  J.  Brooke  Wilkinson,  Holborn  Restaurant, 
London,  W.C. 

Owing  to  the  charge  of  5s.  made  by  the  railway  com- 
panies for  the  carriage  of  each  consignment  of  dangerous 
chemicals,  the  Gillingham  (Kent)  Education  Committee 
have  decided  to  obtain  such  goods  from  local  chemists 
instead  of  from  a  London  firm.  In  January  "dangerous 
chemicals"  cost  21.  2s.  8d.,  as  against  11.  2s.  6d.  had  they 
been  purchased  locally. 

An  exciting  scene  occurred  on  May  15  in  a  house  in 
Commercial  Road,  London,  E.,  when  five  foreigners  were 
arrested,  on  suspicion  of  harbouring  saccharin  on  which  no 
duty  had  been  paid.  A  preventive  officer  was  ferociously 
attacked  and  injured,  while  a  large  quantity  of  saccharin 
was  thrown  out  of  the  windows  into  the  street.  The  five 
prisoners  were  charged  at  lhames  Police  Court  on  May  16 
and  remanded. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeal  on  May  23,  Edward  Hulton  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  applied  that  Mr.  Arthur  Blyth,  a  traveller  in  drug- 
gists' sundries,  should  be  ordered  to  give  security  for  the 
costs  of  an  appeal  he  had  set  down  against  a  judgment 
entered  for  them  as  defendants  in  an  action  tried  at  the 
Manchester  Assizes  regarding  the  award  in  a  "limerick" 
competition.  The  Court  declined  the  application,  except 
as  to  making  the  costs  of  the  application  the  costs  of  the 
appeal. 

Some  time  ago  the  St.  Pancras  Borough  Council  invited 
opinions  from  other  Metropolitan  Borough  Councils  re- 
garding the  advisability  of  asking  the  Government  to 
strengthen  the  Shop-hours  Act  in  various  directions.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  it  was  stated  that  nineteen 
out  of  the  twenty-eight  metropolitan  local  authorities  were 
represented  at  the  Conference,  and  of  these  only  thirteen 
were  in  favour  of  amending  the  lav/.  It  was  agreed,  there- 
fore, that  no  further  action  be  taken. 
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The  irneriean  Gooseberry-mildew. 
The  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  have  received 
information  that  the  American  gooseberry-mildew  [Spliaro- 
theca  mors  uvce)  has  appeared  in  England  in  its  summer 
stage,  in  which  condition  it  is  highly  infectious.  All  goose- 
berry-growers in  the  infected  areas  are  advised  to  spray 
their  bushes  with  a  solution  of  liver  of  sulphur  in  the  pro- 
portion of  1  lb.  of  liver  of  sulphur  to  32  gals,  of  water. 
Retail  chemists  should  make  a  point  of  supplying  the  remedy 
in  1-lb.  parcels  (or  tins),  with  directions  how  to  prepare 
and  use  the  solution  ;  for  which  see  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
leaflet  to  be  obtained  free  from  4  Whitehall  Place,  London, 
S.W. 

"  Cash  on  Delivery  "  of  Goods  by  Post. 
The  General  Post-office  intimates  that  on  June  1  a 
system  of  c.o.d.  carriage  of  goods  by  the  parcel-post  will 
be  available  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  Egypt, 
Malta,  Cyprus,  and  the  British  post-omces  at  Constanti- 
nople, Smyrna,  Beirut,  Salonika,  and  Tangier.  In  outline 
the  procedure  is  as  follows  : 

The  vendor  takes  his  packet  to  a  post-office,  fills  in  a 
form,  and  pays  a  special  fee  of  2d.  He  is  given  a  certificate 
of  posting,  which  he  ultimately  restores  to  the  post-office 
when  receiving  the  cash.  The  post-office  collects  from  the 
addressee  the  value  as  stated  by  the  vendor  in  the  form,  and 
remits  it  by  money-order  or  postal-order  to  the  vendor,  after 
deducting  whatever  may  be  the  commission  on  the  money- 
order  or  postal-order  itself,  in  addition  to  the  delivery-fee. 
The  chief  restrictions  are  that  the  sum  to  be  collected  (the 
"trade  charge")  must  not  exceed  20/.,  that  the  system  is 
confined  to  goods  sent  in  fulfilment  of  an  order,  and  that  the 
goods  must  be  sent  by  parcel-post  unless  they  are  registered 
or  insured. 

Detailed  information  may  be  obtained  at  any  post-office. 

"  Patents  "  in  Australia. 

The  following  are  the  principal  paragraphs  of  a  resolu- 
tion passed  by  the  Proprietary  Articles  Sub-section  of  the 
Chemical  Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  at 
the  meeting  held  on  Wednesday,  May  20  : 

That  a  letter  be  addressed  to  Messrs.  Glover  and  Ken- 
ningham  asking  their  opinion  as  to  whether  it  would  be 
advisable  for  them  to  remain  in  Australia  until  the  com- 
mencement of  th©  next  Session  of  the  Commonwealth 
Parliament  in  order  to  meet  any  attempt  which  might  be 
made  to  introduce  an  amending  Bill  containing  provisions 
objectionable  to  the  trade,  and  that  a  cable  be  sent  to  them 
to  await  this  communication. 

That  the  Section  place  on  record  and  convey  to  Messrs. 
Glover  and  Kenningham  its  approval  of  their  work  in 
Australia,  the  result  of  which  is  regarded  as  highly  satis- 
factory ;  and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Section  be  also  tendered 
to  Messrs.  Thomas  Beecham  and  Messrs.  Condy  &  Mitchell 
for  allowing  their  representatives  to  continue  to  represent 
■the  Section  in  Australia  for  so  long  as  may  be  necessary. 

That  a  vote  of  thanks  be  also  accorded  to  the  wholesale 
drug  houses  in  Australia  for  the  assistance  they  have  ren- 
dered to  the  delegation. 
We  learn  from  Mr.  J.  A.  Kenningham  (who  wrote  from 
Brisbane  on  April  17)  that  he  and  Mr.  Glover  hope  3  to 
catch  the  Orontes,  which  leaves  Perth,  W.A.,  on  June  22 
on  the  home  voyage.    Both  were  well  when  the  mail  left. 
Australian  Trade-catalogue  Duty. 
A  meeting  of  the  Manufacturers'  Section  of  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on  May  27  with  reference 
to  the  duties  on  trade  catalogues  entering  Australia,  and 
the  following  resolutions  were  passed  : 

That  this  Section  learns  with  regret  the  decision  of  the 
Australian  Senate  to  reimpose  the  dutv  of  bd.  per  lb.  on 
trade  catalogues,  price-lists,  show-cards^  etc.,  as  calculated 
to  hinder  and  restrict  trade,  and  thereby  affect  the  revenue 
derivable  from  British  imports  into  Australia,  which  would 
have  been  encouraged  by  the  free  admission  of  such  trade 
catalogues,  etc. 

That  this  Section,  having  regard  to  the  satisfaction  ex- 
pressed at  the  proposal  to  remove  the  dutv  on  the  part  of  the 
i-iouse  of  Representatives,  trusts  that  the  matter  will  be 
reconsidered  by  the  Commonwealth  Government. 
The  terms  of  the  tariff  change  are  given  under  "Aus- 
tralian -News."    The  change  does  not  affect  insets  in  The 
Chemist  axd  Druggist,  so  far  as  advertisers  are  concerned.

three  stirks.  the  property  of  Mr.  Carter,  of  Mollington 
Hall,  Cheshire,  were  found  dead  in  the  park  last  week 


On  investigation  it  was  found  that  the  animals  died  from 
arsenical  poisoning.  They  had  broken  their  way  into  a 
shed,  where  they  had  rummaged  about  and  found  some 
paper  packets  of  arsenical  sheep-dip,  three  of  which  they 
demolished.  The  biggest  stirk  took  the  contents  of  a  whole 
packet,  the  paper  afterwards  being  found  in  its  stomach. 
The  dip  would  not  have  been  missed,  apparently,  but  for 
special  search  being  made,  as  the  packets  had  been  left 
in  a  box  with  some  bags  on  the  top.  The  cows  had  pushed 
the  bags  to  one  side  while  getting  at  the  dip,  and  the  bags 
were  afterwards  dropped  back  again.  Although  it  seems 
incredible  that  the  animals  should  have  helped  themselves 
in  this  manner,  there  is  no  suspicion  at  present  of  any  foul 
play,  and  no  other  solution  is  advanced  in  the  district. 

Midland  Notes. 

The  Hall  Edwards  Fund  is  growing  apace,  already  2,000/. 
having  been  subscribed,  in  addition  to  261.  given  as  a  special 
Holiday  Fund. 

Mr.  Thorne,  the  new  M.P.  for  Wolverhampton,  is  not 
unacquainted  with  medicine  and  pharmacy  (although  now 
a  solicitor),  and  the  Bloomsbury  Square  authorities  would 
do  well  to  keep  their  eyes  cn  him — he  may  be  useful  to  them. 

Keen  disappointment  is  felt  on  all  sides  at  the  low  poll 
of  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  for  it  is  certain  the  Council- 
chamber  has  missed  a  good  provincial  pharmacist's  counsel 
and  advice.  The  nearest  representative  of  the  Midlands  is 
Mr.  Alderman  Cross,  who,  however,  is  much  in  touch  with 
Birmingham  pharmacy,  and  is,  indeed,  a  member  of  the 
local  Association. 

For  employing  girls  on  Good  Friday  without  having  given 
proper  notice  to  the  inspector  of  factories,  the  Darton 
Gibbs  Co.,  surgical  appliance  manufacturers,  Oldbury, 
were  at  Oldbury  Police  Court,  on  May  26,  fined  17s.  6d., 
including  costs.  Mr.  H.  J.  Peacock,  inspector  of  factories, 
explained  that  on  Good  Friday  he  visited  the  defendants' 
works  and  there  found  about  thirty  females  at  work,  though 
no  notice  had  been  given  of  the  firm's  intention  of  substi- 
tuting some  other  holiday  for  this  Bank  Holiday.  Mr.  Giobs 
said  his  firm  had  always  worked  on  Good  Friday,  and  it 
was  an  act  of  omission  on  their  part  not  to  have  given  notice, 
but  he  suggested  that  firms  might  be  informed  of  the  re- 
quirements. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

Mr.  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has 
resigned  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the  Sheffield  Distress 
Committee. 

Trade  is  very  bad  in  the  city  generally,  writes  a  corre- 
spondent, and  local  pharmacists  are  suffering  in  the  general 
depression.  The  shipbuilding  dispute  has  had  a  bad  effect 
on  a  declining  state  of  trade,  and  the  outlook  is  not  at  all 
promising. 

Mr.  W.  Shirley  has  brought  a  proposal  for  the  taxation 
of  mineral  waters  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  A.  J.  Balfour  and 
Mr.  J.  F.  Hope,  M.P.  Mr.  Balfour's  reply  is  marked 
"Private";  but  Mr.  Hope  writes  that  he  is  ''quite  sure 
that  under  present  conditions  it  would  be  entirely  useless 
to  urge  the  proposal  upon  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer. 
I  fear  (adds  Mr.  Hope)  the  arguments  would  not  appeal  to 
him." 

A  peculiar  case  of  attempted  poisoning  was  heard  at  the 
Sheffield  Police  Court  on  May  21.  A  man  named  Bose  was 
charged  with  trying  to  commit  suicide  by  taking  a  large 
quantity  of  camphor.  The  camphor  was  in  a  cough-mixture 
for  sheep,  and  was  obtained  by  Rose  from  Mr.  Charles 
Bennett,  chemist  and  druggist,  manager  of  the  Sheffield 
Drug  Co.'s  shop  at  27  King  Street.  In  his  evidence  Mr. 
Bennett  said  prisoner  had  asked  for  a  cough-mixture  for 
ewes  to  be  made  up  for  his  brother,  a  farmer.  It  con- 
tained 180  grains  of  camphor,  and  160  grains  is  the  largest 
amount  of  camphor  anyone  had  been  known  to  take  without 
dying.  The  prisoner  said  he  had  no  recollection  of  going 
to  the  shop,  and  that  he  must  have  been  very  intoxicated, 
but  this  Mr.  Bennett  denied.  The  prisoner  was  committed 
for  trial.

Mr.  F.  Harper,  chemist  and  druggist,  Ayr,  has  added  a 
photographic  department  to  his  business. 

An  examination  in  sight-testing  is  to  be  held  in  Glasgow 
next  month  by  the  British  Optical  Association. 

Mr.  J.  T.  Thomson,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Messrs. 
Robertson  &  Co.,  Rome,  Italy,  is  at  present  in  Glasgow  on 
holiday. 

The  Electro-Therapeutic  Section  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Medicine  has  held  a  meeting  in  Glasgow — the  first  to  be 
held  outside  London. 

On  Victoria  Day  the  employes  of  Messrs.  Frazer  &  Green, 
Ltd.,  numbering  about  thirty,  had  an  enjoyable  outing  to 
Lennox  Castle,  Campsie.

A  Volume  op  Poems,  entitled  "Refrains  de  rOfficine," 
has  been  published  by  M.  Pascalon,  a  pharmacist  employed 
at  the  Pharmacie  Centrale. 

Olive  Oil  tor  Paris. — The  Paris  octroi  on  olive  oil 
amounts  to  45  per  cent,  of  its  wholesale  price,  while  fatty 
matters  pay  only  11  per  cent,  and  butter  7  per  cent.  An 
association  of  olive-oil  growers  and  dealers  in  the  South 
of  France  has  been  formed  with  a  view  to  getting  some 
modification  of  the  octroi  through  Parliament. 

A  Dispensing  Poet. — Alphonse  Allais,  "  le  roi  des 
humoristes,"  who  left  the  dispensing  counter  to  seek  (like 
Maurice  Donnay)  the  "  Chat  Noir,"  Normandy,  and  im- 
mortality, is  to  have  his  monument  at  Honneur.  M.  Paul 
Chevre  has  been  commissioned  to  execute  the  bust,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  unveiled  next  September,  when 
the  quaint  little  Norman  port  will  be  full  of  visitors. 

Clandestine  Sale  of  Opium. — The  sentence  pronounced 
against  Mme.  Houseal,  who,  under  cover  of  a  shop  for  the 
sale  of  Chinese  and  Japanese  curios,  kept  an  opium  esta- 
blishment in  the  rue  des  Petits  Champs,  Paris,  has  been 
confirmed  by  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  the  fine  (originally 
40?.)  increased  to  120Z.  The  Court  held  that  the  fact  that 
the  morphine  found  was  not  pure,  and  that  the  opium  was 
not  of  the  Codex  strength,  was  insufficient  as  a  defence. 

Radiography  as  Death-diagnosis. — At  the  meeting  of  the 
Paris  Academy  of  Sciences  on  May  25,  Dr.  Maxime  Menard 
produced  for  the  inspection  of  members  several  x-ray 
photographs  showing  the  transparency  of  the  intes- 
tines remarked  by  M.  Vaillant,  to  which  reference  was 
made  in  the  C.  <£•  D.  recently.  Dr.  Menard  drew  attention 
to  the  fact  that  this  transparency  could  not  be  accepted  as 
a  certain  sign  of  death,  as  stated  by  M.  Vaillant,  and,  in 
his  opinion,  it  is  not  possible  for  death  to  be  diagnosed  by 
x  rays. 

Unity  is  Strength. — The  medicaments  required  for 
Paris  pauper  children  (pupilles  de  l'Assistance  Publique)  had 
hitherto  been  supplied  at  prices  figuring  on  the  tariff  of 
the  "  Pharmacists'  Association  of  the  Seine  Department." 
The  "Assistance  Publique"  issued  a  circular  requesting 
their  agents  only  to  deal  with  such  pharmacists  as  con- 
sented to  a  reduction  of  25  per  cent,  on  this  tariff.  Some 
pharmacists  agreed,  others  refused,  and  many  protested, 
so  the  matter  worked  up  to  the  General  Association  of 
French  Pharmacists,  with  the  result  that,  after  some  corre- 
spondence with  the  "Assistance  Publique,"  it  was  agreed 
that  the  discount  should  be  12  per  cent.  only. 

Co-operative  Pharmacy. — A  Parisian  pharmacist  who 
used  the  sign  and  title  "  Co-operative  Pharmacy"  was  pro- 
secuted by  the  local  association.  The  Tribunal  of  Commerce 
dismissed  the  summons,  treating  the  title  as  a  purely  fanciful 
designation  ;  but  this  judgment  was  quashed  by  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  who  held  that  the  expression  "co-operative, 
usually  employed  by  societies  who  sell  at  specially  low  prices, 
was  of  a  nature  to  deceive  customers,  and  decided  that  the 
word  must  be  removed  from  the  sign,  note  and  invoice 
headings,  handbills,  etc.,  under  penalty  of  20f.  per  diem  tor 
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delay.  The  defendant  was  also  ordered  to  pay  the  costs  of 
both  actions. 

Local  Option  in  Weekly  Eest. — The  report  on  the  re- 
vision of  the  Weekly  Rest  Act  of  1906,  drawn  up  by 
M.  Zevaes,  has  been  distributed  to  the  members  of  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies.  It  is  proposed  to  allow  the  em- 
ployers and  employes  of  one  or  similar  professions  to  decide 
which  of  the  alternative  forms  of  weekly  rest  figuring  in 
the  law  shall  be  applied  in  the  district.  This  would,  pre- 
sumably, hardly  affect  pharmacists,  who  are  specifically 
exempted  from  the  provisions' of  the  Act;  but  something 
may  be  arranged  for  them  when  it  is  under  discussion  in 
the  way  of  making  the  arrangement  for  only  one  pharmacy 
to  remain  open  on  a  Sunday  in  each  locality  compulsory. 

The  Poetry  of  the  Drug-trade. — Francois  Coppee,  the 
"  Poete  des  Humbles,"  who  died  last  Saturday,  was  a 
Parisian  by  birth  and  residence,  the  special  claim  of  whose 
writings  was  the  poetical,  yet  faithful  delineation  of  the 
life  of  the  more  modest  classes  in  his  native  city.  The 
scene  of  one  of  his  inimitable  "  short  stories,"  "  The  Foster- 
Sister,"  is  laid  in  that  old  quarter  of  Paris  which  is  now 
the  seat  of  the  wholesale  drug-trade,  and  tells  how  the 
"  Silver  Pill  "  and  the  "  Offering  to  Esculapius  " — two  old- 
fashioned  drug-houses — were  united  by  a  marriage,  how 
Leon  and  Norine  "grew  in  beauty  side  by  side"  under 
the  roof  of  the  famous  ipecac  and  camphor  house,  until 
they  became  man  and  woman,  and  of  the  little  domestic 
tragedy  which  thereby  resulted. 

The  Colours  of  Precious  Stones. — Another  communi- 
cation from  Dr.  Bordas  on  this  subject  was  recently  made 
t:>  the  Paris  Academy  of  Sciences.  This  showed  that  the 
oriental  topaz  had  not  originally  its  yellow  tint,  for  this 
colour  disappears  when  the  stone  is  heated  to  300°  C.  for 
a  few  hours.  The  rare  green  corindon  or  oriental  emerald 
is  simply  a  blue  sapphire,  which  has  been  exposed  to  the 
radioactive  effects  of  the  sun.  A  really  green  oriental  emerald 
is  rare,  because,  under  radioactive  influence,  a  yellow 
colour  is  evolved  which  changes  the  blue  sapphire  to  green, 
but  it  often  happens  that  during  this  transformation  a 
too  large  proportion  of  yellow  develops  an  unattractive 
"cabbage-green"  tint.  By  carefully  heating  these  badly 
coloured  corindons  until  the  initial  blue  colour  of  the  sap- 
phire is  exactly  counterbalanced,  this  defect  may  be 
remedied. 

Sunday  Closing. — Half-a-crown  a  week  is  said  to  be  the 
total  per  pharmacist  for  Sunday  trade  at  Poitiers  and  at  Be- 
sangon.  The  system  adopted  in  both  towns  is  that  of  closing 
all  pharmacies  alike,  the  service  of  the  public  being  assured 
by  a  special  "  Sunday  pharmacy  "  centrally  placed,  kept  up 
by  subscription  and  served  by  each  pharmacist  in  turn.  At 
Besangon  the  system  has  been  in  operation  seventeen  years, 
at  Poitiers  one  year  only.  The  weekly  receipts  at  the 
"Sunday  pharmacy"  of  one  and  the  other  town,  when 
divided  by  the  number  of  pharmacists  in  the  town, 
work  out  at  3f.  per  capita.  The  closing  of  pharmacies  at 
Bordeaux  at  noon  on  Sundays  is  now  general.  Of  150  phar- 
macists keeping  open  shops,  five  only  refused  to  join  in  the 
movement.  The  others  close  regularly  by  turns ;  no  signed 
agreement  is  executed  and  no  pressure  exercised,  all  being 
carried  out  by  mutual  arrangement. 

Pharmacy  at  Shepherd's  Bush. — The  classification  of 
the  French  exhibit  at  the  Franco-British  Exhioition  has 
been  planned  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  the  Paris  Inter- 
national Exhibition  of  1900.  Thus  we  find  at  London,  as 
in  Paris,  that  chemical  industry  forms  the  fourteenth 
group  and  is  divided  into  six  classes,  Class  87  being  "  The 
Arts  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy."  The  President  of  the 
Organising  and  Admission  Committee  of  this  group  was 
M.  Astier,  the  well-k  nown  pharmacist  Deputy,  whose  name 
may  still  be  seen  on  a  retail  establishment  in  the  Avenue 
Kleber,  Paris,  but  who  entered  political  life  some  years  ago 
and  is  now  an  authority  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on 
commercial  questions.  The  Vice-Presidents  are  M.  Charles 
Buchet  (director  of  the  Pharmacie  Centrale,  Paris)  and 
M.  Pascalis ;  the  General  Secretary  M.  Albert  Pages, 
assisted  by  MM.  Albert  Bloche  and  G.  Deglos;  while  M. 
August©  Belieres  acts  as  Treasurer.  The  "Group*'  Presi- 
dent is  M.  Placide  Pelter  eau ;  V.  Fumouze.  of  Fumouze 
Freres,  wholesale  and  manufacturing  pharmacists,  acting  as 
Vice-President.

The  Commonwealth. 

Tariff  in  the  Senate. — Further  alterations  made  by  the 
Senate  in  completing  their  consideration  of  the  tariff  are  as 
follows  :  Item  427,  surgical  appliances,  n.e.i.,  including 
belts,  trusses,  pads,  corsets,  braces,  breast-supports,  vac- 
cination shields,  ad  vol.  (general  tariff),  25  per  cent.  ; 
(United  Kingdom),  25  per  cent.,  and  on  and  after  Decem- 
ber 12,  1907,  20  per  cent.  After  a  short  discussion,  it  was 
decided  to  make  this  item  free.  Item  442,  surgical  and 
dental  and  veterinary  instruments  and  appliances,  not  being 
furniture.  The  Government  proposed  to  remove  operating- 
tables  from  this  item,  making  them  dutiable  under  Item  299 
at  35  and  30  per  cent.  The  voting  was  equal,  and  the 
request  was  negatived.  Dental  chairs  were  added  to  the 
list,  making  them  dutiable  at  10  per  cent.,  instead  of  as 
furniture.  X-ray  motors  and  motor  interrupters  were  re- 
moved from  the  list,  making  them  dutiable  as  other  electric 
motors;  x-ray  tubes,  tube-shields,  fluorescent  screens,  tube- 
holders,  apparatus  for  localisation  and  stereoscopic  radio- 
graphy were  added  to  the  item.  Photographic  materials 
(Item  410),  platinotype  paper,  autotype  paper,  metabisul- 
phite  of  potassium,  and  metabisulphite  of  sodium,  are  now 
free,  but  all  trade  catalogues,  price  lists,  etc.,  are  again 
dutiable  at  the  rate  of  6<l.  per  lb.  or  35  per  cent.,  whichever 
is  higher.    They  now  come  under  356a  of  the  new  tariff. 

Proprietary-medicine  Legislation. — On  April  8  the 
Prime  Minister,  in  answer  to  an  inquiry  from  Mr.  Thomas, 
said  that  notice  of  motion  was  on  the  business  paper  to 
introduce  the  Bill  necessary  to  pass  an  Act  to  protect  persons 
in  the  use  or  quotation  of  Mr.  Beale's  report.  The  Minister 
of  Trade  and  Customs  said,  in  answer  to  a  further  question, 
that  he  was  afraid  there  would  not  be  much  opportunity  of 
passing  a  measure  to  regulate  the  importation  of  patent 
medicines  before  the  close  of  the  Session  ;  and  the  Attorney- 
General,  in  reply  to  another  member,  said  that  the  Govern- 
ment had  received  communications  protesting  against  the 
publication  of  and  the  statements  contained  in  Mr.  Beale's 
report,  and  that  legal  proceedings  had  been  mentioned  in 
the  correspondence.  On  April  10,  on  a  matter  of  procedure, 
the  Government  accepted  an  adverse  vote  as  indicating 
"want  of  confidence."  Should  a  change  of  Ministry  take 
place  the  incoming  Government  will  have  to  complete 
the  stages  to  give  legal  effect  to  the  new  tariff  law,  but  it  is 
unlikely  that  anything  further  will  be  done  before  proroga- 
tion. It  is  quite  likely  that  the  legislation  for  dealing  with 
Beale's  report  and  proprietary  medicines  will  be  included 
in  the  programme  of  the  incoming  Ministry  if  a  Liberal 
and  Labour  coalition  is  arranged. 
New  Zealand. 

Trade  in  1907. — The  exports  from  New  Zealand  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1908,  amounted  to  17,869.354/.. 
as  compared  with  19,531,588/.  during  the  financial  year 
1906-07.  The  imports  into  New  Zealand  during  the  same 
period  amounted  to  17,113,608/.,  as  compared  with 
14,480,524/. 

Census  Report. — The  census  of  the  Dominion  was  taken 
on  the  night  of  April  29.  1906,  when  it  was  found  that  the 
number  of  chemists  and  druggists  (including  pharmaceutical 
chemists)  among  the  population  was  502  (including  sixteen 
females)  ;  their  assistants  totalled  234  males  and  twenty-six 
females,  and  the  apprentices  number  107  (including  seven 
females).  We  also  learn  from  the  report  that  there  are 
twelve  wholesale  druggists  in  New  Zealand,  who  employ 
eighty-four  assistants.  There  are  eighty-two  manufac- 
turing chemists  (including  thirteen  females),  and  sixty-one 
soap  and  candle  manufacturers.  Surgical-appliance  makers 
number  two,  and  dealers  three.  Scientific-instrument 
makers  total  eleven,  while  dealers  number  three  only. 
There  are  forty-one  opticians,  257  aerated-water  manufac- 
turers, and  twenty-three  analytical  chemists.  Of  medical 
practitioners  there  are  623,  two  being  homceopathists  and 
twenty  ladies. 
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A  Government  Medical  Service  is  definitely  proposed 
in  the  "  New  Zealand  Medical  Journal "  by  Dr.  P.  Clennell 
Fenwick.  He  suggests  that  1/.  per  house  should  be  levied, 
medical  officers  paid  400/.  per  annum  to  attend  a  thousand 
families,  250/.  allowed  for  the  supply  of  medicines,  etc., 
and  1/.  a  week  for  travelling  expenses.  Dr.  Fenwick  says 
he  was  lately  informed  by  a  chemist  that  he  could  tender 
for  the  supply  of  medicines,  splints,  etc.,  for  a  friendly 
society  at  5s.  per  member  and  family.  In  an  editorial  note 
it  is  suggested  that  there  should  be  three  classes  of  doctors  : 
(Class  1)  giving  their  time  in  the  main  to  scientific  research 
in  laboratories  provided  by  the  State  and  acting  as  con- 
sultants in  cases  of  difficulty,  the  fees  being  paid  to  the 
State;  (Class  2)  operating  surgeons;  (Class  3)  men  with  a 
mere  pass  qualification,  not  even  a  smattering  of  bacteri- 
ology, pathology,  and  other  scientific  work,  their  education 
entirely  practical,  mostly  among  the  out-patients  of  the 
hospital.  After  three  years'  work  a  useful  practitioner 
would  be  evolved. 

New  South  Wales. 

Assistants'  Union. — Thirty-four  chemists'  assistants  in 
New  South  Wales  have  joined  the  Shop  Assistants'  Union. 
This  led  to  a  meeting,  hurriedly  summoned,  of  master  phar- 
macists to  consider  the  position.  Under  the  Industrial 
Arbitration  Act  an  award  has  been  given  concerning  the 
hours  and  payment  of  shop  assistants  in  retail  businesses, 
covering  the  majority  of  retail  trades,  but  not  touching 
pharmacy.  The  Shop  Assistants'  Union  desire  to  extend 
the  award  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  New  South  Wales 
and  to  all  classes  of  assistants.  Under  the  Act  the  firm  of 
Pattinson  &  Co.,  Ltd.  (now  Washington  H.  Soul.  Pattin- 
son  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  registered  as  an  Industrial  Association  of 
Employers,  so  that,  in  case  of  any  discussion  with  the 
assistants,  they  can  meet  them  on  equal  terms  before  the 
Judge  of  the  Arbitration  Court.  Mr.  L.  M.  Pattincon  said 
the  firm  would  be  willing  to  apply  for  the  cancellation  of 
their  Union  in  favour  of  a  general  Union,  and  that  they 
were  prepared  to  join  such  a  Union.  As  the  law  is  being 
amended  by  an  Industrial  Disputes  Bill,  it  was  resolved 
to  defer  the  question  of  forming  a  Union  and  of  taking 
eteps  to  reduce  the  hours  of  work  of  pharmacists  until  the 
passage  of  the  Bill. 

Queensland. 

Regulating  Hours. — The  Factories  and  Shops  Act 
Amendment  Bill,  among  other  things,  gives  the  definition 
of  "  closed  "  as  by  being  locked  or  otherwise  secured  to  the 
complete  exclusion  of  the  public.  The  hours  of  employ- 
ment in  chemists'  and  druggists'  shops  are  fixed  at  not 
exceeding  sixty  in  any  one  week,  exclusive  of  tune  allowed 
for  meals.  No  male  person  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
or  female  may  be  employed  for  a  longer  period  than  twelve 
hours  in  any  one  day.  Bar-keepers,  undertakers,  and 
chemists'  assistants  are  the  only  persons  allowed  to  be 
employed  on  Sundays.  Another  proviso  gives  to  the  occu- 
pier or  any  employe  in  any  chemist's  and  druggist's  shop 
the  right  to  supply  at  any  time  medicine  or  any  surgical 
appliance  that  is  urgently  required. 

Victoria. 

Hours  of  Employes. — On  April  6  regulations  under  the 
Factories  Act  came  into  operation  in  Victoria  limiting  the 
hours  of  employment  for  all  workers  in  chemists'  mops  in 
cities,  towns,  and  boroughs  throughout  Victoria  to  fifty- 
eight  hours  in  any  week.  Each  employe  must  also  be  given 
a  half-holiday  from  two  o'clock  on  some  week-day  each 
week.  Permissions  for  the  working  of  overtime  in  special 
cases  can  be  granted  by  the  chief  inspector;  but  overtime 
must  not  exceed  ten  hours  in  any  week,  and  the  employe 
must  be  given  6d.  an  hour  extra  pay  and  either  a  good 
meal  or  6d.  for  tea-money. 


A  Question  in  regard  to  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  F.  J. 
Clarke,  originator  of  Clarke's  blood-mixture,  has  come 
before  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen  Eady.  It  related  to  the  interest 
of  Mr.  Clarke's  daughter,  the  late  Ada  Atherton.  in  the 
estate.  His  Lordship  ruled  that  her  interest  ceased  at  her 
death.  Incidentally  it  was  mentioned  that  the  businets 
was  sold  for  37,003/.

desperately  bad  at  present,  writes  an  occasional  correspon- 
dent. 

Annual  Outing. — The  employes  of  Messrs.  Petersen,. 
Ltd.,  Cape  Town,  held  their  annual  outing  recently  at 
Houts  Bay,  where  a  most  enjoyable  day  was  spent.  Mr. 
Harry  Evans,  one  of  the  directors,  accompanied  the. 
picnickers. 

A  Projected  Dinner. — The  members  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Cape  Colony  intend  to  hold  a  dinner  at; 
the  Grand  Hotel,  Cape  Town,  and  the  members  of  the- 
Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  including  Mr.  A.  Walsh  (the- 
President),  who  will  be  attending  a  Board  meeting  at  Cape- 
Town  at  the  time,  are  to  be  specially  invited  to  it. 

Customs  Tariff  Conference. — On  May  4  the  Confer- 
ence of  Ministers  of  the  self-governing  Colonies  in  South 
Africa  commenced  at  Pretoria.  Federation  and  the  framing 
of  another  Customs  tariff  were  the  most  important  items  ort 
the  agenda.  South  Africa  generally  surprises  herself  when 
making  Customs  tariffs,  and  a  sufficient  number  of  tariffs- 
has  been  made  during  the  past  decade  to  ensure  the  produc- 
tion of  an  intelligent  one  this  time.  Trade  is  so  bad  and- 
money  so  scarce  that  all  the  States  are  asking  for  help. 

Cape  Pharmacy  Board. — The  report  of  the  Colonial- 
Pharmacy  Board  for  1907  shows  that  twenty-five  chemists 
were  registered  during  the  year,  twenty-two  of  them  with 
the  Great  Britain  Minor  certificate,  one  with  the  Irish 
diploma,  and  two  passed  the  Colonial  examination.  The 
Board  urge  that  steps  be  taken  to  grant  relief  to  chemists 
from  the  necessity  of  taking  out  an  ordinary  dealer's  licence 
in  addition  to  the  chemist's  one.  Reference  is  also  made 
to  the  extended  poisons  schedule  gazetted  a  year  ago 
[G.  &  D.,  1907,  I.,  789  and  925),  and  to  the  warning  issued 
by  the  Government  to  unqualified  dealers  as  regards  the- 
sale  of  poisons. 

Personal.— Mr.  Astell  J.  Willson,  South  African  repre- 
sentative of  Messrs.  C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  London,  sailed' 
from  Cape  Town  in  the  s.s.  Gclcka  on  May  11  for  a  three 
months'  holiday  in  England.  Mrs.  vviitson  accompanies 
him.  Mr.  Willson  will  be  returning  for  his  firm  in  August.

Street,  London,  E.C.— Mr.  Edwin  McClellan,  of  the  Foster, 
McClellan  Co.,  Cape  Town,  who  has  been  on  a  business 
visit  to  South  Africa,  arrived  back  in  London  by  the 
Walmcr  Castle  last  week.  Mr.  Peter  Britz,  another 
member  of  the  company,  is  expected  to  return  to  London 
in  about  a  month.— Mr.  C.  W.  Brydges,  representing, 
Messrs.  Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd..  London,  was 
in  Cape  Town  when  the  mail  left.— Dr.  C.  F.  Juritz,  analyst 
for  Cape  Colony,  has  been  elected  President  of  the  Cape- 
Chemical  Society  for  the  third  year  in  succession.— Mr.  t . 
Pocklington.  formerly  with  Mr.  J.  S.  North,  21  Mill  Street,. 
Cape  Town,  has  taken  over  the  Lansdowne  Pharmacy,  Lans- 
downe  Road.  Claremont,  Cape  Town. 
Natal. 

Manufacture  of  Tannin. — A  German  firm  states  that- 
the  building  of  a  factory  in  Natal  to  extract  tanning_mattei 
from  the  wattle-bark,  which  is  so  prolific  there,  is  imprac- 
ticable. Large  quantities  of  bark  are  regularly  shipped  to 
England  and  the  Continent,  but  complaints  about  shipping 
the  bark- too  soon  after  it  has  been  stripped  from  the  trees- 
are  frequent.  -cm* 

Pharmacy  Federation  is  in  the  air  everywhere  in  Sou^ 
Africa  jiut  now.     In  Natal  pharmaceutical  circles  it  is 
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suggested  that  the  other  States  should  accept  the  Natal 
Register  as  it  stands,  including  those  who  have  not  passed 
•an  examination;  but,  as  the  O.R.C.  and  Cape  Boards  will 
not  accept  those  who  have  not  passed  a  bond-fide,  examina- 
tion and  hold  certificates  to  that  effect,  there  is  a  hitch. 
All  the  Boards  appear  to  be  busy  writing  to  each  other — a 
,proeess  that  will  doubtless  go  on  indefinitely.  Why  the 
Presidents  do  not  meet  round  a  table  and  settle  the  question 
•once  and  for  all  it  is  difficult  to  understand. 

Orange  River  Colony. 

Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council. — A  special  meeting 
was  held  at  the  end  of  April  with  reference  to  the  case  of 
Dr.  Bateman,  who  had  been  found  guilty  by  the  Council  of 
infamous  conduct  in  a  professional  respect  (C.  <£•  D., 
March  14,  p.  392).  It  is  understood  that  pressure  is  being 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  Government  to  have  the  case  re- 
heard, and  the  meeting  was  about  this. 

Personal. — Mi*.  J.  A.  Dinwoodie,  dispenser  at  Bloem- 
•fontein  for  the  C.S.A.  Railways,  left  in  April  on  a  trip 
iiome. — Mr.  E.  R.  Hine,  who  was  successful  at  the  Phar- 
maceutical examination  held  last  February  at  Bloemfon- 
tein, is  registered  as  a  chemist  and  druggist  in  the  Colony, 
and  is  now  in  business  on  his  own  account  at  Ficksburg, 
where  he  was  long  associated  with  Dr.  Taylor,  who  retired 
recently. 

Sheep-dip. — A  correspondent,  in  a  letter  to  the  "  Bloem- 
fontein  Friend,"  goes  to  some  trouble  to  refute  the  argu- 
ments adopted  in  an  anonymous  pamphlet,  entitled  "A 
Plea  for  the  Truth  about  Caustic  and  Sulphur  Dip."  The 
pamphlet,  printed  in  Dutch  and  English,  has  apparently 
been  widely  circulated,  at  the  instigation,  it  is  alleged,  of 
a  coast  firm  who  desire  to  restrict  the  use  of  this  dip,  which 
is  recommended  by  the  Government  (C.  cfc  D.,  April  25, 
p.  628). 

Criticising  the  Council.— A  correspondence  took  place 
in  the  "  Bloemfontein  Friend"  last  month  relative  to  the 
constitution  of  the  Medical  and  Pharmacy  Council.  It  was 
started  by  a  "  Country  Chemist,'"  who  protested  agtrinst  the 
nomination  of  Mr.  F.  Carter  to  the  vacancy  created  among 
the  pharmaceutical  members  by  the  temporary  absence  of 
Mr.  Dinwoodie  (6'.  db  D.,  May  9,  p.  700).  He  alleged  that 
the  bulk  of  the  chemists  in  the  Colony  have  no  confidence  in 
the  Council  on  account  of  the  fact  that  it  is  composed  of 
"  employes  of  wholesale  houses  and  Government  servants," 
all  Bloemfontein  men.  "Another  Broker"  wrote  subse- 
quently complaining  that  Mr.  Carter  is  an  employe  "  of  a 
firm  which  already  ornaments  the  Council  with  a  Govern- 
ment and  a  chemist's  nominee."  Mr.  E.  B.  Dunkerton 
(President  of  the  0.  R.  C.  Pharmaceutical  Society)  joined 
in  the  discussion,  advocating  the  institution  of  a  Pharmacy 
Board  for  the  whole  of  South  Africa.  "  Country  Chemist  " 
in  a  second  letter  suggested  that  employes  of  wholesale 
chemists  would  not  dare  to  bring  before  the  Council  griev- 
ances of  country  chemists  such  as  were  ' '  set  out  by  a  corre- 
spondent in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  March  21 " 
(q.v.,  p.  465).  A  "  Town  Chemist"  approved  of  a  "  South 
African  Pharmaceutical  Board,"  but  thought  that  a  clean 
sweep  is  wanted  first,  and  the  Council  so  constituted  that  the 
chemists  of  the  Colony  can  run  their  own  affairs.  The 
various  criticisms  were  replied  to  by  Mr.  Stafford  S.  Hewitt 
(who  is  a  member  of  the  Council  and  one  of  the  criticised). 
Mr.  Hewitt  suggested  that  country  chemists  should  place 
their  grievances  before  the  Council  instead  of  writing  to  the 
Press.  He  likewise  replied  to  the  various  points  raised  re- 
garding the  constitution  of  the  Council  and  agreed  that  a 
more  representative  body  is  desirable,  but  until  that  is 
accomplished  chemists  should  work  together  for  the  general 
good. 


Miss  Clara  M.  Fox,  who  is  resigning  her  dispensership 
to  the  Pancras  Board  of  Guardians  on  account  of  ill-health, 
is  a  North  Staffordshire  lady,  and  received  most  of  her 
pharmaceutical  training  in  Birmingham. 

Sometimes  it  is  unwise  to  attempt  to  be  all  things  to  all 
men.  A  traveller,  who  apparently  fancies  the  role  of  in- 
genious ingenu,  gave  the  following  comprehensive  answer  to 
a  chemist,  when  asked  what  particular  political  partiality 
he  professed  :  "  Well,  Mr.  — ,  to  tell  the  truth  I'm  half  a 
Liberal  and  half  a  Tory ;  and  I  think  if  more  Socialism  were 
practised  the  world  might  be  all  the  better." 


Hmcncan  IRotes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Mr.  John  R.  Planten  announces  his  retirement  from 
H.  Planten  &  Son,  gelatin-capsule  makers,  which  was 
founded  by  his  father  in  1836.  His  son,  H.  Rolff  Planten, 
now  becomes  sole  owner. 

Mr.  George  J.  Seabury  addressed  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Manufacturers  at  the  annual  meeting  on  May  18  on 
the  subject  "  Industrial  and  Commercial  Problems,  and 
how  to  Promote  Foreign  Trade." 

The  Sale  of  Carbolic  Acid  in  solutions  stronger  than 
5  per  cent.,  except  upon  physicians'  prescriptions,  is  now 
prohibited  in  Newark,  N.J.,  by  ordinance.  Six  or  seven 
other  cities  have  similar  ordinances. 

The  N.A.R.D.  Executive  Committee,  at  a  recent  meet- 
ing, resolved  to  make  the  campaign  against  mail-order  drug- 
business  more  active.  The  committee  further  decided  that 
it  is  time  to  undertake  the  unification  of  the  pharmacy  laws 
of  the  different  States. 

Caffeine-manufacture. — The  House  of  Representatives 
on  May  13  passed  the  Bill  which  originated  in  the  Senate 
and  which  had  previously  passed  that  body  permitting  the 
importation  of  low-grade  tea,  sweepings  and  waste,  with- 
out denaturing  for  the  manufacture  of  caffeine.  The  measure 
now  goes  to  the  President  for  approval.  Previously  the 
process  of  denaturing  tea  dust  and  sweepings  cost  the  makers 
of  caffeine  about  19  per  cent,  of  the  total  cost  ol  manu- 
facture. 

Anti-cutting  Agreements. — Senator  Hepburn  has  intro- 
duced a  Bill  in  Congress  reaffirming  the  common  law  prin- 
ciple that  a  combination  in  restraint  of  trade  may  or  may 
not  be  contrary  to  public  policy,  and  it  leaves  it  to  tha 
Court  to  decide  each  case  upon  its  merits,  past  decisions 
remaining  in  force.  This  would  not  relieve  the  N.A.R.D. 
impasse,  so  representatives  have  gone  to  Washington  to 
urge  for  something  better,  and  the  drug-trade  may  ulti- 
mately get  what  it  wants. 

L'Entente  Medicale. — It  is  refreshing  to  see  the  extent 
t:>  which  the  pharmacists  and  physicians  of  the  United 
States  are  getting  closer  together.  Recently  a  large  num- 
ber of  banquets  have  been  held  in  different  cities  through- 
out the  country,  in  which  usually  the  physicians  have  been 
the  guests  of  the  druggists,  while  once  or  twice  the  case 
has  been  reversed.  Subjects  of  mutual  interest  have  been 
discussed  with  great  frankness  and  freedom,  and  particular 
emphasis  has  been  placed  upon  the  new  movement  to  popu- 
larise official  products. 

A  Preliminary  Course. — The  Board  of  Pharmacy  of 
South  Dakota  has  recently  passed  a  resolution  providing  that 
all  candidates  desiring  to  be  examined  for  registration  as 
pharmacists  shall  henceforth  be  required  to  have  had  a  pre- 
liminary education  representing  three  years  of  high  school 
work.  After  January  1,  1909,  a  full  course  of  four  years  will 
be  demanded.  Professor  Oldberg  and  other  publicists  have 
argued  for  years  that  the  examining  Boards  of  Pharmacy 
had  authority  to  take  the  initiative  in  establishing  standards 
of  this  kind,  and  several  other  Boards  in  addition  to  the 
South  Dakota  Commission  have  followed  his  advice. 

Jewellery.- — A  new  form  of  fakir  has  recently  appeared. 
He  sells  the  pharmacist  a  lot  of  jewellery  which  looks 
very  fine.  He  gets  him  to  sign  some  sort  of  a  sale  con- 
tract, and  then  accepts  promissory  notes  in  payment  for 
the  goods.  These  notes  are  turned  over  to  a  bank  and 
discounted.  The  druggist,  when  he  makes  the  purchase, 
believes  that  he  is  given  the  right  to  return  the  goods  in  a 
few  months  if  he  does  not  succeed  in  selling  them,  but  in 
the  meantime  the  bank  presents  the  notes  for  his  payment, 
and  he  finds  he  has  the  bank  to  deal  with  instead  of  the 
jewellery  concern.  The  result  is  trouble,  and  often  litiga- 
tion. 


The  Drug-Inspectors  of  Osaka,  Kyote,  Hyogo,  and 
Shiga  Prefectures,  Japan,  met  together  on  February  16  and 
discussed  official  matters.  Such  meetings  will  in  future  be 
held  monthly,  and  the  inspectors  of  Wakayama  and  Nara 
Prefectures  will  take  part  in  the  next  meeting. 
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3nfc>ta  ant)  the  East. 

Amalgamation. — The  Osaka  School  of  Pharmacy  for 
Women  and  the  Women's  Section  of  the  Doshu  College  of 
Pharmacy  have  been  amalgamated. 

Mr.  S.  Yamanis,  of  Yakugakushi,  lias  been  selected  as  a 
candidate  for  the  National  Diet  by  the  Tokyo  Branch  of  the 
Japan  Pharmacists'  Association. 

Rangoon  Chemical  Imports. — The  value  of  chemicals 
imported  into  Rangoon  during  February  was  Rs.  65.548,  as 
compared  with  Rs.  49,544  in  1907.  Drugs  and  medicines 
imported  amounted  to  Rs.  39,342,  as  compared  with 
Rs.  21,946. 

The  Indian  Opium  Crop. — In  the  United  Provinces, 
where  the  harvest  is  in  progress,  opium  is  said  to  be  yielding 
poorly  in  a  few  districts.  In  Central  India  the  crops  have 
been  slightly  damaged  by  rain  in  Indore,  Malwa,  and 
Bbopawar. 

The  Manufacture  of  Turpentine,  crude  resin,  and  resin 
is  reported  during  the  year  1906-7  to  have  developed  satis- 
factorily in  the  Naini  Tal  Forest  Division  of  the  United 
Provinces.  The  profits  for  the  year  from  the  undertaking 
were  34.000  rs. 

A  Patent-medicine  Importers'  Union  has  been  esta- 
blished at  Osaka,  its  object  being  to  investigate  and  im- 
prove the  conditions  in  regard  to  exporting.  Messrs.  H. 
Mori,  Y.  Yamada,  and  three  other  well-known  proprietors 
have  been  appointed  a  committee. 

New  Posts. — Sanction  has  now  been  received  to  the  crea- 
tion of  various  important  posts  in  the  Punjab  Agricultural 
Department.  These  include  three  Assistant  Directors,  five 
Assistant  Professors  in  Agriculture,  Agricultural  Chemis- 
try, Economic  Botany,  Mycology,  and  Entomology,  and  six 
Laboratory  Assistants  in  the  same  subjects. 

A  Medical  Congress. — Originating  in  a  suggestion  by 
the  Governor,  a  Medical  Congress  is  to  be  held  in  Bombay 
in  February  1909.  An  imposing  array  of  names,  with  the 
Governor  as  President,  constitutes  the  Central  Committee. 
Lieut.-Colonel  W.  E.  Jennings,  I. M.S.,  has  been  appointed 
General  Secretary  to  the  Congress.  His  address  is  c/o 
King,  King  &  Co.,  Bombay. 

Ceylon  Medical  Registration  Ordinance. — On  May  1 
A.  de  Silva  Jayawardana  was  charged  with  subscribing  him- 
self as  a  "medical  practitioner"  on  a  medical  certificate  he 
had  given  to  a  peon.  It  was  further  stated  that  drugs  were 
found  at  his  house,  including  iodoform,  boric  acid,  carbolic 
lotion,  and  a  "  bark-and-acid  mixture."  Defendant  said  he 
dispensed  native  medicines  only,  so  he  did  not  think  it 
necessary  to  register  as  a  medical  practitioner.  The  accused 
was  warned  and  discharged. 

Earthquakes  and  Riots. — The  last  days  of  March  were 
6omewhat  exciting  for  Rangoon  chemists.  For  two  days 
there  were  shocks  of  earthquake  at  intervals,  though  for- 
tunately not  sufficient  to  do  much  damage,  while  in  the 
Bazaar  there  was  quite  a  formidable  riot,  necessitating  the 
calling  out  of  the  military.  There  was  much  looting  going 
on,  so  many  shops  were  closed;  but  the  chemists  kept 
open  throughout  the  whole  time.  Then  the  overheating  of 
some  turpentine  led  to  a  fire  at  Dover's  Medical  Hall, 
Rangoon,  and  the  fire-brigade  was  called  out.  However, 
little  damage  was  done,  and  the  flames  were  quickly  got 
under. 

"  Pain-killer  "  as  a  Trade-mark. — The  Japanese 
Patent  Bureau  has  given  a  decision  on  a  petition  lodged 
by  Messrs.  Davis,  Laurence  &  Co.,  of  New  York,  through 
Mr.  Akiyama,  a  lawyer,  for  registration  of  the  words 
"  Pain-killer  "  as  a  trade-mark.  The  examiners  in  the 
Bureau  dismissed  the  application,  saying  that  ^pain- 
killer "  is  a  common  name  given  to  certain  patent  medicines 
extensively  used  among  the  general  public,  and  that  con- 
sequently the  compound  character  of  the  words  could  not 
be  used  as  a  trade-mark.  The  firm's  representative  con- 
tended that  "pain-killer"  is  a  name  given  only  to  the 
special  medicine  manuf  actured  by  Messrs.  Davis,  Laurence 
&  Co.,  and  that  the  name  has  been  used  as  a  trade-mark 
for  sixty  years  past.  The  petition  was  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  words  could  not  be  regarded  as  a  trade- 
mark in  accordance  with  the  6th  clause  of  Article  2  of 
'the  Law  of  Trade-marks.

Trade  Law. 

"What  is  "Serious  ana  Wilful  Misconduct."— In  a 

claim  by  a  shop  assistant  in  London  under  the  Workmen's* 
Compensation  Act,  for  injuries  by  being  thrown  off  a  'bus 
while  carrying  books  from  his  master's  shop  in  Cheapside  to 
t  he  other  place  of  business  in  High  Holborn,  it  was  proved  that 
the  plaintiff  attempted  to  alight  from  the  omnibus  while  it 
was  going  at  eleven  miles  an  hour.  The  Judge,  in  the  City 
of  London  Court,  said  jumping  off  an  omnibus  going  at  eleven 
miles  an  hour  must  be  held  to  be  such  "serious  and  wilful 
misconduct  "  as  to  disentitle  plaintiff  to  recover  any  com- 
pensation.   Judgment  for  the  defendant,  with  costs. 


High  Court  Cases. 

Reuter  v.  Locke-King. 
This  action  by  Mr.  R.  J.  Reuter,  against  the  proprietors 
of  the  Brooklands  Motor  Track  for  "  attempt  to  divert  a 
private  road,"  was  to  have  been  heard  by  Judge  Parker 
in  the  Chancery  Division  on  May  22.  The  case  which 
preceded  it  occupied  ten  days,  and  the  defendant  gave 
an  undertaking  in  respect  to  the  privacy  of  the  road,  and 
to  pay  the  costs  of  the  action.  There  will  also  be  an 
inquiry  as  to  damages.  In  Mr.  Reuter's  case,  on  the  appli- 
cation of  Mr.  Barnard  Lailey,  an  order  in  similar  terms 
(except  as  to  the  inquiry  as  to  damages)  was  taken  by 
consent. 

Nauheim  Baths. 
At  the  instance  of  the  representatives  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  Grand  Duchy  of  Hesse-Darmstadt,  Mr.  Justice  Swinfen- 
Eady  on  May  23  granted  a  perpetual  injunction  restraining 
the  St.  George's  Curative  Institute,  Ltd.,  from  representing 
that  they  had  been  appointed  agents  in  this  country  for  the 
springs  of  Bad  Nauheim.  Mr.  Macnaghten,  K.C.,  stated 
that  the  defendant  institute  had  established  what  they 
called  a  Nauheim  Institute  at  Hanover  Square,  and  repre- 
sented that  their  baths  were  the  same  as  plaintiff's.  He  also 
complained  that  the  institute  had  placed  on  their  windows 
the  arms  of  the  Grand  Duchy.  Mr.  Cozens  Hardy,  for  the 
defendant  institute,  said  he  did  not  admit  these  allegations. 

The  Thorium  Nitrate  Case. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  May  25,  Mr.  Justice 
Lawrance  gave  judgment  in  the  case  of  Friedrichs  v. 
Hopkin  &  Williams,  the  facts  of  which  have  been  pre- 
viously reported,  and  in  which  the  jury  awarded  plaintiff 
500Z.  damages  for  wrongful  dismissal.  Application  was 
recently  made  by  counsel  for  judgment  for  this  amount, 
and  an  account  of  the  amount  of  thorium  nitrate  manu- 
factured by  the  defendants  since  June  10,  1907,  the  date  of 
the  dismissal,  and  the  royalties  due  to  the  plaintiff  under 
the  agreement.  Plaintiff  also  wanted  an  injunction  re- 
straining defendants  from  manufacturing  thorium  nitrate 
otherwise  than  under  plaintiff's  management.  On  behalf  of 
the  defendants  it  had  been  submitted  that  beyond  the 
5001.  which  had  been  awarded  to  the  plaintiff  by  the  jury, 
plaintiff  was  not  entitled  to  the  relief  which  he  claimed. 
His  Lordship  said  he  was  bound  to  give  effect  to  the  finding 
of  the  jury,  which  decided  in  favour  of  the  plaintiff  with 
damages  of  500Z.  for  wrongful  dismissal  and  giving  effect 
to  the  agreement.  With  regard  to  the  matter  of  the  account 
and  the  royalties,  he  thought  it  would  be  a  good  thins  if  it 
could  be  settled  ;  otherwise  it  would  open  the  field  to  litiga- 
tion in  the  future. 

Mr.  Pollock,  K.C.,  for  the  defendants,  said  that  as  to 
settling  any  figures  of  the  account  a  further  inquiry  might 
be  unnecessary.  The  only  point  he  objected  to  had  refer- 
ence to  the  injunction.  If  that  was  granted  against  them, 
the  defendants  would  be  prevented  from  carrying  on  the 
manufacture  of  the  thorium  nitrate  although  they  would 
pay  the  5001.  The  injunction  in  the  terms  of  plaintiff's 
prayer  would,  he  submitted,  be  too  wide,  because  the  prayer 
asked  for  an  injunction  restraining  the  defendants  manu- 
facturing thorium  nitrate  otherwise  than  under  plaintiff's 
management.  His  suggestion  was  that  the  only  form  of 
injunction  which  ought  to  be  granted  was  an  injunction 
restraining  defendants  from  making  thorium  nitrate  by 
plaintiff's  process  unless  they  accounted  to  the  plaintiff 
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for  royalties.  He  asked  his  Lordship  for  a  stay  of  exe- 
cution on  condition  that  the  500/.  was  brought  into  court. 

His  Lordship  :  I  will  open  the  flood-gates  wide  for  you. 

Mr.  Pollock  :  Although  they  may  be  dammed  after- 
wards. (Laughter.) 

His  Lordship  said  all  he  would  do  would  be  to  give 
judgment  for  the  500/.  and  an  injunction  and  an  account 
in  the  terms  of  the  agreement.  He  would  also  grant  a 
stay  of  execution  generally  on  the  usual  terms. 

[In  connection  with  this  matter  it  is  appropriate  to  mention 
here  that  Dr.  Fried  richs  communicated  to  the  "  Chemiker 
Zeitung  "  of  May  20  a  signed  statement  of  his  version  of  the 
c"sPute/-  In  this  he  mentions  that  he  kept  a  diary  treating 
of  all  the  circumstances,  and  produced  this  as  an  affidavit.  He 
concludes  by  saying:  "It  was  owing  to  this  diary  that  the 
firm  were  obliged  to  pay  500/.  damages,  and  that  I  was 
enabled  to  save  my  professional  reputation.  The  conclusion 
to  be  drawn  from  these  experiences  is  that  any  of  my 
colleagues  who  are  going  abroad  to  establish  works  would  be 
well  advised  to  keep  a  chronological  account  of  the  proceed- 
ings and  to  be  very  much  on  their  guard  in  respect  to  con- 
tracts. We  may  add  that  it  is  unusual  for  parties  to  le°-al 
proceedings  to  publish  statements  of  the  kind  while  cases  are 
sub  judicc. — Editoh.] 

Medicine-stamp  Acts. 

Exposing  Beecham's  Pills  without  a  Licence. 
At  the  Newport  (Hon.)  Police  Court  last  week,  Frederick  C. 
Wolfe,  18  Watchhouse  Parade,  was  summoned  for  exposing 
for  sale  certain  medicines  liable  to  stamp-duty  without 
having  a  licence.  Mr.  Keast,  supervisor  of  Excise,  prose- 
cuted on  behalf  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inland  Revenue, 
and  explained  that  the  penalty  for  selling  patent  medicines 
without  a  licence  is  20/.  In  reply  to  the  Mayor  he  stated 
that  the  medicine  referred  to  was  Beecham's  pills.  An 
officer  of  the  Inland  Revenue  stated  in  evidence  that  he 
purchased  a  box  of  Beecham's  pills  at  defendant's  shop, 
for  which  he  paid  1*.  Defendant  was  represented  by  his 
assistant,  who  stated  that  his  employer  had  omitted  to 
take  out  a  licence  through  an  oversight,  but  had  since  recti- 
fied his  mistake.    A  fine  of  10s.  was  imposed. 

Unstamped  Backache  Pills. 
At  the  Rhondda  Valley  Police  Court  on  May  25,  Mr 
imucane,  Inland  Revenue  officer,  summoned  John  F 
Apperton,  herbalist,  for  selling  a  Is.  box  of  backache  and 
kidney  pills  without  affixing  the  proper  medicine-stamp. 
Hie  Assistant  Commissioner,  Mr.  Pert,  proved  the  pur- 
chase of  a  box.  Printed  bills  at  the  premises  said  that  the 
pills  had  cured  hundreds.  He  took  it  the  case  was  one  of 
No  cure,  no  pay."  A  Magistrate  :  You  are  still  alive. 
(Laughter.)  It  appeared  that  correspondence  had  taken 
place_  with  the  Inland  Revenue  Department  as  to  a  com- 
promise, but  defendant  declined  to  pay  the  modified  penalty 
ottered,  hence  this  prosecution.  A  fine  of  21.  with  costs 
was  unposed. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Olive  Oil. 

At  the  Guildhall  Police  Court,  London,  on  May  21  before 
Alderman  Sir  Horatio  Davies,  Alfred  Ernest  Colman, 
chemist,  7  Gresham  Street,  was  summoned  for  selling,  on 
April  7,  olive  oil  which  had  been  adulterated  with  50  per 
cent,  of  earth-nut  oil.  Mr.  T.  G.  Vickery,  assistant  city 
solicitor,  prosecuted  for  the  Corporation.  Mr.  Cyril  H 
Kirby  admitted  a  technical  offence,  and  explained  that  the 
ohve-oil  bottle  had  inadvertently  been  refilled  with  earth- 
nut  oil.  The  Magistrate  remarked  that  that  was  very  gross 
carelessness.  Under  such  circumstances  anybody  might  go 
and  ask  for  lavender-water  and  be  served  with  prussic  acid. 
Chemists  and  druggists,  of  all  persons,  should  be  extremely 
careful.  After  other  remarks,  he  fined  the  defendant  10/ 
and  17s.  6d.  costs. 


County  Court  Cases. 

Vinegar  Casks. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  May  22,  the  case  of 
Weston  &  Westall,  Ltd.,  v.  Burford,  already  reported  in 
these  columns,  was  again  mentioned.  Plaintiffs,  salt  and 
soda  merchants,  16  Eastcheap,  E.C.,  had  sued  the  defen- 
dants, Messrs.  E.  Burford  &  Co.,  salt,  soda,  and  vinegar 


merchants,  Glengall  Road.  Peckham,  for  having  passed  off 
their  oil  and  vinegar  in  plaintiffs'  casks  and  cans,  and  the 
Court  had  directed  defendants  to  pay  the  costs,  amounting 
to  33/.,  at  the  rate  of  1/.  a  month.  Judge  Rentoul,  at  the 
request  of  Mr.  Ernest  Burford,  now  reduced  the  order  to 
15s.  a  month. 

Malicious  Prosecution  of  an  Assistant. 

At  the  Wandsworth  Comity  Court  on  Monday,  May  25, 
before  Judge  Harington,  Geo.  Paterson,  chemist's 
assistant.  71  The  Lawn,  Shepherd's  Bush,  sued  Geo. 
F.  H.  Bartlett,  chemist,  38  Battersea  Park  Road,  for 
50/.  damages  for  malicious  prosecution  and  false  im- 
prisonment. Mr.  Duckworth  was  counsel  for  plaintiff 
and  Mr.  Henderson  for  defendant. 

Mr.  Duckworth  said  plaintiff,  a  Scotchman,  aged 
twenty-seven,  was  originally  employed  by  Cockburn,  of 
Glasgow.  He  was  with  them  four  and  a  half  years  at 
a  salary  of  50s.  a  week,  and  for  the  last  three  years 
he  was  employed  as  their  manager  at  one  of  their  branches 
at  Paisley.  He  then  came  to  London,  and  was  employed 
by  Parke's  Drug-stores  for  over  ten  months  at  50s.  and 
55s.  a  week.  Mr.  Bartlett  employed  him  as  manager  of 
his  branch  shop  at  236  Battersea  Park  Road.  It  was 
arranged  that  he  should  receive  50s.  a  week  to  com- 
mence, after  three  months  52s.  6d.,  and  finally  rise  to 
55s.  About  a  month  after  he  was  engaged  Mr.  Bartlett 
paid  him  a  visit,  and  no  complaint  was  made.  He  next 
visited  plaintiff  in  January  of  this  year,  and  again  made 
no  complaint.  A  third  visit  was  paid  on  February  25, 
and  this  time  also  he  had  no  complaint  to  make,  and  was 
very  friendly  with  plaintiff.  There  was  a  cash-register 
in  the  shop,  and  at  the  end  of  each  day  the  contents  of 
the  till  were  checked  against  the  till-sheet  upon  which  the 
purchases  were  noted.  On  the  afternoon  of  February  25 
Mr.  Bartlett  appeared  to  have  employed  a  boy  to  go 
into  the  shop  and  make  a  purchase.  The  boy  asked  for 
a  box  of  Carter's  liver-pills  and  a  tooth-brush.  He  paid, 
so  he  said,  Is.  6r/.  for  the  articles,  and  handed  them  to 
Mr.  Bartlett's  cousin  outside  the  shop.  The  following 
morning  Mr.  Bartlett  called  at  the  shop  and  looked  at 
the  till-reeord  of  the  previous  day.  On  this  there  was  an 
entry  of  a  tooth-brush,  but  none  of  Carter's  pills.  Mr. 
Bartlett  said  to  plaintiff,  "You  sold  a  box  of  Carter's 
pills  yesterday."  Plaintiff  said,  "Did  I?  I  have  no 
recollection  of  it."  Then  Mr.  Bartlett  said,  "  Where  is 
the  shilling  for  the  pills?"  Plaintiff  replied,  "I  have 
no  recollection  of  it.  If  it  is  my  mistake  I  am  willing 
to  pay  for  it."  "  No,"  said  Mr.  Bartlett,  "  nothing  of 
the  kind.  I  have  been  losing  money  here  for  a  long 
time,  and  shall  have  you  locked  up."  A  policeman  was 
sent  for,  and  plaintiff  was  taken  in  charge.  Plaintiff  was 
brought  before  the  Magistrate  at  the  South-Western  Police 
Court,  and,  after  being  remanded  two  or  three  times, 
was  committed  for  trial.  He  was  tried  at  the  South 
London  Sessions  on  March  19,  and  after  the  evidence  for 
the  prosecution  had  been  given  and  plaintiff  had  given 
evidence  in  his  own  defence  the  jury  stopped  the  case  and 
he  was  discharged.  The  foreman  of  the  jury  said  he  left 
the  court  without  a  stain  on  his  character. 

Plaintiff  gave  evidence  corroborating  counsel's  statement. 
Since  his  discharge  he  had  not  been  able  to  get  a  permanent 
situation,  and  he  had  incurred  a  bill  with  his  solicitors 
for  20/.  for  defending  himself.  He  had  applied  for  situa- 
tions, but  when  he  mentioned  Mr.  Bartlett's  name  that  was 
enough.  The  mere  fact  that  the  accusation  had  been  made 
against  him  was  sufficient  to  prevent  him  from  getting 
another  position.  The  facts  had  been  reported  in  the  trade 
journals  and  were  common  knowledge.  In  cross-examina- 
tion, plaintiff  said  he  did  not  know  that  during  the  first 
week  he  was  in  Mr.  Bartlett's  employment  there  was  a 
pronounced  falling-off  in  the  shop  receipts.  About  a  week 
before  the  charge  against  him  plaintiff  was  away  unwell 
for  a  week,  but  he  did  not  know  that  during  that  week  the 
receipts  increased  30s.  over  the  corresponding  week  the 
previous  year  and  5/.  over  the  previous  week  of  1907. 
In  re-examination,  plaintiff  said  it  had  sometimes  happened 
that  the  money  in  the  till  did  not  correspond  with  the 
amount  on  the  sheet,  and  he  then  made  the  amount  right- 
from  his  own  pocket. 
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The  police-constable  who  arrested  plaintiff,  Horace 
Deane,  the  lad  who  purchased  the  tooth-brush  and  pills, 
and  Geo.  Bartlett,  Catford,  defendant's  cousin,  gave  evi- 
dence, and  were  followed  by  Mr.  Bartlett,  who  said  that 
plaintiff  was  away  ill  for  a  week  in  February,  and  during 
that  week  there  was  an  increase  in  the  receipts.  Being 
disappointed  in  the  returns,  witness  decided  to  make  a 
test.  On  the  morning  that  plaintiff  was  charged,  witness 
asked  him  if  he  had  sold  a  tooth-brush.  He  replied,  "  Yes  ; 
two."  Then  witness  asked  if  he  had  sold  a  box  of  pills. 
Plaintiff  answered  "Yes,"  and  then  added,  "but  I  will 
pay  for  it."  Witness  declared  that  that  would  not  do,  as 
plaintiff  had  had  a.  lot  of  amounts  wrong.  Plaintiff  was 
very  agitated,  and  tried  to  shake  hands  and  make  it  up. 
Witness,  however,  sent  for  a  constable  and  had  him  arrested. 
Mr.  Bartlett  did  not  consider  it  natural  that  the  tooth-brush 
and  not  the  pills  should  be  entered.  Witness  was  cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Duckworth  in  regard  to  the  poisoning 
case  in  which  he  was  concerned  some  time  ago,  and  in 
respect  to  the  present  case  he  admitted  that  this  was  the 
first  occasion  he  had  complained  to  plaintiff  about  missing 
money,  although  he  had  visited  the  branch  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  times. 

After  counsel  had  addressed  the  Court,  his  Honour  gave 
judgment  for  plaintiff  on  the  malicious  prosecution  part  of 
the  claim,  with  351.  damages  and  costs.  He  thought  Mr. 
Bartlett  behaved  in  a  most  reckless  way.  He  took  no  steps  to 
inform  himself  of  the  true  state  of  the  facts,  he  did  not 
use  reasonable  care  in  informing  himself  of  those  facts, 
and  his  Honour's  opinion  was  and  the  evidence  showed  that 
there  was  an  absence  of  reasonable  and  probable  cause  for 
taking  the  proceedings,  and,  he  added,  they  were  not  taken 
<o  further  the  ends  of  justice.

In  1876  he  passed  the 
Minor  and  entered  the  ser- 
vice of  Messrs.  Savory  & 
Moore,  Chapel  Street,  Bel- 
grave  Square,  S.W.,  where 
he  spent  nearly  eight  years. 
Mr.  Ceesar  left  in  1884  to 
go  into  business  at  South- 
ampton, and  after  twelve 
,,  .       ..'  '        ,  years    in     the  Southern 

Metropolis  bought  a  business  at  49  Chippenham  Road 
Elgin  Avenue,  W.  He  was  last  year  President  of  the 
Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  and  it  was  one  of  his  regrets 
that  progressive  ill-health  prevented  him  from  taking  an 
active  part  lp  the  business  of  the  Society  during  his  year 
of  office.  One  of  his  last  public  acts  was  the  sending  out 
to  those  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  who 
are  also  members  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  an  appeal 
for  votes  for  Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff,  who  was  seeking  a  seat  on 
the  Council.  Mr.  Cuff  was  successful  in  his  candidature 
but  the  news  could  not  be  conveyed  to  Mr.  Ctesar,  owin^ 
to  the  serious  turn  which  his  illness  had  taken  It  had 
been  known  for  some  time  that '  Mr. "  Cresar  had  a  verv 
serious  affection  of  the  heart,  but  it  was  not  until  the  last 
tew  days  of  his  life  that  an  accurate  diagnosis  was  made 
by  means  of  the  x-rays  of  a  malignant  growth  on  the  heart, 
-vir.  Ocesar  s  fine  presence  and  vigorous  good  humour  made 
mm  a  well-known  man  in  optical  circles,  and  although  he 


did  not  rank  among  the  best-known  of  West-end  chemists, 
the  work  he  contributed  to  the  common  good  of  the  trade 
was  such  that  any  of  his  fellow-chemists  would  be  proud  of. 
Mr.  Cajsar  was  a  founder  of  the  Institute  of  Ophthalmic 
Opticians.  He  leaves  a  widow  and  two  sons.  The  elder 
son  has  for  some  time  assisted  in  the  business  at 
Chippenham  Road.  The  funeral  took  place  on  May  26. 
The  first  part  of  the  service,  which  was  largely  attended, 
was  held  at  St.  Peter's  Church,  Elgin  Avenue,  in 
the  morning,  the  interment  being  at  Wymering  church- 
yard, Cosham,  the  same  afternoon.  There  were  several 
chemists  among  the  mourners,  including  Mr.  John  Gibson 
(Hexham),  President  of  the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians; 
Mr.  J.  Harcombe  Cuff,  Secretary  of  the  Society  of  Chemist  - 
Opticians  and  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society ;  and  Mr.  F.  S.  Horsey.  Among  the 
many  beautiful  floral  tributes  were  wreaths  from  the 
Society  of  Chemist-Opticians  and  the  Institute  of  Oph- 
thalmic Opticians.

Liquor  Animonii  Valerianatis. 

Valerianic  acid    3  parts 

Ammonium  carbonate    a  sufficient  quantity 

Alcoholic  extract  of  valerian   2  parts 

Distilled  water,  sufficient  to  make   ...  100  parts 
Add  the  acid  to  the  water,  and  neutralise  carefully  with 
ammonium  carbonate,  add  the  extract  of  valerian,  and  let  it 
stand  for  twenty-four  hours,  then  filter. 
Dose,  10  to  30  drops  in  sweetened  water. 

Liquor  Cresolis. 

Cresylic  acid  (cresol)    25  fl.  oz. 

Resin    5  oz. 

Potassium  hydroxide    350  grains 

Distilled  water,  sufficient  to  make  ...  40  fl.  oz. 
Dissolve  the  resin  in  the  cresylic  acid  with  the  aid  of  heat. 
Make  a  solution  of  the  potassium  hydrate  by  dissolving  in 
2  fl._  oz.  of  distilled  water.  Mix  the  two  solutions,  and  heat 
until  saponification  takes  plt.ce.  Set  aside  to  cool,  and  make 
up  to  40  fl.  oz.  with  water. 

Liquor  Ferri  et  Mangani  Peptonatis. 
Peptonate  of  iron  and  manganese    ...    723  grains 

'Brandy    4  fl.  oz. 

Alcohol    3  fl.  oz. 

Syrup    5fl.  oz. 

Tincture  of  orange    2  fl.  dr. 

Tincture  of  cinnamon   2  fl.  dr. 

Compound  essence  of  vanillin   2  fl.  dr. 

Distilled  water,  sufficient  to  make    ...     40  fl.  oz. 
Dissolve  the  peptonate  in  24  fl.  oz.  of  distilled  water,  with 
a  gentle  heat,  then  allow  the  solution  to  cool,  and  add  the 
remaining  ingredients. 

Liquor  Opii  Sedativus. 

Extract  of  opium   2  oz.  405  grains 

Alcohol    6^  fl.  oz. 

Water,  sufficient  to  make    40  fl.  oz. 

Dissolve  the  extract  of  opium  in  16  fl.  oz.  of  boiling  water. 
Cool  the  solution,  add  the  alcohol  and  cold  water,  filter,  and 
a  id  sufficient  water  to  make  40  fl.  oz. 

Note. — Each  fluid  drachm  represents  4  grains  of  extract  of 
opium. 

Liquor  Saponis  Antisepticus. 

Oleic  acid   14  fl.  oz. 

Potassium    hydroxide    in  solution 

(1  'n  1)   a  sufficient  quantity 

Alcohol    6  fl.  oz. 

Oil  of  lavender    40  minims 

Ether,  sufficient  to  make    40  fl.  oz. 

Mix  the  oleic  acid  and  alcohol,  and  neutralise  with  the 
solution  of  potassium  hydroxide,  using  phenolphthalein  solu- 
tion as  an  indicator.  Cool  and  add  the  oil  of  lavender,  then 
add  sufficient  ether  to  make  40  fl.  oz.

A  Personal  Triumph 

was  unquestionably  scored  by  Mr.  Glyn- 
Jones  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  annual  meeting  last 
week.  It  is  by  no  means  certain,  however,  that  the  sober 
Phillip  who  had  the  advantage  of  studying  the  harangue 
in  cold  print  has  endorsed  the  view  taken  by  the  hysterical 
Phillip  on  the  spot.  Even  at  the  meeting  a  murmured  sug- 
gestion that  the  collection  should  now  be  taken  caused  an 
appreciable  reduction  of  temperature,  and  the  proposal 
was  ignored.  Some  more  conclusive  reasoning  than  has 
yet  been  given  will  have  to  be  forged  to  magnetise  one 
of  the  few  remaining  coins  out  of  the  pockets  of  many  of 
us.  Most  of  us  agree,  it  may  be  assumed,  that  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  is  a  bad  Bill  and  must  be  opposed.  The 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Lords  and  Commons  to  which  it 
was  referred  proved  itself  to  be,  bar  two  of  its  members, 
about  as  incompetent  and  unfair  a  tribunal  as  could  have 
been  compounded,  and  the  form  gone  through  before  it 
of  taking  evidence  was  little  other  than  a  burlesque.  But, 
as  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  pertinently  pointed  out  , 
the  eagerness  of  the  majority  to  submit  to  Mr.  Almeric 
FitzRoy's  scheme  and  have  done  with  the  bother  actually 
plays  into  our  hands.  The  Bill  which  secures  their  august 
approval  is  so  comically  inconsistent  that  if  the  House  of 
Commons  can  be  induced  to  consider  it  the  few  interested 
persons  who  have  engineered  this  piece  of  legislation  will 
have  a  lobby  to  themselves  when  the  voting  comes.  It  is 
too  absurd  in  the  same  measure  to  further  hedge  around 
the  sale  of  Mrs.  Winslow's  soothing-syrup  and  by  another 
clause  to  facilitate  the  distribution  throughout  the  country 
of  enticing  arsenical  jams  and  syrups.  But  admitting  the 
necessity  of 

Opposing  the  Government  Bill, 

the  reason  for  the  special 
fund  which  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  insisted  upon  and  which  some 
of  his  backers  emphasised  is  still  far  from  obvious.  Not 
a  hint  of  how  the  money  to  be  collected  would  or  might  be 
spent  was  vouchsafed.  You  cannot  buy  votes  now,  at  least 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  not  rich  enough  to  do  so. 
Nor  can  we  terrify  Parliament  by  demonstrating  in 
Trafalgar  Square,  or  the  public  by  red-and-black  placards 
threatening  them  that  their  physic  will  cost  them  more. 
In  organising  the  opposition  some  postage-stamps  will  be 
wanted,  and  some  travelling  expenses  will  be  incurred ; 
clerical  work,  printing,  and  stationery  will  also  cost  a 
little.  But  surely  we  are  not  going  to  relieve  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  this  expenditure,  or  indeed  of  any  short 
of  something  altogether  exceptional.  Since  1868  the  Society 
has  netted  out  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  over  a  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  pounds — that  is  to  say,  has  received  that  net 
cash  into  its  exchequer  from  the  profits  of  the  examina- 
tions which  the  Act  made  compulsory.  If  there  is  one 
duty  more  incumbent  upon  the  Society  than  another  it  is 
that  of  fighting  for  the  Act  which  has  done  so  much  for  its 
own  prosperity.  And  to  do  the  Council  and  officials  of  the 
Society  justice  it  is  only  fair  to  remember  that  they  have 
recognised  that  duty.  In  Parliament  and  in  the  Law  Courts 
they  have  shown  themselves  willing  to  spend  money  freely 
when  occasions  have  required  them  to  act,  and  in  addition 
they  have  for  some  years  been  professing  to  have  drilled 
their  forces  into  readiness  for  mobilisation  at  any  moment. 
It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  they  will  accept  the  sugges- 
tion that  they  now  are  financially  unable  to  carry  out  their 
intentions. 


To  Lower  the  Standard 

is  pharmaceuticalese  for  striking  the 
flag.  Dare  anyone  who  hopes  some  day  to  be  considered 
worthy  to  be  made  a  divisional  secretary  advocate  such  a 
policy?  "Would  Mr.  Mackenzie  lower  the  standard?" 
fiercely  demanded  Mr.  Walter  Hills,  and  even  the  bold 
Scotchman  who  acknowledges  no  conventionalisms  hesi- 
tated to  place  himself  so  far  beyond  the  pale.  His  argu- 
ment was  a  plea  to  make  the  Preliminary  examination 
easier  for  the  candidates  so  as  to  relieve  the  apprentice- 
ship difficulty ;  but  it  was  the  formal  labelling  of  the 
policy  that  frightened  him.  His  interlocutor  himself 
had  quite  recently  taken  a  prominent  part  in  making  the 
regulations  for  the  same  examination  "more  elastic," 
another  way  of  arriving  at  the  same  end  while  avoiding 
the  objectionable  phrase.  But  whatever  form  of  expres- 
sion is  adopted,  it  is  evident  that  the  standard  has  got 
to  be  lowered  if  the  country  is  to  be  supplied  with  a 
proper  provision  of  chemists  and  druggists.  Whether  it 
pass  or  not,  the  Government  Bill  tells  us  plainly  enough 
what  is  the  outside  view.  A  sufficient  number  of  poison- 
vendors  must  be  provided,  and  if  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  only  aims  at  pushing  forward  its  pegs  into  pro- 
fessional territory  the  provision  must  be  made  some  other 
way.  It  is  not  to  be  denied  that  by  the  policy  of  advancing 
the  standard  the  position  of  a  .select  few  in  pharmacy  has 
been  improved.  Sir  Douglas  Powell  speaks  prettily  of 
"the  great  profession  of  pharmaceutical  chemists,"  and 
even  Mr.  Alexander  Cross  has  expresed  his  desire  to  strictly 
limit  the  dispensing  of  medicine  to  qualified  persons.  But 
the  Departmental  Committee  certainly  came  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  a  certificate  in  algebra  was  not  essential  for  the 
seller  of  sheep-dip. 

The  Quack  Medicines  of  the  Seventeenth  Century, 

a  few  of 

which  were  sampled  last  week,  were  not  sold  by  the  apothe- 
caries of  the  day.  These  gentlemen  were  flying  at  higher 
game,  and  though  some  of  the  more  famous  "oi  the  pro- 
prietary remedies  may  have  passed  through  their  hands, 
that  business  would  have  been  exceptional  and  unprofes- 
sional. Most  of  the  handbills  to  which  reference  was  made 
directed  patients  to  the  address  of  a  quack  who  kept  his 
compounds  strictly  to  himself.  But  occasionally  one  is  met 
with  on  which  the  names  of  London  agents  are  printed,  and 
in  no  case  is  an  apothecary  indicated.  A  bill  recommending 
Bateman's  Famous  Spirits  of  Scurvy  Grass  may  be  taken 
as  a  sample.  "  It  has  been  invented,"  says  the  handbill. 
"  by  Mr.  Robert  Bateman  nineteen  or  twenty  years  before, 
and  is  now  counterfeited  by  divers  upstarts.    The  genuine 

might  be  bought  from  "    Here  follows  a  list  of  names 

and  addresses,  among  which  may  be  counted  fourteen  book- 
sellers, one  pewterer,  three  coffee-house  keepers,  three 
cheesemongers,  one  ironmonger,  two  shoemakers,  two  haber- 
dashers, one  toyshop-keeper,  one  chandler,  and  one  meal- 
shop  keeper.  There  are  several  others  only  mentioned  by 
their  signs  whose  trades  are  not  specifically  indicated.  The 
idea  of  utilising  "all  the  best  chemists"  had  not  then 
arrived.  Probably  the  apothecaries  and  the  chemists  who 
succeeded  them  made  their  own  secret  compounds,  and  this 
practice  was  evidently  common  when  the  Medicine-stamp 
Acts  were  framed  towards  a  hundred  years  later,  as  the 
exemption  in  their  favour  conclusively  proves. 

Abuse  of  Rivals 

was  a  regular  feature  of  these  bills.  Mrs. 
Isabella  Inglish,  at  the  Hand  and  Pen,  Long  Acre, 
announces  that  she  is  authorised  by  their  Majesties  to 
make  and  publish  Dr.  Anderson's  Grana  Angelica,  or  the 
famous  True  Scot's  Pills,  and  she  cautions  the  public  against 
"  broken  merchants,  ignorant  tradesmen,  and  scandalous 
persons,  and  particularly  one  Mogson,"  who  were  selling 
imitations  of  this  precious  medicine.  Mogson,  she  says, 
pretended  that  he  had  once  been  admitted  to  Dr.  Ander- 
son's cabinet  and  had  stolen  the  recipe  out  of  a  book  of 
the  doctor's.

BMtovtal  Comments. 


"  Waiting  for  Committee." 

This  is  still  the  position  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill  in  the  House  of  Lords.  The  Bill  "  as  amended  by  the 
Select  Committee "  was  delivered  to  the  members  on 
May  26.  The  changes  are  as  notified  last  week,  with  the 
additional  provision  (Clause  3,  Sub-clause  4)  that  in  Scot- 
land anything  which  under  this  section  would  be  an  offence 
if  committed  by  a  body  corporate  shall  be  an  offence  if 
committed  by  a  firm  or  co-partnership.  The  unfortunate 
indisposition  of  Lord  Tweedmouth,  who  is  suffering  from 
insomnia,  and  has  been  ordered  by  his  doctor  a  complete 
rest  and  change,  has  placed  the  further  progress  of  the  Bill 
in  a  doubtful  position.  It  is  feared  that  some  time  may 
elapse  before  his  Lordship  is  able  to  resume  his  duties  as 
Lord  President  of  the  Council,  and  although  these  duties — 
so  far  as  they  have  to  be  discharged  in  the  House  of  Lords — 
will  be  attended  to  by  other  peers,  certain  arrangements 
make  it  not  improbable  that  the  Government  will  not  push 
on  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  during  Lord  Tweed- 
mouth's  absence.  Moreover,  it  is  becoming  increasingly 
apparent  that  whatever  facilities  may  be  given  to  the  Bill 
in  the  House  of  Lords,  when  it  reaches  the  Commons  it  will 
prove  to  be  a  veritable  stumbling-block  to  the  business 
arrangements  of  the  Ministerial  bench.  It  is  in  the  House 
of  Commons  that  the  real  pressure  will  be  felt,  for  to  a 
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certain  extent  the  action  of  the  House  of  Lords  in  referring 
the  Bill  to  a  Joint  Committee  for  inquiry  placed  the  latter 
House  in  a  position  from  which  they  cannot  retreat  without 
rejecting  the  Committee's  report  for  amendments,  and  this 
is  considered  to  be  most  unlikely.  It  is  felt,  however,  that 
the  issues  raised  in  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  Com- 
mittee require  further  consideration — in  other  words,  the 
amendments  do  not  cover  the  requirements  of  the  case. 
This  has  in  one  direction  been  expressed  by  Sir  John  Batty 
Tuke  in  a  motion  which  he  is  to  bring  before  the  General 
Medical  Council  during  its  present  session.  Sir  John  pro- 
poses to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  this  Bill,  the 
provisions  of  which  would  appear,  he  says,  to  be  open  to  a 
similar  objection  to  those  of  a  former  Bill,  as  expressed  in 
the  following  resolution  adopted  by  the  General  Council 
on  May  24,  1906  : 

That  the  President  be  requested  to  inform  the  Lord 
President  of  the  Privy  Council  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Council,  the  proposals  involved  in  the  Poisons  and  Phar- 
macy Bill,  as  amended  in  the  House  of  Lords,  whereby  cor- 
porate bodies  are  permitted  to  assume  professional  titles, 
which  titles  no  member  or  director  of  such  company  need 
be  personally  qualified  by  training,  examination,  and  regis- 
tration to  assume,  is  fraught  with  obvious  and  extreme 
danger  to  the  public. 

It  will  be  observed  that  Sir  John  here  raises  the  important 
consideration  that  company  businesses  should,  like  those  of 
individuals,  have  a  qualified  person  as  the  responsible  head 
of  the  business,  this  being  one  of  the  questions  which  have 
still  to  be  threshed  out.  Chemists  throughout  the  country 
are  calling  the  attention  of  their  members  of  Parliament  to 
the  inadequacy  of  Lord  Ebury's  clause,  and  a  series  of 
meetings  in  Scotland  has  been  arranged  by  Mr.  J.  Ruther- 
ford Hill  on  this  issue.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Ireland  is  likely  to  confine  its  opposition  to  the  application 
of  the  Bill  as  it  stands  to  Ireland,  and  Mr.  John 
Smith  and  Mr.  W.  F.  Wells  (President  and  Vice- 
President)  are  in  London,  and  have  again  secured 
the  support  of  Lord  Donaghmore.  The  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland  has  also  taken  steps  to 
procure  the  deletion  of  the  clause  extending  the  Bill  to 
Ireland.  Until  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  meets  next  week,  nothing  definite  can  be 
said  in  respect  to  the  proposal  as  to  a  Parliamentary  Fund 
made  by  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  at  the  annual  meeting ;  but  we 
should  not  be  surprised  if  that  proposal  is  regarded  as 
secondary  to  the  more  important  suggestions  which  fell  from 
Mr.  Glyn-Jones  with  reference  to  the  appointment  of  an 
active  Parliamentary  Department  of  the  Society's  work. 
Such  a  department,  under  the  charge  of  an  officer  experi- 
enced in  this  work  and  not  otherwise  engaged  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Society's  affairs,  appears  to  be  the  need 
of  the  moment.  The  Society  has  no  necessity  to  call  for 
pecuniary  aid  from  the  trade  as  a  whole ;  the  real  need  is 
the  active  interest  and  support  of  chemists  in  influencing 
their  members  of  Parliament  to  back  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council's  efforts  to  secure  amendments  of  the  law  more  con- 
sistent with  the  principles  of  the  1868  Act,  and  more  in 
harmony  with  present-day  needs  than  are  the  Joint 
Committee's  proposals.  Such  interest  and  support  will,  we 
doubt  not,  be  forthcoming  when  the  Council  have  formu- 
lated their  policy.  It  cannot  be  said  that  the  Council's  own 
Bill  goes  far  enough  in  some  directions,  and  modification  is 
required  in  others.  The  title  and  curriculum  policy 
have  provided  talk  enough ;  but  it  is  felt  by  many  that  the 
policy  is  too  academic,  and  that  an  opportunity  now  pre- 
sents itself  on  the  Government  Bill  of  going  to  the  root  of 
the  matter  and  securing  better  recognition  of  1868  principles, 
with  adequate  protection  of  public  and  so-called  "  vested  " 
interests.    We  confidently  wait  for  some  expression  from 
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the  Pharmaceutical  Council  which  will  unite  administrators 
and  rank-and-file  to  face  the  Government  in  such  a  way 
as  to  convince  them  that  the  present  Bill  is  dangerous, 
inadequate,  and  unjust.  It  is  better  to  wait  for  a  Session 
or  two  than  to  allow  the  present  Bill  to  pass  as  it  stands. 


Bankruptcy  Law  Reform. 

A  Committee  was  appointed  some  time  ago  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  to  inquire  into  the  laws  relating  to  bankruptcy 
and  arrangements  by  debtors  with  their  creditors.  It 
was  a  well-constituted  Committee,  and  Mr.  Montague  J. 
Muir  Mackenzie,  a  barrister  with  exceptional  experience  on 
the  subject,  acted  as  chairman.  Evidence  was  heard 
from  representative  commercial  and  legal  bodies  as  well 
as  experts  on  the  subject,  evidence  being  called  in  respect 
to  Continental  practices  in  this  matter.  The  inquiry  was 
directed  to  the  improvement  of  the  bankruptcy  laws  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  as  they  differ  in  the  three  countries, 
and  in  some  respects  Scots  law  on  the  subject  is  better 
than  the  English.  The  Committee  have  presented  a 
unanimous  report  to  the  ex-President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  which,  no  doubt,  will  be  attended  to  by  his  suc- 
cessor and  its  recommendations  embodied  in  legislative 
proposals  next  Session.  The  report  is  a  document  of 
forty-two  pages,  in  which  the  terms  of  the  reference  are 
set  forth  at  the  outset,  and  it  proceeds  to  deal  with — - 

1.  Procedure  for  the  investigation  of  the  conduct  and 
affairs  of  a  bankrupt. 

2.  Consideration  of  a  debtor's  conduct  and  imposition  of 
punishment  upon  him  for  misconduct. 

3.  The  law  relating  to  the  discharge  of  a  bankrupt  from 
his  debts. 

4.  the  law  and  practice  as  to  realisation  of  estate  in 
bankruptcy. 

5.  Laws  relating  to  the  after-acquired  property  of  an  un- 
discharged bankrupt,  and  mortgage  securities  over  and 
dealings  with  such  property. 

6.  Married  women  and  their  liabilities  under  bankruptcy 
law. 

7.  Marriage  settlements  and  covenants  to  settle  future 
property. 

8.  Deeds  of  arrangement. 

9.  Compulsory  registration  of  assignments  of  book  debts, 
and  of  agreements  for  the  hire  and  purchase  of  chattels. 

10.  Administration  orders  in  the  case  of  debtors  whose 
debts  are  under  10?. 

These  descriptions  sufficiently  indicate  the  comprehen- 
sive nature  of  the  inquiry.  On  the  first  point  the  Com- 
mittee consider  that  the  existing  law  and  practice  re- 
lating to  the  investigation  by  Bankruptcy  Courts  of  bank- 
rupts' affairs  do  not  require  amendment.  Under  the 
second  heading  are  matters  of  daily  interest  to  business 
men;  first,  as  regards  fraudulent  bankruptcy,  it  is  well 
known  that  many  failures  are  at  present  regarded  as 
"shady"  which  are  really  fraudulent,  and  the  Com- 
mittee found  as  a  fact  that  the  convictions  obtained  for 
fraudulent  bankruptcy  are  relatively  few  in  number. 
Some  wholesome  check  to  the  evil  is  needed,  and  the 
Committee  recommend  changes  in  the  law  which  would 
simplify  criminal  procedure  against  offenders.  The  prac- 
tical result  of  the  changes  would  be  that,  as  a  rule, 
upon  the  Bankruptcy  Court  or  Registrar  ordering  the  prose- 
cution of  a  debtor,  a  summary  hearing  before  a  magis- 
trate or  justices  would  take  place;  and  it  would  only 
be  in  cases  in  which  the  Magistrates  commit  the  offender 
for  trial  by  a  jury  that  the  Director  of  Public  Prosecu- 
tions would  be  required  to  conduct  the  proceedings. 
At  present  failure  to  keep  proper  account-books,  trading 
with  knowledge  of  insolvency,  gambling  and  speculation, 
and  failure  to  account  properly  for  deficiency  of  assets  are 
malpractices,  not  punishable  by  imprisonment,  the  only 
punishment  inflicted  on  those  found  guilty  of  the  offences 
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being  suspension  of  the  discharge.  The  Committee 
went  well  into  these  points.  It  was  proposed  in  evidence 
that  punishment  by  imprisonment  should  be  imposed  on 
bankrupts  who  have  failed  to  keep  proper  account-books. 
The  Committee  report  that  in  France  traders  are  com- 
pelled by  law  to  keep,  and  that  properly,  three  books— viz., 
the  journal  or  day-book,  press-copy  letter-book,  and  stock- 
book.  If  these  have  not  been  kept  properly  by  a  bank- 
rupt, the  fact  is  regarded  as  fraudulent  bankruptcy.  The 
Committee  recommend  as  follows  : 

The  failure  or  omission  by  a  debtor  who  becomes  bankrupt 
to  have  kept  any  books  of  account,  or  proper  books  of 
account,  within  two  years  next  preceding-  his  bankruptcy  in 
a  trade  or  business  carried  on  by  him,  if  without  excuse, 
should  be  made  by  law  an  offence  punishable  on  summary 
conviction  by  imprisonment,  subject  to  the  following  con- 
ditions and  limitations  : 

(a)  The  law  should  define  what  books  of  account  a  person 
carrying  on  a  trade  or  business  is  to  keep,  which  should  in- 
clude a  book  or  books  containing  entries  in  sufficient  detail 
of  all  cash  received  and  cash  paid,  of  all  goods  sold  and 
goods  purchased,  and  statements  of  annual  stocktakings. 
[Italics  are  ours. — Editor.] 

(b)  Failure  or  omission  by  a  debtor  to  have  kept  the  re- 
quired books  is  only  to  be  punishable  in  the  event  of  his 
becoming  bankrupt  and  of  the  liquidated  debts  proved  in 
the  bankruptcy  exceeding  2001.  in  amount ;  and  no  prosecu- 
tion of  a  debtor  for  a  default  in  keeping  books  of  account  is 
to  take  place  before  the  lapse  of  two  years  from  the  passing 
of  the  law. 

_  (e)  A  debtor  i3  not  to  be  punished  if  he  can  show  that  in  the 
circumstances  in  which  he  traded  or  carried  on  business  his 
failure  or  omission  to  keep  proper  books  was  honest  and  ex- 
cusable and  did  not  contribute  to  his  insolvency. 

(d)  The  law  should  provide  that  no  prosecution  is  to  be 
instituted  for  the  offence  except  by  order  of  the  Bankruptcy 
Court. 

These  provisions  for  bookkeeping  should  be  of  great 
service  to  trade,  and  not  less  in  the  retail  drug-trade 
than  in  other  businesses.  We  say  this  apart  altogether 
from  considerations  of  fraudulent  bankruptcy,  and  solely 
in  respect  to  the  advantages  of  good  bookkeeping  in  help- 
ing chemists  to  make  the  most  of  their  efforts.  The 
Committee  also  propose  amendments  of  the  law  as  regards 
discharge  with  a  view  to  making  this  formality  compul- 
sory upon  bankrupts,  the  majority  of  whom  do  not  at 
present  apply  for  their  discharges.  Recommendations  are 
also  made  for  a  reform  of  the  law  and  practice  as  to  the 
realisation  of  a  bankrupt's  estate,  and  in  particular  for  a 
modification  in  the  law  of  what  is  called  "  the  relation  back 
of  the  title  of  a  bankruptcy  trustee,"  where  that  law 
operates  to  the  prejudice  of  honest  business  transactions ; 
for  an  amendment  of  the  law  relating  to  dealings  with 
undischarged  bankrupts,  which  is  admittedly  in  an  un- 
satisfactory state ;  and  with  respect  to  the  liability  of 
married  women  who  carry  on  trade  to  be  made  bankrupts. 
It  is  further  proposed  to  prevent  deeds  of  arrangement 
being  entered  into  with  one  or  more  creditors  without 
referring  the  matter  to  all,  and  such  deeds  would  be  void 
if  the  majority  of  creditors  do  not  agree  with  them.  The 
last  subject  dealt  with  in  the  report  is  administration 
orders  in  the  case  of  small  debtors,  as  to  which  the 
recommendations  are  chiefly  in  regard  to  court  procedure, 
but  it  is  suggested  that  the  maximum  for  such  proceedings 
should  be  raised  from  bOL  to  100?.,  and  that  a  list  of 
administration  orders  made  in  all  county  courts  should 
be  open  to  public  inspection. 


Crown  Agents  and  Drug  Contracts. 

The  Crown  Agency  system  of  contracting  for  drugs  has 
given  rise  to  much  discussion  in  Ceylon  recently,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  fresh  instructions  have  been  issued  by  the 
Colonial  Office  whereby  local  tendering  is  expressly  for- 


bidden, as  all  goods  manufactured  in  Europe  required  by 
the  Crown  Colony  Governments  must  be  ordered  through 
the  Crown  Agents  in  London  and  nowhere  else.  The 
Medical  Department  of  the  Ceylon  Government  is  a  large 
buyer  of  drugs  and  medicines,  and  several  local  houses 
have  hitherto  participated  in  the  contracts,  thus  being  able 
to  fill  from  stocks  drugs  required  at  short  notice.  In  1906 
tenders  for  drugs  for  the  medical  department  were  asked 
for,  and  the  contract  secured  by  a  well-known  Colombo  firm. 
It  is  computed  that  the  Colony  saved  by  this  contract  half 
a  lac  of  rupees,  and  it  was  proved  that  the  prices  charged 
by  the  Crown  Agents  in  1907  were  in  some  instances  two 
and  a  half  times  as  much  as  the  prices  charged  locally  in 
1906,  so  it  is  not  surprising  to  learn  that  the  Colombo 
firm  made  very  little  profit  on  the  1906  contract.  They 
were,  however,  quite  prepared  to  tender  for  1907  at  the 
same  prices,  hoping  from  their  experience  of  1906  to  make 
a  profit  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  tender.  The  Colonial  Office, 
however,  stepped  in  and  cancelled  the  privilege  of  local 
tendering,  and  have  declared  that  at  the  end  of  the  exist- 
ing contracts  no  further  local  contracts  will  be  given  out. 
This  order  applies  to  all  Government  stores.  The  manager 
of  the  Colombo  Apothecaries'  Co.  has  told  a  reporter  that 
some  years  ago  his  firm  made  a  big  effort  to  obtain  the 
contract  for  drugs,  with  the  assistance  of  some  people  at 
home ;  but  he  was  told  everything  had  to  go  through  the 
Crown  Agents,  who,  he  asserts,  buy  year  after  year  from 
the  same  source.  It  was  owing  to  agitation  that  the  drug- 
contract  was  thrown  "open"  for  a  time.  The  opinion 
prevails  in  Ceylon  that  the  Crown  Agents  in  London  do 
not  buy  in  the  cheapest  and  best  markets;  but  the  only 
argument  in  support  of  this  is  that  the  list  of  firms  wh<? 
tender  is  very  select,  and  although  occasionally  outside 
firms  may  receive  a  list  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  tender 
for,  they  rarely,  if  ever,  get  the  contracts.  If  the  agents 
were  to  invite  more  healthy  competition  by  extending  their 
list  of  firms  to  those  eager  for  the  business,  they  would 
be  enabled  to  buy  at  much  closer  prices.  We  understand 
that  recently  the  Crown  Agents  have  issued  a  new  form 
asking  for  tenders,  on  which  is  printed  in  red  ink  an  inti- 
mation that — ■ 

all  discounts  and  cash  discounts  are  to  be  deducted  from 
quotations  or  tenders,  and  that  manufacturers  who  allow 
discounts  to  merchants  and  others,  if  found  out  not  allow- 
ing same  to  the  Crown  Agents,  will  be  struck  off  the  list, 
and  never  reinstated. 

This  seems  to  indicate  that  the  Crown  Agents  are  deter- 
mined to  secure  all  the  discounts  they  can.  In  view  of 
the  present  controversy,  it  would  be  interesting  to  have  the 
whole  question  of  contracts  raised  in  the  House  of 
Commons,  and  if  someone  called  for  a  return  of  prices 
paid  by  the  Ceylon  Government  for  drugs  supplied  it 
would  probably  make  interesting  reading. 


Age  and  Accident. 

Sir  John  Brunner  has  communicated  to  the  "  Times  "  an 
interesting  letter,  in  which  he  gives  statistics  of  the  pro- 
portion of  accidents  at  varying  ages  of  the  workmen  in 
the  employ  of  Messrs.  Brunner,  Mond  &  Co.  The  figures 
show  that  the  proportion  of  accidents  becomes  less  and  less 
with  remarkable  regularity  as  the  men  advance  in  years, 
and  therefore  that  no  employer  is  justified  in  dismissing 
such  workmen  in  the  belief  that  they  are  more  liable  to 
accident  than  the  younger  men.  The  table  which  Sir  John 
gives  refers  to  3,848  workmen,  the  percentage  of  accidents 
(given  in  parentheses)  being  as  follows  :  18-25  years  (8.5), 
26-30  (6.8),  31-35  (4.2),  36-40  (3.6),  41-45  (2.8),  46-50  (3.7), 
51-55  (2.4),  56  and  over  (2.4).  Accidents  of  all  kinds,  even 
the  slightest  abrasion  of  the  skin,  are  included  in  the  above

figures.  The  matter  is  of  special  interest  from  the  view  of 
the  legal  responsibility  of  employers  under  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act. 

Relation  of  Action  to  Dosage. 
Dr.  J.  Theodore  Cash,  in  "An  Experimental  Inquiry 
into  the  Relationship  of  Action  to  Dose,  especially  with 
Reference  to  the  Repeated  Administration  of  Indaconitine  " 
("B.M.J.  "  1908,  I.  1213),  says  it  is  improbable  that  any 
universal  law  of  uniform  applicability  could  be  formulated 
associating  dosage  with  its  certain  effect,  which  would 
prove  adaptable  to  all  classes  of  remedies,  or  even  to 
remedies  of  the  same  class.  The  individuality  of  the 
remedy  must  first  be  studied,  and  even  when  its  value 
towards  the  healthy  organism  is  learnt,  the  reaction  of 
■disordered  organisms  is  necessary  not  of  an  easily  pre- 
dicted character.  The  salt  used  in  the  experiments  was 
ii.daconitine  hydrobromide,  which,  as  already  shown,  is 
■active  in  reducing  body  temperature.  The  results  of  the 
experiment  show  that  some  modification  of  the  internal 
temperature  of  the  normal  animal  is  observed  as  a  result 
of  hypodermic  medication  after  doses  bearing  a  proportion 
■down  to  one  twenty-fourth  of  the  lethal  dose,  which  may 
be  regarded  as  the  "  minimal  effective  dose  "  for  tempera- 
ture. At  or  near  the  one  twenty-fifth  of  the  lethal  dose 
is  to  be  located  "the  maximal  ineffective  dose."  The 
lethal  dose  of  indaconitine  hydrobromide,  as  previously 
•established,  is  0.012  gram  per  kilogram  of  the  body  weight. 
By  "maximal  ineffective  dose"  is  understood  that  the 
tissues  offer  a  compensatory  resistance  to  that  proportion, 
and  any  appreciable  action  is  thus  obviated. 

The  Influence  of  Environment. 

[Mr.  Churchill  did  not  reply  to  questions  regarding-  the 
Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  submitted  to  him  by  Dundee 
•chemists  during  his  recent  electoral  campaign.] 
The  most  impetuous  statesman  when 

He  ventures  into  Scotland  must 
Absorb  some  racial  instinct  then, 

Or  he  will  crumble  into  dust. 
Thus  Winston,  when  the  Dundee  clan 

Attacked  him  on  the  Bill,  was  dumb  : 
He  skipped  away  with  gay  elan 

And  watched  the  wild  Maloney  come. 
Perchance  he  buys  his  books  from  Boots ; 

Mayhap  he's  had  a  word  with  Crewe; 
Perhaps  he  likes  Camlachie  suits, 

And  has  no  love  for  me  or  you. 
But  sure  it  is  that  Winston  now 

For  former  faults  has  made  amends  : 
This  caution  from  the  Scots,  I  trow, 

Will  make  him  dearer  to  his  friends. 

Fibrositis. 

The  man  who  excused  hia  absence  from  work  by  explain- 
ing that  he  had  an  attack  of  methisis,  which  being  trans- 
lated is  "  blind  drunk,"  was  a  genius.    A  new  name  for  an 
old  trouble  is  generally  convincing,  and  that  is  why  we 
j  welcome  Dr.  A.  P.  Luff's  recent  remarks  at  the  Hunterian 
Society  on  chronic  rheumatism,  which  is  not  rheumatism 
[at  all,  but  an  affection  of  the  white  fibrous  tissue,  and  Sir 
I  William  Cowers  has  coined  for  it  the  name  "fibrositis." 
The  word  "rheumatic"  in  this  connection  is  unfortunate, 
said  Dr.  Luff.    The  condition  is  frequently  started  by  cold 
|;and  wet,  and  it  may  be  started  by  strain,  as  in  the  case 
lof  tennis  elbow  and  golfer's  elbow.    In  the  treatment,  the 
'salicylates  are  useless  except  as  relievers  of  pain.    For  the 
pain,  Dr.  Luff  knows  nothing  better  than  a  combination  of 
[.aspirin  and  pyramidon;   for  the  fibrositis  nothing  equals 
iiodide  of  potassium,  which  he  gives  in  the  largest  possible 
doses.    The  local  fibrositis  may  be  relieved  by  the  applica- 
tion of  heat  or  by  ionic  medication — that  is,  driving  in 
substances  by  the  aid  of  electricity,  after  an  electric-light 


bath  for  fifteen  minutes.  In  his  experience  there  is  no 
necessity  to  diet  patients  suffering  from  fibrositis ;  there  is 
no  reason  for  the  belief  that  it  is  associated  with  gout,  and 
he  urged  that  the  profession  should  finally  abandon  the  uric- 
acid  fetish,  uric  acid  being  a  harmless  by-product.  In 
other  words,  while  giving  us  a  new  name  to  conjure  with— 
fibrositis — Dr.  Luff  deprives  the  guasi-professional  practi- 
tioner and  the  speciality-manufacturer  of  a  fruitful  means 
of  existence — uric  acid — simultaneously  robbing  the  public 
of  a  complaint  they  are  proud  to  say  they  have — uric-acid 
diathesis.  But  there  is  decided  satisfaction  in  his  commen- 
dation of  iodide  of  potassium,  an  old-fashioned,  popular 
remedy  for  rheumatism — we  beg  pardon,  fibrositis — which 
has  been  rather  shunned  since  the  salicylates  have  been  re- 
garded as  a  specific. 

British  Pharmacopoeia  Revision. 
The  Therapeutic  Committee  of  the  British  Medical  Asso- 
ciation states  that  much  of  its  time  has  been  spent  in  dis- 
cussing the  alterations  it  is  desirable  to  make  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  The  deliberations  of  the  Com- 
mittee have  been  confined  mainly  to  the  substances  and 
preparations  which  it  is  desirable  to  omit  from,  and  those 
which  it  is  desirable  to  add  to,  the  Pharmacopoeia.  Improve- 
ments in  existing  formulas,  methods  of  identification,  tests 
for  the  determination  of  purity,  and  kindred  subjects  have 
been  regarded  as  beyond  the  scope  of  the  General  Medical 
Council's  requirements.  The  principles  which  have  guided 
the  Committee  in  its  selection  of  additions  to,  or  omissions 
from,  the  Pharmacopoeia  are  : 

Crude  drugs  which  contain  an  active  ingredient  possess- 
ing all  the  desirable  action  of  the  crude  drug  might  be 
replaced  by  this  active  ingredient,  if  it  can  be  obtained  com- 
mercially and  its  identification  and  purity  ensured.  If  such 
an  active  principle  is  official,  the  crude  drug  might  be 
deleted;  thus,  jaborandi-leaves,  coca-leaves,  elaterium, 
and  many  crude  drugs  yielding  only  volatile  oils  might  be 
omitted. 

Drugs  such  as  arnica  rhizome,  cusparia-bark,  hemidesmus- 
root,  lupulin,  mezereon-bark,  and  serpentary  rhizome, 
possessing  no  obvious  or  serviceable  action,  should  be  de- 
leted. 

Duplications  of  the  preparations  of  a  drug  should  be 
avoided.  Thus,  one  1-per-cent.  solution  of  a  morphine  salt, 
or  one  solid  extract  of  belladonna,  is  sufficient. 

Purely  diluent  preparations  of  a  drug,  such  as  solution 
of  potassium  permanganate  and  almond-mixture,  should  as 
far  as  possible  be  avoided. 

Substances  which  do  not  require  to  be  defined  officially 
for  the  protection  of  the  practitioner,  or  the  vendor,  or  pur- 
chaser— for  example,  prunes,  figs,  brandy,  sherry — ought  to 
be  omitted. 

Substances  of  no  therapeutic  importance  which  are  us=>d 
only  in  the  making  of  preparations  and  are  not  contained  in 
the  final  products  should  be  deleted  or  transferred  to  an 
appendix — for  example,  benzol  and  solution  of  iron  persul- 
phate. 

A  list  containing  the  drugs  and  preparations  which  the 
Committee  thinks  might  with  advantage  be  omitted  from 
or  added  to  the  Pharmacopoeia  has  been  transmitted  to  the 
General  Medical  Council.

Californian  Honey. — The  honey  yield  of  California  in  1907 
turned  out  somewhat  of  a  surprise,  says  the  British  Consul 
at  San  Francisco.  It  was  predicted  during  the  summer  that  the 
output  would  be  very  small,  but  the  best  estimates  at  the 
end  of  the  season  placed  it  at  8,700,000  lb.,  almost  double  that 
of  the  preceding  year.  [It  may  be  pointed  out,  however,  that 
last  year  practically  the  whole  of  the  Honolulu  crop  was  pur- 
chased by  Californian  buyers,  who  subsequently  sold  it  as 
Californian  honey,  and  this  would  apparently  account  for  the 
suggested  increase  in  the  crop  at  the  end  of  the  season. — 
Ed.]

The  programme  was  discussed,  and  Mr.  Hay  explained 
several  details.  The  President,  pointing  out  the  excellence 
uf  the  arrangements  made,  moved  its  acceptance,  accom- 
panied by  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Messrs.  Hay,  Lunan, 
and  Tocher  for  their  attendance.    This  was  agreed  to. 

A  Preliminary  List  of  Officers  for  1908-9  was  sub- 
mitted by  the  President  for  recommendation  to  the  annual 
meeting.

Mr.  Naylor  reminded  the  committee  of  previous  decisions 
to  accept  only  such  papers  as  they  were  competent  as 
pharmacists  to  discuss,  those  involving  questions  of 
physiology  or  pharmacology  not  being  within  their 
province.  He  considered  that  interesting  communications 
of  this  kind  should  come  before  them  in  the  form  of 
lectures. — Mr.  Martin  confirmed  Mr.  Naylor's  remarks. — 
The  President,  while  generally  approving  the  restriction, 
said,  in  reference  to  an  expected  paper  from  Dr.  Dixon  on 
the  physiological  action  of  strychnine  and  brucine,  that  it 
would  deal  largely  with  the  standardisation  of  those  drugs, 
a  matter  which  intimately  concerned  them  as  pharmacists, 
and  such  papers  should  'be  accepted.  No  resolution  was 
moved  on  this  subject.

Chemical  Society. 

A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  W.,  on 
Thursday,  May  21,  Sir  William  Ramsay  (President) 
in  the  chair.  The  first  paper  read  was  a  further  contribu- 
tion to  the  chemistry  of  the  hydro-aromatic  ketones  by 
Professor  A.  W.  Crossley  and  Mr.  Gilling.  This  was  fol- 
lowed by  a  paper  on 

Diamond-making, 
by  Professor  R.  Threlfall,  though  the  author  at  first  care- 
fully avoided  the  use  of  the  term  "  diamond,"  and  stated 
that  he  set  out  to  see  whether  if  amorphous  carbon  were 
simultaneously  squeezed  and  heated  sufficiently  it  would 
not  pass  into  hard  transparent  carbon.  The  apparatus 
used  consisted  essentially  of  two  very  thick-walled  steel 
tubes,  having  each  one  perfectly  flat  end,  which  were 
placed  one  above  the  other,  with  the  flat  ends  separated 
only  by  a  thin  mica  film.  The  two  were  then  clamped 
together  in  the  middle  and  at  the  ends.  The  long  tube  so 
formed  was  closed  at  the  base  by  a  steel  screw  and  tilled 
with  a  lining  of  magnesia,  obtained  by  packing  in  the  oxide 
with  a  ram  giving  a  pressure  of  70  tons  to  the  square  inch, 
then  drilling  a  fine  hole  through  the  "magnesia  rock"  so 
formed.  This  fine  hole  was  packed  with  graphite  and 
amorphous  carbon,  and  the  tube  closed  by  a  second  steel 
screw.  Finally  a  current  strong  enough  to  give  a  tempera- 
ture of  about  10,000"  C.  was  passed  in,  and  after  a  few 
minutes  the  apparatus  was  allowed  to  cool,  taken  to  pieces, 
and  the  contents  examined.  The  results  were  disappoint- 
ing, since  the  greater  the  pressure  applied  and  the  higher 
the  temperature  used,  the  softer  was  the  graphite  obtained. 
As  the  result  of  his  experiments  the  author  concludes  that 
what  he  called  the  "diamond  disease"  could  not  be  com- 
municated to  carbon  by  heat  and  pressure  alone,  and  he 
suggests  that  for  the  formation  of  diamonds  the  presence 
of  an  impurity  in  the  carbon  is  essential,  and  the  nature 
of  this  will  probably  be  arrived  at  as  the  result  of  the  study 
of  diamond-ash.  The  paper  was  full  of  interesting  prac- 
tical points,  such  as  the  observation  that  magnesia,  even 
when  ground  to  an  apparently  impalpable  powder,  is  so 
gritty  that  it  cannot  be  compressed  into  a  hard  lining  in  a 
thickness  of  more  than  a  few  millimetres  at  a  time.  The 
author  had  his  apparatus  on  view  during  the  evening. 

Silicon  Sulphides 
was  the  subject  of  the  next  paper,  by  Messrs.  Rankin  and 
Revington,  who  have  proved  the  existence  of  at  least  three 
substances  having  the  formulas  SiS,  SiOS,  and  SiS,.  None 
of  these  substances  has  been  obtained  pure,  but  the  ana- 
lytical figures  obtained  clearly  indicate  their  existence. 

Radium  Emanation 
was  the  subject  of  the  last  two  papers,  communicated  by 
Sir  William  Ramsay  and  Mr.  Cameron.  The  former  first 
gave  a  description  of  an  ingenious  apparatus  by  which  the 
effect  of  radium  emanation  on  water,  solutions  of  .  salts, 
etc.,  can  be  studied  when  the  amount  of  emanation  does 
not  exceed  a  pinhead  or  two  in  volume.     The  most  in- 
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teresting  point  mentioned  was  the  confirmation  of  the 
previous  observation  that  neon,  in  addition  to  helium,  is  a 
gaseous  product  of  the  action  of  the  emanation  on  solutions 
of  copper  sulphate.  The  second  of  the  two  papers  was  read 
by  Mr.  Cameron,  and  was  devoted  to  accounting  for  the 
fact  established  previously. that  the  period  of  decay  of  the 
emanation  is  2.5  and  not  3.86  days  as  previously  supposed. 

Among  the  papers  taken  as  read  was  one  by  Professor 
Dunstan  on  mercury  zinc  cyanide. 


(Benccal  flDetfcal  Council. 


THE  eighty-seventh  session  of  the  Council  was  opened 
at  the  offices,  299  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  on 
Tuesday  afternoon,  May  26,  Dr.  Donald  MacAlister  (Pre- 
sident) in  the  chair.  The  Executive  Committee  met  on 
the  previous  day  to  consider  the  business  to  come  before 
the  Council,  and  the  programme  was  arranged.  Since  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Council  the  arrangements  for  reporters 
have  been  improved,  the  Press  box  having  been  thrown 
out  in  front  of  the  Strangers'  Gallery,  thus  bringing  them 
more  into  the  body  of  the  hall.  The  members'  seats  have 
been  taken  further  up  towards  the  chair  so  as  not  to 
come  underneath  the  gallery,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
now  the  debates  will  be  better  heard  than  they  were  under 
the  old  arrangement. 

The  President's  Address. 
Dr.  MacAlister,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  paid  tributes 
to  the  memories  of  -  the  late  Sir  Thomas  McCall  Anderson, 
Sir  Patrick  Heron  Watson,  and  Dr.  James  Bell  Pettigrew, 
formerly  members  of  the  Council.  Dr.  MacAlister  has 
succeeded  the  first  named  as  representative  of  Glasgow 
University,  and  accordingly  resigns  his  appointment  for 
Cambridge,  which  he  has  held  some  nineteen  years. 
Curiously  his  resignation  ipso  facto  vacates  the  presidential 
chair.  Dr.  MacAlister  next  referred  to  the  finances  of  the 
Council.  For  the  year  1903  the  excess  of  expenditure 
over  its  income  was  2,165/.  For  the  seven  years'  period 
then  completed  the  average  annual  deficit  was  1,645/.  In 
1904  the  deficit  fell  to  218/. ,  though  the  income  also 
declined.  In  1905,  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years, 
there  was  a  surplus,  amounting  to  907/.  In  1906  there 
was  again  a  surplus,  which,  but  for  the  extraordinary 
expenditure  due  to  the  general  election  of  direct  repre- 
sentatives, would  have  amounted  to  910/.  In  1907  the 
surplus  was  1,095/.,  after  paying  415/.  towards  the  expense 
of  enlarging  the  Council-chamber.  As  the  income  is  prac- 
tically stationary,  the  improvement  is  due  to  economy  or 
parsimony  on  the  side  of  expenditure.  There  is  still  some 
800/.  or  900/.  of  debt  to  pay  for  structural  additions. 
The  President  said  that  the  recent  Act  obtained  by  the 
Society  of  Apothecaries  of  London  has  led  to  some 
advance  in  receipts,  as  the  new  diploma  in  medicine  and 
surgery  conferred  by  the  Society  has  been  admitted  to 
registration  as  a  qualification,  in  addition  to  or  in  place 
of  the  title  L.S.A.,  and  about  a  hundred  licentiates  have 
paid  the  fee  for  this  entry.  The  President  next  referred 
to  several  of  the  items  of  business  which  are  to  come 
before  the  Council  during  the  session,  stating  with  refer- 
ence to  Sir  John  Batty  Tuke's  Medical  Companies  Bill 
that  unless  special  facilities  are  given  for  it  by  the 
Government  little  progress  can  be  expected  this  Session. 
With  reference  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  he  said  : 

The  Pharmacopoeia  Committee  will  also  be  occupied  for 
some  time  to  come  with  the  analysis  of  a  large  body  of 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
which  on  my  invitation  have  been  made  by  committees  ap- 
pointed by  the  various  medical  authorities  of  the  Kingdom. 
Here,  again,  an  interesting  and  instructive  diversity  charac- 
terises the  proposals  offered  for  the  Committee's  considera- 
tion ;  but  there  is  a  body  of  concordant  opinion  in  favour 
of  certain  changes,  sufficient  to  guide  us  in  the  task  of 
revision,  to  which  we  are  now  addressing  ourselves.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Societies  of  Great  Britain  and  of  Ireland, 
through  the  Committee  of  Reference  in  Pharmacy  nomi- 
nated by  them,  continue  to  assist  us  materially,  in  regard  to 
the  aspects  of  the  subject  with  which  they  are  specially  con- 
versant by  the  preparation  of  valuable  reports,  which  will 
be  published  in  due  course. 


It  has  been  found  necessary,  with  the  advice  and  help  of 
our  legal  advisers,  to  take  steps  to  safeguard  the  Council's 
property  in  the  "  copyright  "  of  the  present  and  of  future 
iJharmacopceias.    The  revenue  derived  from  the  sale  of 
the  official  volume  is  not  large,  "in  view  of  the  heavy  cost 
of  preparing  and  publishing  the  successive  issues.  This 
revenue  contributes  nothing  to  the  general  income  of  the 
Council,  but  is  applied  solely  to  the  special  work,  in  the 
public  interest,  with  which  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee 
are  charged.    It  cannot  be  diminished  without  risk  of  im- 
pairing their  work.    There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
steps  taken  to  defend  the  Council's  statutory  rights  in  the 
Pharmacopoeia  have  proved  eff ective ;  and  that  the  nature, 
extent,  and  object  of  these  rights  have  become  better  under- 
stood and  respocted  by  authors  and  publishers. 
In  concluding,  Dr.  MacAlister  reminded  his  fellow-mem- 
bers that  the  Council  held  its  first  meeting  on  November  23, 
1858,  under  the  presidency  of  Sir  Benjamin  Brodie.  The 
next   session,   in   the   ordinary   course,    will   be<nn  on 
November  24,  1908,  when  the  Council  will  just  have  com- 
pleted the  first  fifty  years  of  its  existence,  and  he  suggested 
that  they  should  celebrate  the  jubilee  by  a  friendly  reunion, 
to  which  all  who  survive  of  the  past  members  of  the- 
Council  should  be  invited. 

In  proposing  the  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President  for 
his  address,  Dr.-  Little  expressed  the  feeling  of  the 
members  in  deprecating  the  retirement  of  the  President 
even  for  a  moment  from  his  office,  and  in  emphasising 
their  indebtedness  to  the  justice,  vigour,  and  courtesy 
which  characterise  his  reign,  and  the  way  in  which  he 
has  placed  his  varied  attainments  at  the  service  of  the 
State.  They  have  never,  he  added,  had  a  better  or  more 
brilliant  president.  Dr.  MacAlister,  in  acknowledging  the 
vote,  said  he  must  get  an  opinion  from  their  legal  adviser 
as  to  his  tenure  of  office. 

Examination  and  Registration. 
On  the  motion  of  Dr.  Saundby,  it  was  agreed  to  publish 
in  the  registers  the  regulations  relating  to  the  conduct  of 
members  of  the  medical  and  dental  professions. 

It  was  agreed  that  anyone  holding  the  medical  degrees 
of  the  McGill  University,  Montreal,  and  the  Laval  Uni- 
versity, Quebec,  should  be  entitled  to  be  registered  in  the 
Colonial  List  of  the  Medical  Register. 

The  Executive  Committee  having  considered  the  duties  of 
the  assistant  examiners  of  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Dublin, 
advised  that  they  should  conduct  the  surgical  portion  of 
these  examinations,  supervise  the  medical  and  obstetrical 
portions,  and  report  fully  to  the  Council  as  to  the  methods 
and  standards  actually  adopted  at  each  qualifying  ex- 
amination. This  proposition  occupied  the  rest  of  the  after- 
noon. Dr.  Saundby  hoped  that  it  would  apply  to  all 
examinations  so  as  not  to  make  any  invidious  distinctions  ; 
and  Dr.  Adye-Curran,  the  representative  of  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall,  warmly  challenged  the  right  of  the  Council 
thus  to  extend  the  duties  of  the  examiner,  asserting  that 
this  action  was  absolutely  illegal,  and  the  report  was  an 
illegal  document.    He  moved  : 

That  the  reports  of  the  assistant  examiners  be  discon- 
tinued for  the  present ;  that  those  already  made  be  rescii  led 
and  notice  of  it  be  made  to  the  Privy  Council. 
The  President  denied  the  asserted  illegality.  The  Act 
laid  down,  he  said,  that  "  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
the  standard  the  examiners  shall  have  such  powers  as  the 
Council  may  prescribe."  Dr.  Adye-Curran  said  that  the 
words  which  followed — "  in  the  conduct  of  those  examina- 
tions " — are  a  qualification.  The  examiner  has  no  power 
to  report  outside  the  examinations.  At  this  stage,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Morris,  the  debate  was  adjourned  till  the 
Council's  legal  adviser  could  be  present.  The  Council 
then  sat  in  camera. 

On  resuming,  the  President  announced  that  the  name  of 
Dr.  John  Shaw  had,  at  his  own  request,  been  removed  from, 
the  Medical  Register. 
The  Council  then  adjourned. 

The  President  Re-elected. 

The  first  matter  to  come  before  the  Council  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon  was  the  official  notification  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  Dr.  MacAlister  as  representative  of  the  University 
of  Glasgow,  and  his  consequent  resignation  as  representa- 
tive of  Cambridge.    Dr.  MacAlister  formally  handed  the. 
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letter  to  the  President  (himself,  of  course)  and  immediately 
vacated  the  chair,  which  was  taken  by  the  senior  Treasurer 
(Mr.  Tome).  There  being  no  regulations  in  the  Standing 
Orders  as  to  the  re-election  of  Presidents,  the  Council 
did  not  quite  know  how  to  set  about  it.  It  was  recalled 
that  in  a  similar  case,  when  Sir  R.  Quain  was  re-elected, 
he  was  introduced  to  the  Council.  Asked  if  an  interval 
had  not  elapsed  to  make  that  step  necessary,  Dr.  Ball  said  : 
"An  interval  is  going  on  now."  Finally  it  was  moved, 
seconded,  and  carried,  that  Dr.  MacAlister  must  be  intro- 
duced, because,  as  Dr.  Little  observed,  the  Council  did  not 
know  him  as  the  representative  of  Glasgow  University. 
Sir  John  Tuke  was  despatched  to  fetch  the  ex-President 
back,  and  he  was  escorted  to  the  chair  and  introduced  as 
representative  of  the  Glasgow  University,  amid  laughter 
and  applause.  Dr.  Little  then  proposed  the  re-election  of 
Dr.  MacAlister  as  President  in  eloquent  terms.  The 
Council  has  not  often,  he  said,  the  opportunity  of  electing 
a  President  whose  powers  have  already  been  proved.  They 
had  all  admired  the  way  in  which  Dr.  MacAlister  has  placed 
his  varied  attainments  at  the  service  of  the  Council,  his 
uniform  courtesy  has  pleased  everyone,  his  powers  of  nego- 
tiation are  well  known  and  have  been  most  valuable,  and 
his  financial  abilities  have  retrieved  its  shattered  income. 
Dr.  McVail  warmly  seconded,  and  the  motion  was  carried 
unanimously.  Dr.  MacAlister  resumed  his  place  in  the 
chair  and  thanked  the  members  most  heartily  for  the 
friendly  and  brotherly  spirit  which  prevailed. 

The  Jubilee. 

The  President,  Treasurers,  and  Chairman  of  the  Busi- 
ness Committee  were  appointed  a  committee  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  celebration  of  the  Council's  jubilee  in 
November  1908. 

Penal  Cases. 

Several  adjourned  penal  cases  were  then  considered  and 
quickly  disposed  of.  The  name  of  Duncan  Shaw  Mor- 
rison, M.B.,  Invergowrie,  Perthshire,  convicted  of  breaches 
of  the  peace,  whose  case  was  adjourned  last  session,  was 
ordered  to  be  erased  from  the  Register. 

Mr.  W.  H.  Roberts,  L.R.C.P.  and  L.R.C.S.E.,  Lower 
Mount  Street,  Dublin,  charged  last  November  with  know- 
ingly assisting  four  unregistered  dentists  by  administering 
anaesthetics,  appeared  and  stated  that  he  had  strictly 
adhered  to  the  undertaking  he  had  made  not  to  offend 
again.  There  was  no  further  complaint  made  against  him, 
and  Mr.  Roberts  was  accordingly  adjudged  not  guilty  of 
infamous  conduct. 

Mr.  M.  W.  Williams,  M.B.,  Pontypridd,  was  last  session 
charged  with  covering  an  unqualified  assistant,  and  the 
Council  found  the  charge  proved.  Mr.  Williams  now  ex- 
pressed his  contrition  and  assurance  that  the  offence  had  not 
and  would  not  recur.  After  a  short  deliberation  in  camera, 
the  Council  did  not  adjudge  Dr.  Williams  guilty  of  in- 
famous conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

James  Brookes,  L.R.C.P.E.  and  L.F.P.S.G.,  88  St.  Paul's 
Road.  Sparkbrook,  Birmingham,  was  charged  with  having 
knowingly  authorised  or  allowed  an  unqualified  and  un- 
registered person,  J.  W.  Austin  Brookes,  to  attend  and 
prescribe  for  patients  in  his  name  and  on  his  behalf,  and 
to  sign  in  his  name  documents  purporting  to  be  medical 
certificates  of  the  unfitness  of  children  to  attend  school, 
without  having  himself  attended  the  children.  The  matter 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Council  by  the  Education 
Committee  of  Birmingham,  at  the  request  of  the  Magis- 
trates, and  the  complaint  was  conducted  by  the  Council's 
solicitor.  Mr.  Brookes  was  represented  by  his  solicitor, 
Mr.  John  Pritchard.  The  education  authorities  of  Bir- 
mingham having  complained  of  the  number  of  children  who 
absented  themselves  from  school  on  the  strength  of  a 
doctor's  certificate,  investigations  in  different  parts  of  the 
city  brought  to  light  a  bundle  of  some  sixty  certificates 
signed  "James  Brookes,  surgeon,"  but  in  the  handwriting 
of  his  son,  sometimes  with  "per  pro."  and  sometimes 
without.  The  certificates  were  obtained  at  a  cost  of  6c?. , 
with  occasionally  a  bottle  of  medicine.  Mr.  A.  Brookes 
was  an  insurance  agent,  but  acted  as  dispenser  and  copied 
prescriptions  into  his  father's  books.  He  was  called 
"young  Dr.  Brookes."  In  defence  it  was  stated  that  Mr. 
Brookes,  who  is  seventy  years  of  age  and  has  been  in  prac- 
tice thirty-seven  years,  employed  his  son  solely  as  dis- 
penser and  in  clerical  work ;  the  certificates,  except  in  one 


instance,  were  filled  in  by  his  authority  and  in  his  presence ; 
the  son  never  filled  in  death  certificates  nor  did  ho  pre- 
scribe. The  charge  had  been  instigated  in  a  spirit  of 
revenge,  as  Mr.  Brookes  had  some  time  ago  reported  one  of 
the  school-attendance  officials  for  insolence.  The  hearing 
of  the  case  occupied  the  Council  more  than  three  hours. 
Several  witnesses  were  called,  including  school-attendance 
officers,  and  school  children  of  ten  and  fourteen,  and  they 
were  examined,  re-examined,  cross-examined,  and  also 
questioned  by  members  of  the  Council  and  by  the  chair. 
Mr.  Brookes,  a  venerable-looking  old  gentleman  with  a 
long  white  beard,  and  Mr.  A.  Brookes  appeared  and  were 
tendered  as  witnesses.  It  was  elicited  that  some  1,000 
blank  certificates  had  been  ordered  by  Mr.  Brookes  in  the  last 
eighteen  months,  and  all  those  which  have  come  into  the 
hands  of  the  Council  were  signed  by  the  son.  Some  of  the 
members  got  restless  under  the  prolonged  inquiry,  the 
evidence  being  conflicting,  and  would  have  adjourned  the 
hearing.  The  President,  however,  objected  to  that,  i,nd 
the  standing  order  was  suspended  till  6.30  so  as  to  finish 
the  evidence.  The  matter  was  not,  however,  finished  until 
Thursday,  when  the  President  intimated  that  the  facts  had 
been  proved  against  Mr.  Brookes,  and  the  Council  decided 
to  have  his  name  removed  from  the  Register. 

In  the  course  of  the  meeting  (which  is  expected  to  con- 
clude this  week)  a  report  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  Com- 
mittee will  be  received,  and  the  committee  will  be  re- 
appointed. 


£be  Meefc's  poisoning 

SEVEN  suicides,  three  misadventures,  and  two  other  fata-, 
lities  with  poisons  have  occurred  during  the  week.  At 
Norwich,  Walter  Nobbs  (14),  a  chemist's  errand-boy,  ob- 
tained strychnine  from  a  cupboard,  and,  under  the  influence 
of  thirst,  placed  some  in  water  and  drank  it.  No  blame  is 
attached  to  anyone. — A  Miss  Mathieson,  of  Aberdeen,  died 
as  the  result  of  an  overdose  of  laudanum. — John  James 
Stowe  (6)  obtained  a  bottle  containing  carbolic  acid  from 
an  ashpit,  and  died  after  drinking  from  it.  The  bottle  had 
been  thrown  away  as  empty. — A  young  man  in  Ji,uniburgh, 
believed  to  be  Mr.  George  Rae  Cowie,  was  found  lying  in 
bed  at  an  hotel,  with  a  bottle  containing  laudanum  near  at 
hand. — William  Patterson  (35),  a  Grimsby  fish  dealer,  was 
found  dead  in  bed,  with  a  bottle  containing  laudanum  under 
the  pillow. — Margaret  Foster  (29).  lately  in  service  at 
Chesham,  committed  suicide  by  taking  bichromate  of  potas- 
sium.— Sarah  Ann  Churchill  (39),  Leamside,  committed 
suicide  by  drinking  ammonia. — Battle's  Vermin-killer  was 
the  cause  of  death,  at  Holland  Park,  of  George  Turner  (50), 
a  club  manager.  Deceased  obtained  two  sixpenny  packets 
at  Parke's  Drug-stores;  the  salesman,  Mr.  Edward  S. 
Horsley,  chemist  and  druggist,  complied  with  the  poisons 
regulations. — J.  Austin  White  (41),  Cheetham  Hill,  a  manu- 
facturer's agent,  was  discovered  lying  dead  in  bed,  with  a 
bottle  containing  cyanide  of  potassium  near  at  hand.  He 
had  been  in  the^habit  of  keeping  a  supply  for  the  purpose 
of  testing  cloth.  A  verdict  of  suicide  was  returned.— 
Ellen  Butterworth  (40).  the  wife  of  a  Liverpool  dock 
labourer,  committed  suicide  by  means  of  laudanum. — Eliza- 
beth Ann  Paull,  the  wife  of  a  hackney  carriage  driver  at 
Cheltenham,  was  found  dead  in  a  chair  after  taking  a  dose 
of  prussic  acid.  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Hawley,  chemist  and 
druggist,  Cheltenham,  said  he  had  known  deceased  for  some 
years  as  a  regular  customer.  She  asked  witness  to  let  her 
have  some  poison  for  an  injured  dog.  After  warning  her, 
he  supplied  3  dr.  of  prussic  acid  in  a  poison-bottle.  Her 
son  had  worked  for  him  previously.  A  verdict  of  suicide 
during  temporary  insanity  was  returned.— Mary  Ann  Clark 
(47),  Erith,  committed  suicide  by  taking  some  tablets  tor 
antiseptic  purposes."   


The  Buddhist  Monk.— Last  Sunday  afternoon  at  Grafton 
Square  Congregational  Church,  Clapham  S  W  the  Kev. 
E  W.  Lewis,  B.D.,  announced  at  the  Men  s  Meeting  that  a 
few  Sundays  hence  the  Buddhist  monk  Bhilkkhtl  Ananda 
Mettiyya,  now  on  a  missionary  visit  to  this  country  from  India, 
will  be  the  speaker  at  the  Men's  Meeting  at  that  church.  We 
have  already  mentioned  that  the  monk  is  a  chemist,  rie  is 
Mr.  John  Macgregor,  and  was  formerly  with  a  well-known 
public  analyst  in  London. 
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association  affairs. 


Forfarshire  Chemists'  Association.

North  Kent  and  District  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Special  Meeting  was  held  at  Mr.  Gillett's  Medical  Hall 
Rooms,  Gravesend,  on  Wednesday,  May  27,  Mr.  A.  Gold- 
thorpe  (Plumstead),  President,  in  the  chair.  Messrs.  A.  J.

Hospital  Pharmacopoeias  and  the  B.P.  Codex  was 
the  subject  of  a  paper  by  Mr.  H.  Forster,  senior  dispenser 
to  the  Wolverhampton  General  Hospital,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  commented  upon  the  seventy-two  mixtures  of  the 
B.P.  Codex,  nine  of  which  are  from  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia and  the  rest  are  in  great  part  hospital  formulas. 
Mr.  Forster  considered  that  the  formulas  had  been  chosen 
with  care  and  discrimination.  He  also  referred  to  the 
metric  system,  and  the  changes  which  would  result  if  it 
were  made  compulsory  in  this  country. 


Keighley  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Devonshire  Hotel  on  May  21. 
The  President  (Mr.  A.  S.  Dean)  was  in  the  chair,  and  among 
those  present  were  Messrs.  Butterneld,  Harrison,  Gill,  and 
Kershaw. 

Pharmacy  Legislation  was  the  chief  subject  of  the 
evening,  and  the  President  led  off  a  discussion  supporting 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  its  efforts  to  secure  the  title 
to  individuals  and  to  defeat  the  objects  of  the  Government 
Bill  as  far  as  they  go  to  annul  the  principles  of  the  1868  Act. 
Mr.  Kershaw  also  spoke,  and  on  his  motion,  seconded  by 
Mr.  Harrison,  it  was  resolved  to  support  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  its  endeavours  to  strenuously  fight  the  Govern- 
ment Bill.  A  sub-committee,  consisting  of  the  President 
and  Mr.  Butterfield,  was  appointed  to  draft  a  petition,  to 
be  signed  by  all  the  chemists  in  Keighley,  and  also  to  be 
sent  to  all  the  doctors,  solicitors,  and  professional  men, 
asking  for  their  signatures  in  support  of  the  Association's 
views. 


Bradford  Chemists'  Association. 

The  thirteenth  annual  meeting  was  held  at  the  Royal  Hotel, 
Bradford,  on  Tuesday,  May  19,  Mr.  H.  R.  Jackson  (Presi- 
dent) in  the  chair. 

Annual  Reports. — Mr.  Marmaduke  Firth  (Hon.  Secre- 
tary) read  his  report,  which  described  in  detail  the  events 
of  a  successful  year.

Next  Session.— It  was  resolved  to  hold  the  meetings  in 
future  on  Thursdays  instead  of  Tuesdays. 

Parliamentary. — A  resolution  complimenting  and  thank- 
ing Mr.  Rymer  Young  for  his  evidence  before  the  Joint 
Committee  was  carried  unanimously. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
retiring  President  and  Secretary. 


Public  Dispensers'  Association. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  St.  Bride  Insti- 
tute, Ludgate  Circus,  E.C.A  on  Wednesday  evening,  May  27, 
Mr.  H.  C.  T.  Gardner  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  good 
attendance  to  hear  Mr.  C.  T.  Rutter's  paper,  entitled  "A 
Sketch  of  the  History  of  Chemistry."  The  author  com- 
menced with  the  discovery  of  oxygen  by  Priestley  and  the 
resulting  overthrow  of  the  Phlogiston  theory.  The  work 
of  Lavoisier  on  the  composition  of  water  was  next  touched 
upon,  and  the  theories  of  Proust  and  Bertholet,  culminating 
in  the  atomic  theory  of  Dalton.  The  combining  weights 
deducted  by  Berzelius,  Gay  Lussac's  law,  Avogadro's  hypo- 
thesis, and  Dulong  and  Petit's  law  of  atomic  heat  were 
carefully  explained  and  commented  upon.  From  the  type 
theories  of  Gerhardt,  Dumas,  and  Laurent  the  author  led 
up  to  the  consideration  of  the  substitution  of  atoms  and 
radicles  in  the  various  types— e.g.,  water  (HOH).  The 
advances  made  by  the  saturation  valencies  of  Frankland 
and  the  periodic  systems  of  Newlands  and  Mendeleeff  were 
described.  A  consideration  of  the  phenomena  of  solution, 
dissociation,  ionisation,  and  osmosis  closed  the  paper. — The 
Chairman,  in  starting  the  discussion,  called  attention  to  the 
speculative,  yet  practical,  nature  of  theories,  and  mentioned 
that  Ramsay  had  revived  the  ancient  theory  of  the  "trans- 
mutation of  the  elements." — Mr.  Lindsey'  remarked  upon 
the  close  agreement  between  the  Phlogiston  of  old  and 
the  Energy  of  modern  physicists. — Mr.  Miller  called  atten- 
tion to  the  indebtedness  of  dispensers  to  the  work  of  Dr. 
John  Attfield  in  the  exposition  of  chemical  theory  and 
practice  given  in  his  "Chemistry." — The  discussion  was 
general,  and  all  joined  in  thanking  Mr.  Rutter  for  his  com- 
munication.— Mr.  Rutter  replied  to  numerous  questions  put 
to  him  and  acknowledged  the  appreciation  voiced  by 
speakers. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

The  closing  meeting  of  the  session,  held  at  the  Tudor 
Hotel,  Oxford  Street,  London,  W.,  on  May  27,  was  very 
well  attended.  The  President,  Dr.  W.  Harrison  Martin- 
dale,  was  in  the  chair,  and  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen  read  a  paper 
on  ways  and  means  of 

CO-OPERATION  BETWEEN   PHYSICIAN  AND  PHARMACIST. 

Mr.  Allen  first  traversed  the  well-worn  lines  of  the  ignor- 
ance of  medical  men  of  the  meaning  of  true  pharmacy, 
and  their  fondness  for  "ready-made  physic."  To  counter- 
act these  defects  Mr.  Allen  urged  the  better  training  of  the 
medical  student  in  prescribing.  There  were  some  of  the1 
chief  pharmacists  in  the  largest  London  hospitals  present, 
and  the  reader  of  the  paper  admitted  that  in  the  hospitals 
there  was  far  more  pharmacy  practised  to-day  than  out- 
side. The  pharmacists  responsible  for  the  teaching  of 
medical  students  might  inculcate  more  thoroughly  the 
ethics  of  modern  prescribing.  They  might  be  taught  to> 
use  chemical  names  in  prescriptions.  They  should  write 
the  ingredients  in  such  a  way  that  the  patient  would  not 
know  what  is  meant.  He  gave  examples  of  proprietaries 
commonly  met  with  in  prescriptions,  and  said  that  kind  of 
prescribing  is  on  the  increase.  Mr.  Allen  created  some 
amusement  by  propounding  a  series  of  facetious  questions 
for  examination  papers  to  medical  students.    In  conclusion, 
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as  a  means  of  bringing  about  a  better  understanding  be- 
tween medical  men  and  pharmacists,  he  suggested  the 
further  education  of  medical  students  in  orthodox  pre- 
scribing, the  enlightenment  of  the  prescribe^  by  the  dis- 
penser,0 the  issue  by  chemists  to  local  medical  men  of 
booklets  containing  formulae,  information  regarding  new 
remedies,  sampling  the  doctors  with  B.P.Cod.  prepara- 
tions, discountenancing  the  prescribing  of  proprietaries, 
and  the  extended  training  of  pharmaceutical  students  in 
therapeutics. 

Discussion. 

The  Chairman  said  he  thought  Mr.  Allen  a  little  bit 
of  an  idealist.  He  invited  discussion,  and  Mr.  J.  D. 
Marshall  told  how  he  had  attended  a  meeting  of  medical 
men  at  Chelsea  on  the  previous  evening,  when  a  paper 
was  read  by  Dr.  Eric  Pritchard  on  the  subject  of  publica- 
tion of  formulae  for  preparations  which  medical  men  pre- 
scribe, but  know  nothing  about.  All  were  of  opinion  that 
the  formulas  ought  to  be  published,  and  Mr.  Henry  Sewell 
said  he  had  been  agitating  for  a  Royal  Commission  on 
lhat  subject  for  some  years.  On  being  invited  to  give 
his  views,  Mr.  Marshall  told  the  doctors  that  the  remedy 
was  largely  in  their  own  hands.  If  they  stopped  prescrib- 
ing quack  remedies,  these  would  soon  be  done  away  with. 

The  first  speaker  among  the  hospital  pharmacists  pre- 
sent was  Mr.  R.  R.  Bennett  (London  University),  whose 
experience  is  that  medical  students  are  very  keen  indeed 
to  learn  as  much  as  they  can  of  pharmacy.  Then  Mr. 
Andrews  (of  St.  Mary's)  described  at  considerable  length 
the  courses  in  pharmacy  prescribed  by  the  various 
medical  examining  boards.  A  sympathetic  note  was 
struck  by  Mr.  Langford  Moore  (of  St.  Bart's),  who  fol- 
lowed. The  evil  of  prescribing  proprietaries  is  caused 
in  the  greatest  degree  by  the  medical  publications  which 
doctors  read.  An  analytical  report  from  the  "Lancet" 
laboratory  has  great  weight  with  medical  men  in  practice, 
and  therein  lies  the  heart  of  the  trouble.  Speakers  seemed 
to  forget,  he  said,  that  it  is  not  the  province  of  the  hospital 
pharmacist  to  teach  medical  students  prescribing,  but 
to  train  them  in  the  principles  of  pharmacy  and  dis- 
pensing. And  anyone  who  knew  anything  of  the 
economics  of  hospital  dispensing  was  quite  aware  of  the 
fact  that  it  is  quite  against  the  interests  of  the  hospital 
pharmacist  to  favour  the  prescribing  of  proprietary  pre- 
parations of  any  kind.  The  medical  man  learns  to  pre- 
scribe quack  remedies  after  he  has  gone  into  practice,  and 
not  during  his  hospital  training. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Jennings  (St.  Thomas's)  disagreed  with  Mr. 
Moore.  "  Get  them  while  they're  young,"  he  said,  "and 
instil  into  the  minds  of  medical  students  that  it  is  to  their 
own  advantage  to  prescribe  only  B.P.  preparations."  Mr. 
Edmund  White  agreed  with  Mr.  Allen  that  much  could 
be  done  to  promote  the  entente  between  medical  men  and 
chemists  by  hospital  pharmacists.  Mr.  J.  T.  Barratt 
said  his  experience  as  a  chemist  in  country  and  town 
■was  that  the  most  effective  way  of  impressing  the  evil  of 
nostrum  prescribing  on  medical  men  is  to  point  out  that 
in  so  doing  the  doctor  is  the  greatest  fool  to  himself.  In  his 
experience  in  the  West-end  of  London  more  than  50  per 
cent,  of  the  prescriptions  nowadays  are  not  for  B.P.  pre- 
parations. _  As  for  Codex  preparations,  they  were  almost 
unknown  in  the  West-end ;  he  had  never  yet  been  asked 
for  a  Codex  preparation.  Mr.  C.  B.  Allen  agreed  that 
the  subject  was  a  very  delicate  one,  and  wanted  discreet 
handling  by  every  pharmacist  when  acting  as  a  missionary 
to  medical  men.  Mr.  R.  L.  Whigham  and  the  President 
having  spoken,  Mr.  C.  T.  Allen  replied,  and  was  after- 
wards heartily  thanked  for  his  paper.

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
Sir  Thomas  Esmonde  addressed  the  following  question 
to  .Mr.  Birrell  on  Tuesday,  May  26  : 

To  ask  the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Lord-Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  if  he  is  aware  that  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
does  not  apply  to  Ireland;  if  he  is  aware  that  this  Bill 
gives  power  to  county  councils  in  England  and  Scotland  to 
issue  licences  to  traders  other  than  chemists  to  sell  such 
articles  as  sheep  dips,  weed-killers,  and  other  poisonous 
substances  commonly  used  by  farmers ;  and  if  he  will  see  to 
it  that  the  Bill  is  extended  to  Ireland,  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  the  necessity  for  relaxation  of  the  restrictions  imposed 
by  the  Act  of  1868  is  far  greater  in  Ireland  than  in  Great 
Britain. 

To  this  Mr.  T.  W.  Russell  replied  in  writing  :  "  The  Joint 
Committee  has,  at  my  instance,  inserted  a  clause  for  the 
application  of  this  Bill  to  Ireland." 

The  nervous  breakdown  which  has  overtaken  Lord 
Tweedmouth,  and  which  has  evoked  the  liveliest  expres- 
sions of  sympathy  in  Parliamentary  circles,  has  incident- 
ally had  the  effect  of  causing  a  temporary  suspension  of 
the  important  negotiations  with  the  Privy  Council  which 
have  been  on  foot  concerning  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill.  The  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  it  is  understood, 
had  intimated  his  willingness  to  receive  a  deputation  upon 
the  subject  which,  it  was  hoped,  would  have  the  effect  of 
greatly  facilitating  the  passage  of  the  Bill  in  the  form 
most  desired  through  the  House  of  Lords.  In  the  re- 
sultant uncertain  state  of  affairs  it  is  not  possible  to  state 
what  steps  it  may  now  be  deemed  advisable  to  take,  nor 
whether  attention  may  now  be  directed  towards  securing 
in  the 'House  of  Commons  the  ends  which  have  so  far  been 
more  immediately  sought  in  the  Upper  Chamber.  In  the 
meantime  the  Earl  of  Crewe  has  intimated  that  in  the 
event  of  no  business  being  on  the  papers  for  Tuesday, 
June  2,  the  House  will  adjourn  until  June  16. 

The  Sale  of  Vitrol. 

Consequent  on  a  case  of  vitriol-throwing,  Viscount 
Helmsley  asked  the  Home  Secretary  on  Wednesday  if  he 
"will  take  steps  to  make  the  purchase  of  vitriol  more 
difficult."  In  his  reply,  Mr.  Herbert  Gladstone  said  he  was 
aware  of  the  case  which  gave  rise  to  the  question,  and  it 
will  have  his  most  careful  consideration.  As  to  the  sale  of 
vitriol,  he  said  :  "  Clause  5  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy 
Bill,  which  is  now  under  consideration  in  another  place, 
proposes  to  put  the  sale  of  vitriol  and  similar  substances 
under  adequate  restrictions." 

Port  of  London  Bill. 
The  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament 
which  is  tb  consider  this  Bill  have  appointed  Mr.  Russell 
Rea,  M.P.,  as  Chairman.  The  first  sitting,  a  formal  one, 
will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  June  2,  after  which  the  Committee 
will  adjourn  to  June  16.  The  Committee  will  sit  on 
Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Thursday  each  week. 

Excise  Transfer. 
In  reply  to  Mr.  Snowden,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer stated  on  Wednesday  that  the  proposed  transfer  of 
the  Excise  to  the  Board  of  Customs  cannot  take  effect  until 
the  necessary  administrative  arrangements  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  this  will  take  some  time.  It  is  impossible  at 
present  to  fix  a  date  for  the  transfer,  or  to  say  what  the 
effect  will  be  on  the  respective  staffs  thereafter. 

Bills  Deferred. 
The  second  reading  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill  has  again  been 
deferred,  on  this  occasion  to  Wednesday,  June  3.  Other 
measures  deferred  to  the  same  date  are  the  Nurses  (Regis- 
tration) Bill  and  the  Merchandise-marks  (No.  2)  Bill. 

British  Inventors. 
The  possibility  of  British  inventors  losing  their  patent 
rights  in  this  country  by  not  having  the  articles  made  here 
in  whole  or  in  part,  especially  when  British  manufacturers 
refuse  to  make  them,  exercised  Mr.  Rees,  M.P.,  who  put  a 
question  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  about  it 
last  week ;  and  Mr.  Winston  Churchill's  reply  was  to  the 
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effect  that  the  letters  patent  would  be  revoked  if  the 
articles  are  not  manufactured  or  the  patented  processes  not 
carried  out  to  an  adequate  extent  in  the  United  Kingdom. 
He  added  it  will  be  for  the  Comptroller,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court,  to  determine, 
■after  hearing  the  evidence  on  both  sides  in  each  particular 
case,  whether  the  reasons  given  for  non-working  are  satis- 
factory or  not.

Dragon's 
blood  has  arrived  more  freely.  Buchu  is  steady.  Insect 
flowers  and  powder  are  in  demand.  Menthol  has 
a  firm  undertone.  Opium  has  excited  more  interest  owing 
to  Smyrna  cables  reporting  crop  deficit,  and  an  advance; 
but  such  reports  lack  confirmation.  Alterations  in  fine 
chemicals  include  a  reduction  of  6d.  per  oz.  in  morphine 
salts,  and  one  of  lO.s.  per  lb.  in  saccharin.  Quinine  is 
steady.  Citric  acid  is  quiet,  foreign  being  easier ;  and  a 
reduction  of  3s.  has  taken  place  in  cream  of  tartar.  Heavy 
chemicals  are  all  on  the  quiet  side,  the  chief  alterations 
including  easier  prices  for  ammonia  sulphate,  lead  com- 
pounds, and  copper  sulphate.

Business  continued  dull  throughout  the  week,  and,  except- 
ing a  few  instances,  only  small  parcels  were  involved  in  the 
transactions.  There  now  are,  however,  more  positive  signs  of 
improvement  in  general  commerce,  and  should  such  develop 
in  the  manner  indicated,  the  trade  in  drugs  would  naturally 
follow  a  parallel  course.  Opium  is  lower,  Hydrastis  is  a  little 
shaky,  and  camphor  is  down  4g.  per  lb. 

Aloes. — The  market  has  undergone  no  change  since  the 
recent  reduction  of  Curacao  in  cases  to  65c.  Cape  is  fairly 
steady  at  8c. 

Camphor. — The  principal  dealers  in  American  refined  have 
just  announced  a  reduction  to  55c.  and  56c.  for  bulk  and  cubes 
respectively — a  cut  of  4c.  No  check  to  the  downward  course 
is  expected  until  a  level  is  reached  at  which  the  natural 
product  can  compete  with  the  substitutes  now  so  generally 
used  in  the  manufacture  of  celluloid. 

Cascara  Sagrada  is  slow  of  sale  and  nominal  at  65c,  with  the 
general  position  practically  unaltered  despite  the  improvement 
in  the  London  market.  The  quoted  figure  applies  onlv  to 
quantities  required  for  immediate  consumption,  since  specu- 
lative buying  is  at  a  standstill. 

Canada  Balsam. — No  further  alteration  in  price  has  occurred 
since  the  recent  advance  to  $5  per  gallon,  but  owing  to  the 
marked  scarcity  of  the  product  at  initial  sources  still  higher 
prices  are  very  probable. 

Copaiba  continues  in  fair  demand  and,  notwithstanding 
recent  arrivals  of  C.  &  S.  American,  prices  are  firm  at  50c.  to 
60c.  with  some  upward  tendency.  The  scarcity  of  Para  has 
not  been  sensibly  relieved,  and  90c.  to  $1  is  the  usual  jobbing 
range. 

Grindelia  Rcbusta  is  in  more  plentiful  supply,  and  lower 

at  5ic  to  6c. 

GuARANA. — Receipts  from  primary  sources  have  been  back- 
ward of  late,  and  the  product  available  in  this  market  is  firmly 
held  by  a  few  dealers  at  the  former  price  of  $2.50. 

Hydrastis  is  still  quoted  at  $1.90  to  $2,  but  a  shade  better 
can  be  done  on  spot. 

Ipecac. — The  market  has  developed  a  rather  firm  tone  and 
some  advance  on  the  prevailing  price  of  95c.  for  Cartagena  is 
expected  shortly.    R.,0  is  steady  at  $1.15. 

Jalap  continues  in  a  firm  position,  with  substantial  sales 
renorted  at  18^c.  for  IT.S.P. 

Opium.— Owing  to  the  more  definite  and  less  favourable 
news  regarding  the  primary  situation,  this  market  is  losing 
some  of  its  steadiness  and  a  slightly  lower  range  at  $4.50  to 
$4.55  is  in  force  for  ca::e  lots.    A  factor  which  has  frequently 


been  mentioned  of  late  is  the  probable  reduction  in  the  con- 
sumption of  opium  and  its  alkaloids  m  this  country  arising 
from  the  enactment  of  state  laws  regulating  their  uses.  So  far 
attention  has  been  concentrated  on  the  traffic  in  cocaine,  result- 
in"-  in  a  large  decrease  in  the  use  of  that  substance,  and  it 
seems  only  consistent  that  the  sale  of  other  habit-forming 
drugs  should  be  equally  restricted. 

Peppermint  Oil.— The  market  is  lacking  m  new  features, 
and  little  business  is  being  done  at  the  price  asked— $1.55. 
Bottled  oil  ranges  from  $2.40  to  $2.75,  as  to  brand.  _  The 
weather  continues  favourable  for  a  good  crop  of  oil  this  fall. 

The  Bulgarian  Rose  Crop. 

Kezanlik,  May  23. 
The  harvesting  of  the  Bulgarian  rose-crop  has  just  begun 
throughout  the  entire  rose  district  under  rather  unfavour- 
able conditions,  the  weather  being  too  hot.  Everywhere 
the  rose-bushes  are  heavily  laden  with  rosebuds,  and  had  the 
weather  been  at  present  cool  and  rainy,  the  rose  harvest  would 
have  proved  one  of  the  richest  on  record.  On  the  contrary, 
if  the  present  warm  and  dry  weather  keeps  up  to  the  end  of 
the  harvest  the  total  yield  may  prove  only  half  of  what  was 
expected.  All  will  depend  upon  the  weather  during  the 
coming  and  following  weeks.  A  sudden  change  in  the 
weather  from  warm  to  cool,  from  dry  to  rainy,  may  yet 
transform  the  present  harvest  into  a  rich  crop.

Medium  Tokats  (the  stocks  of  which  are 
extremely  small)  have  also  changed  hands  in  a  small  way 
at  from  15s.  to  16s.  per  lb.  Recently  a  large  business  has 
been  done  in  Persian  opium  at  decidedly  easier  prices  on 
the  spot,  viz.,  from  lis.  to  12s.  6c/.  per  lb.  as  to  test  and 
condition.    A  Smyrna  correspondent  writes  on  May  16 
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that  two  orders  which  came  to  hand  this  week  for  prime 
Karahissar  were  readily  executed,  although  fresh  con- 
cessions were  asked  for.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
the  banks,  in  which  more  than  a  thousand  cases  of  opium 
are  deposited,  insist  on  fresh  margins,  or  call  upon  holders 
to  sell.  The  latter  are,  therefore,  forced  to  realise  part  of 
their  stocks,  for  the  successive  margins  which  they  have 
paid  to  the  bankers  have  practically  cleared  the  weak 
.holders  out  of  cash.  It  may  be  expected,  therefore,  that  any 
important  order  will  be  executed  even  at  lower  prices  than 
those  which  obtain  just  now.  As  for  small  orders  for  one 
or  two  cases  they  will  probably  have  to  follow  the  course 
of  the  market.  The  sales  comprise  twenty  cases  Karahissar, 
t.g.,  at  the  equivalent  of  lis.  8d.,  and  seven  cases  ditto 
at  11.?.  10</.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  European  ports.  The  arrivals 
amount  to  1,387  cases,  against  3,228  cases  last  year  on  same 
date.  Writing  on  May  23  another  Smyrna  correspondent 
states  that  seven  cases  have  been  sold  for  exportation  at 
recent  quotations,  viz.  105  to  110  and  120  pts.  The  rains 
have  ceased  for  the  last  fortnight,  and,  as  they  are  greatly 
needed  on  the  high  plateaux,  the  crop  will  be  affected  unless 
they  set  in  again  within  the  next  ten  or  twelve  days.  Owing 
to  this  circumstance  orders  have  been  received  from  the 
Interior  to  stop  the  sale  of  stock.  The  market  is  therefore 
at  a  standstill,  and  those  interested  do  not  hesitate  to  spread 
alarming  rumours,  which  put  an  end  to  any  business. 
Market  closes  firm. 

Otto  of  Rose. — The  first  reports  to  hand  regarding  the 
Bulgarian  rose  crop  state  that  the  weather  throughout  May 
has  been  very  dry,  and  on  that  account  alone  the  crop  may 
only  be  an  average,  or  even  a  small  one.  Much  will  depend 
upon  the  weather  prevailing  this  week  (May  30),  as  a  sudden 
change  may  yet  transform  the  present  crop  into  a  good  one.

Sarsaparilla.— Grey  Jamaica  remains  exceedingly 
scarce  and  without  arrivals,  but  a  consignment  of  twenty- 
four  bales  of  Lima-Jamaica  which  has  just  come  to  hand 
will  help  to  satisfy  the  demand  next  week. 

Shellac— Last  week  the  market  for  "futures"  closed 
quiet  and  easier,  the  value  of  August  being  il5s.,  October 
117s.,  and  December  119s.,  but  with  a  moderate  demand 
this  week  prices  have  advanced,  August  delivery  having 
sold  up  to  118s.,  October  to  119s.,  and  December  te  120s. 
For  arrival  the  sales  include  TN  for  May-June  shipment 
at  110s.  c.i.f.,  and  A.C.  Garnet  at  98s.  bd.  c.i.f.  for  May- 
June  steamer.  On  the  spot  a  fair  trade  has  been  done  at 
from  112s.  to  114s.  for  fair  to  good  free  T.N.  orange.  Good 
and  fine  orange  marks  are  slow,  holders  asking  higher  rates. 
A.  C.  Garnet  on  the  spot  is  quoted  107s.  bd.,  and  G.  A.  L. 
97s.  6d. 

Sod*  Nitrate.— In  Liverpool  the  quotation  for  ordinary 
has  advanced  to  10s.  7±d.,  and  refined  to  10s.  \%d.  per 
cwt.  ;  the  spot  price  is  10s.  6d.  and  lis.  respectively. 

Soy  sells  steadily  at  from  Is.  4c/.  to  Is.  Qd.  per  gal., 
duty  paid,  the  latter  price  being  for  Wochan.  The  cus- 
toms duty  of  Is.  per  cwt.  will  be  reduced  from  July  1, 
probably  to  bd. 

Styrax.— Liquid  is  offered  at  67s.  bd.  in  cases  and 
62s.  bd.  per  cwt.  in  barrels  c.i.f. 

Sulphur.— The  demand  in  Sicily  is  quiet  and  prices  are 
unchanged,  with  a  firm  feeling  in  ground  and  refined 
sulphur.  During  the  ten  months  (July  to  April)  the  ex- 
ports amounted  to  322,470  tons,  an  increase  of  6£  per  cent, 
or  19,648  tons.  About  half  of  this  increase  was  for  the 
vineyards  in  the  South  of  France,  and  the  other  half  chiefly 
for  Norway  and  Sweden,  for  the  wood-pulp  industry.  The 
stocks  in  Sicily  at  the  end  of  April  amounted  to  545,605 
tons,  against  510,491  tons  in  1907.  The  following  prices 
are  quoted  :— Best  crude  seconds  in  bulk  79s.  3d.,  thirds 
ditto,  76s.  3c/.  per  ton  of  1,030  kilos;  refined  sulphur, 
blocks  in  bulk,  84s.  ditto  ;  in  bags  of  about  55  kilos,  gross, 
88s.  bd.  ;  rolls  in  bags  of  about  1  cwt.,  91s.  bd.  ;  flowers 
in  bags  of  1  cwt.,  105s.  bd.  ;  "  commercial  "  ditto,  91s.  bd.  ; 
ground,  in  1-cwt.  bags,  91s.  bd.  ;  and  best  seconds  ditto, 
87s.  bd.  per  ton  of  1,015  kilos.,  f.o.b.  Sicily. 

Tamarinds.— At  the  spice  auction  forty- four  packages  of 
Barbados  sold  without  reserve  at  from  13s.  to  14s.  per  cwt. 
in  bond. 

Tragacanth. — A  fair  business  has  been  done  at  full  prices 
Bagdad  qualities  are  offered  at  15/.  to  16Z.  10s.  for  firsts, 
13/  to  14/.  for  seconds,  111.  to  12/.  10s.  for  thirds,  and 
9/.  10s.  to  10/.  10s.  for  fourths. 

Wax,  Japan.— Small  sales  of  good  squares  have  been 
made  at  46s.  per  cwt.,  and  to  arrive  40s.  bd.  c.i.f.  is  quoted. 

Wood  Oil— Spot  supplies  continue  small,  34s.  being 
asked  for  Hankow  quality. 


The  above  prices  are  per  lb.,  and  the  terms  net  cash  one 
month. 


Indian  Government  Cinchona. 

The  Bengal  Government  are  to  spend  half  a  lac  of  rupees 
during  the  current  year  in  the  P»fchase  of  cinchona  from  out- 
side  sources  to  supplement  the  bark  obtained  from  the  Govern- 
ment plantations  in  the  Darjeeling  district  In  this  respect 
they  are  following  the  example  of  the  Madras  Government, 
who  are  also  purchasing  in  outside  markets  so  as  to  make  up 
for  the  deficiency  in  the  bark  harvests  from  the  plantations  in 
the  Nilgiris. 

Greek  State  Quinine. 

The  new  Greek  law  (C.  <£■  D.,  February  1,  p.. 203,  March?, 
p.  382)  empowering  the  Government  to  sell  quinine  salts  has 
already  been  enforced,  and  sulphate  and  bisulphate  of  qu mine 
will  now  be  sold  at  Id.  per  gram  by  all  State  treasuries, 
post  and  telegraph  offices,  educational  officials,  and  other 
Government  bodies.  The  supply  is  to  be  purchased  by  tender, 
and  no  contract  is  to  exceed  two  years  The  quimne  thus 
purchased  on  behalf  of  the  Government  will  be  imported 
into  the  country  free  of  duty  and  all  other  charges  this 
measure,  however,  does  not  affect  the  usual  trade  imporU  ion 
of  this  article,  except  that  it  must  first  be  submit  ted .to 
analysis  in  the  chemical  laboratory  of  the  Financial  Ministry 
to  prove  that  it  corresponds  with  the  demands  requ  red. 
Fines  ranging  from  20/.  to  120/.  will  be  imposed  for  smuggling, 
fraud,  or  adulteration.

"Standard  Limits." 

Sir, — I  was  extremely  interested  to  read  in  your  issue 
of  May  23  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill's  very  able  article  on  the  standards 
of  purity  of  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  and  I  would  like  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  again  pressing  forward  the  view 
that  "  standard  limits  "  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
pharmaceutical  authorities.  Modern  scientific  methods 
have  necessitated  the  establishment  of  complete  analytical 
control  departments  in  every  well-equipped  factory,  and 
as  the  years  pass  a  mass  of  statistical  records  accumulate 
which  are  of  inestimable  value  in  demonstrating  what  degree 
of  purity  and  what  limit  of  impurities  one  may  reasonably 
expect  in  a  given  chemical  of  high-class  manufacture.  With 
the  aid  of  such  records  it  should  surely  be  no  difficult  matter 
to  escape  from  the  delightful  irresponsibility  of  such  ex- 
pressions as  "  free  from  more  than  traces  of,"  and  I  feel 
sure  that  the  authorities  could  command  the  active  co- 
operation of  a  majority  of  the  large  manufacturing  houses. 

Mr.  Hill  suggests  that  the  insertion  of  the  word  "ob- 
jectionable "  might  be  an  improvement ;  but  I  fear  it  would 
only  lead  up  to  the  discovery  that  doctors  are  always  ready 
to  disagree.  In  my  experience  (and  I  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve it  is  not  peculiar  to  myself)  tests  for  impurities  are 
valueless  unless  they  lead  up  to  a  result  which  can  be 
measured  by  ordinary  standards.  I  have  known  very  ex- 
cellent products  obtained  by  using  bricks  and  half-bricks  to 
weigh  out  crude  materials ;  but  for  statistical  purposes  the 
half-brick  is  about  as  much  a  standard  as  the  official  ex- 
pression "trace  of"  has  scientific  value.  If,  however,  we 
are  to  have  standard  limits,  it  is  reasonable  to  ask  that  we 
should  have  a  basis  for  standard  tests.  It  is  here  that  the 
U.S.P._  sets  up  an  example  which,  in  my  opinion,  the 
authorities  would  do  well  to  follow.  It  may  be  that,  as  Mr. 
Hill  remarks,  many  of  the  methods  in  that  work  are  not 
good,  but  they  are  on  the  right  principle,  and  are  similar  in 
effect  to  the  test  which  he  himself  takes  as  a  fair  type — 
namely,  his  colorimetric  method  for  the  estimation  of  lead, 
a  test  which  I  have  found  to  work  very  well  even  in  un- 
trained hands.  Of  course,  a  poor  manipulator  may  obtain 
extraordinary  results ;  but  granting  that  the  average  in- 
vestigator possesses  the  ordinary  intelligence  that  one  ex- 
pects to  find  in  an  analytical  department,  I  am  convinced 
that  nothing  but  good  can  result  from  the  general  adoption 
of  standard  tests  to  define  standard  limits  in  place  of  slip- 
shod generalities  with  a  sort  of  "  just-squeeze-through-but- 
might-be-better  "  air  about  them. 

The  analytical  figures  in  the  paper  deal  mainly  with  the 
amounts  of  arsenic  and  lead  found  in  a  number  of  com- 
mercial chemicals;  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  each 
species  of  manufacture  has  its  own  special  problems  of  im- 
purities to  deal  with.  In  some  cases  nitrates  are  liable  to 
be  abnormally  present,  in  others  chlorides,  and  so  on.  And 
whatever  the  article  may  be,  it  is  in  every  case  absolutely 
essential  to  compile  a  very  complete  series  of  analytical 
records  before  one  can  dictate  a  standard  of  purity.  It  is 
here  that  the  manufacturing  houses  and  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  ought  to  be  able  to  meet  on  common  ground. 


I  feel  sure  that  Mr.  Hill's  paper  will  at  least  advance  the 
subject  a  step  further  to  that  ultimate  ideal  for  which  we 
are  all  striving.  Yours  faithfully,

Coscinium  Fenestratum. 

Sir, — In  the  drug  auctions,  as  reported  in  the  C.  ct-  D. 
last  week,  fourteen  bags  of  "  roots,"  weighing  about  J  cwt. 
each,  were  offered  for  sale,  but  attracted  no  interest  or 
bids.  The  root  (as  the-  G.  <£•  D.  reported)  was  Coscinium 
fene-itratum,  and  the  quality  was  very  good  ;  but  the  London 
drug-market  takes  no  interest  in  anything  out  of  the  common 
run  of  things,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  this  shipment 
will  meet  the  fate  of  former  ones — viz.,  a  rummage  sale 
at  the  Docks  and  incineration  in  a  "  dust-destructor."  It 
is  now.  about  fourteen  years  since  I  last  saw  a  parcel  of 
calumba  mixed  with  any  of  the  above-named  drug,  and  its 
characters  are  so  well  defined  that  no  buyer  would  purchase 
calumba  containing  it,  except  for  pickings  ;  so  that  we  may 
safely  say  that  coscinium  is  not  now  employed  as  an 
adulterant.  As  the  drug  is  official  in  the  Indian  and 
Colonial  Addendum,  it  seems  a  very  wasteful  proceeding  to 
send  a  shipment  of  this  or  any  drug  to  England,  because 
it  is  stated  that  it  is  used  for  making  some  special  pharma- 
ceutical preparations.  Brokers  have  but  one  interest  in 
these  matters — namely,  to  sell  the  goods — and  it  is  nobody's 
business  to  push  the  sale  of  new  drugs.  For  this  reason 
many  drugs  never  get  the  least  attention  paid  them  by 
persons  who  should  have  a  considerable  interest  in  such 
matters.  The  Hamburg  shippers  and  German  drug-houses 
are  careful  to  get  supplies  of  out-of-the-way  drugs;  but  in 
this  country  it  is  quite  a  matter  of  chance  whether  any- 
thing outside  the  "usual  run  of  things"  will  even  get 
catalogued  correctly,  and  for  it  to  find  a  buyer  would  be  a 
more  rare  occurrence.  These  parcels  of  coscinium  will  have 
served  a  useful  purpose  if  they  help  to  attract  attention  to 
the  need  for  some  means  of  finding  a  method  of  introducing 
new  drugs  to  purchasers,  and  also  finding  growers  or 
collectors  who  can  supply  such  products. 

It  may  be  my  lack  of  information  and  consequent  mis- 
fortune; but  I  am  certainly  not  the  only  person  who  finds 
the  above  facts  a  detriment  to  business,  and  the  aid 
attempted  by  the  Dock  authorities  many  years  ago  is 
certainly  not  appreciated.  I  wonder  how  many  buyers 
have  ever  looked  through  the  museum  at  the  Crutched  Friars 
warehouse,  and  I  wonder  if  the  Curator  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  would  not  be  glad  to  have  some  of  the 
unique  specimens  which  rest  there  in  a  shroud  of  dust  at  the 
mercy  of  a  leaking  roof.

The  Unqualified  and  the  Qualified. 
Sir. — With  reference  to  the  remarks  of  your  correspon- 
dent "  Fifteen  Years  in  the  Trade,"  there  is  no  doubt,  con- 
sidering the  want  of  union  among  chemists'  assistants,  that 
some  representative  register  should  be  compiled.  This 
process  would  gradually  eliminate  the  shiftless  dead-beat. 
Again,  a  man  having  the  right  kind  of  training  and  ten  or 
twenty  years'  experience  should  not  be  treated  akin  to  an 
ordinary  criminal  for  selling  a  pennyworth  of  laudanum  or 
paregoric.  "  It  is  a  protection  to  the  public  and  it  is  the 
law  for  these  things  to  pass  through  the  hands  of  a  qualified 
vendor"  is  the  reason  given.  But  is  the  danger  to  the 
public  as  great  when  a  pennyworth  of  spirit  of  salt  is  sold  ? 
There  are  men  who  passed  their  Qualifying  examination  in 
the  youthful  days  of  pharmacy.  Through  not  being  trained 
and  educated  to  the  situation  of  to-day,  they  infringe  the 
law,  possibly,  without  thought.  Others  cannot  tell  without 
reference  a  Part  1  from  a  Part  2  poison.  There  are  also 
men  who  qualified  ten  to  thirty  years  ago  who  now  know  no 
more  than  many  an  unqualified  man  with  less  experience. 
In  cases  of  this  sort,  is  the  public  safeguarded  ?  With  regard 
to  the  Editor's  note,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the  ex- 
amination is  far  ahead  of  both  the  requirements  of  State 
and  public.  Pharmacy  itself  has  not  consistently  progressed 
with  this  enlarged  and  elevated  standard  of  knowledge.  It 
is  difficult  to  educate  the  public  to  the  advantages  of  having 
fully  qualified  men  to  retail  drugs  to  them.  The  personality, 
not  the  certificates,  brings  the  best  business.  As  long  as  they 
trade  as  ordinary  shopkeepers,  chemists  will  find  it  difficult 
to  attain  to  the  social  status  of  the  doctor  or  dentist.    It  is 
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attained  in  some  cases  through  the  exercising  of  considerable 
dignity  toward  customers ;  but  traders  who  have  succeeded 
to-day  have  abandoned  dignity  and  self-esteem  for  affability 
and  right  treatment,  and  incidentally  have  reaped  the  conse- 
quent and  inevitable  benefit.  Yours  faithfully,

Dispensing  Notes. 


Myrrh  and  Honey  Paste. 
Acton  (208/48)  wants  to  know  the  best  method  of  com- 
pounding the  following,  which,  he  adds,  should  be  a  paste  : 

Honey   3iv- 

Myrrh  3j; 

Beeswax   3  ij  - 

Rose-water   3vj- 

[This,  as  written,  will  not  make  into  a  paste  :  there  is  not 
sufficient  wax.  Nor  will  it  make  a  homogeneous  cream: 
there  is  not  enough  gum  in  the  myrrh  to  keep  a  grip  of  the 
wax  in  presence  of  so  much  water,  and  it  rubs  out.  Thinking 
of  the  household  beeswax  and  turpentine,  furniture-cream 
soap  suggests  itself  as  an  aid.  It  is,  however,  probably  inad- 
missible in  this  case.  A  nice  cream  can  be  made  by  the  follow- 
ing procedure  : 

Melt  the  wax  on  a  water-bath  with  the  myrrh  (in  powder) 
and  the  honey,  stir  in  about  2  per  cent,  of  tragacanth  (in 
powder),  add  the  water  gradually  with  steady  trituration 
till  a  uniform  cream  is  obtained.  The  consistence  can  be 
adjusted  to  requirements  by  increasing  or  diminishing  the 
quantity  of  tragacanth. 

A  bit  of  nice  fat  myrrh  should  be  used,  and  it  is  well  to  take 
i he  chill  off  the  water  before  adding  it  to  the  other  ingre- 
dients.] 


Legal  Queries.

Amcrik  (203/56). — Such  a  heading  as  "Smith's  Zd.  Lines" 
to  a  list,  including  medicinal  preparations  makes  each  of  the 
latter  liable  to  medicine  stamp-duty.  The  title  "Lung 
Tonic"  is  per  se  dutiable. 

Dentist  (30/8)  employed  a  mechanician  on  an  agreement 
terminable  by  a  week's  notice  on  either  side,  which  the 
mechanician  accepted,  adding  that  he  would  take  the  place 
on  a  month's  trial.  "  Dentist  "  ignored  this  when  telling  the 
mechanician  to  come  on.  Within  the  month  "Dentist,"  for 
reasons  given,  discharged  the  mechanician,  paying  a  week's 
wages  to  get  rid  of  him,  but  a  claim  for  railway  fare,  a 
month's  salary,  and  a  sum  in  satisfaction  of  damages  is  now 
made.  What  should  "Dentist"  do?  [The  mechanician  can, 
of  course,  sue  "  Dentist,"  but  whether  he  will  be  successful  or 
not  we  are  unable  to  say.  We  think  "Dentist's  best  course 
would  be  to  wait  until  the  assistant  commences  his  threatened 
proceedings,  and  then  to  pay  the  week's  wages  which  has  been 
ottered  into  court,  with  a  denial  of  liability.  "  Dentist " 
should,  however,  consult  a  local  solicitor  when  the  proceedings 
are  commenced.]

D.  F.  A.  (200/18).— Mist.  Caspar.*:  Sagrad.e  Co.  (St. 
Thomas's  Hospital) : 

Liq.  extract  of  caseara  sagrada     20  mins. 

Liquid  extract  of  liquorice      ...    30  mins. 

Tincture  of  belladonna   5  mins. 

Tincture  of  nux  vomica   5  mins. 

Aromatic  spirit  of  ammonia    ...    20  mins. 

Chloroform  water  to    1  fl.  oz. 

Colic  (201/19).— Belladonna  in  the  form  of  either  of  the 
extracts  is  one  of  the  anodynes  employed  in  Colic  of  Horses. 
The  close  of  either  extract  for  a  horse  is  5  to  lg  dr. 

Antimony  (198/51).— Bronzing  Gun-barrels.— Iron  and  steel 
goods,  such  as  gun-barrels,  may  be  bronzed  a  brown  colour 
by  means  of  a  paste  of  antimony  chloride.  The  solid  anti- 
mony chloride  is  mixed  to  the  consistence  of  cream  with  olive 
oil,  and  is  known  in  the  trade  as  "  bronzing-salt."_  The  gun- 
barrel  is  heated,  covered  evenly  over  its  surface  with  this 
mixture,  then  left  until  the  requisite  colour  is  obtained.  The 
paste  is  made  more  active  by  adding  to  it  a  little  nitric  acid. 

Norge  (195/64). — Lemonade  without  a  machine. — This  is 
made  on  the  model  of  the  liquor  magnesii  citratis  B.P.  1885, 
but  omitting  the  magnesium  carbonate  as  follows  : 


Citric  acid    150 1  grains 

Syrup  of  lemons    5  oz. 

Potassium  bicarbonate    40  grains 

Water    a  sufficiency 


Dissolve  the  citric  acid  in  water  and  add  to  the  syrup  os 
lemons  in  a  £-pint  aerated-water  bottle,  with  sufficient  water 
to  nearly  fill  the  bottle.  Then  drop  in  the  potassium  bicar- 
bonate (crystals),  at  once  cork  the  bottle,  and  secure  the 
cork  with  wire  or  stringy  Gently  shake  the  bottle  till  the 
potassium  bicarbonate  is  dissolved. 

Zcta  (198/55).— The  addition  of  a  little  solid  caramel  to  the 
herb-beer  ingredients  is  all  that  is  required  to  give  the  proper 
colour  to  the  finished  beer.  The  proper  quantity  you  can 
readily  find  out  by  adding  dry  caramel  to  the  same  quantity 
of  water  as  beer  produced  from  the  herb-beer  powder. 

W.  1'.  (104/55).— (1)  Malt-extract.— There  is  a  difficulty  in 
preserving  malt-extract  which  some  manufacturers  are  said 
to  overcome  by  the  addition  of  glycerin.  The  use  of  salicylic 
acid  or  boric  acid  is  destructive  to  the  diastasic  ferment.  In 
the  case  of  liquid  extract  of  malt,  about  15  per  cent,  of  proof 
spirit  acts  as  the  preservative.  A  useful  paper  on  the  manu- 
facture of  malt-extract  was  contributed  to  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  in  1890  (see  C.  ct-  J).,  September  6,  1890, 
p.  334).  (2)  Stamp-duty  is  not  payable  on  extract  of  malt- 
it  is  a  food,  not  a  medicine. 

Chcmicvs  (199/26).— (1)  Black  Ink.— The  inks  which  have 
remained  black  for  many  years  were  gall-inks,  but  it  does 
not  follow  that  some  of  the  modern  inks  are  not  quite  as 
permanent.  The  following  recipe  for  a  gall-ink  is  from 
"  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  which  contains  an  exhaustive 


chapter  on  writing  materials  : 

Bruised  Aleppo  galls    15  lb. 

Sulphate  of  iron    10  lb. 

Gum  arabic    20  lb. 

River-water    20  gals. 


Into  a  cylindrical  copper  boiler  as  deep  as  it  is  wide  put 
the  galls  with  15  gals,  of  water.  Cover  the  boiler  and  raise 
the  liquor  to  boiling,  maintaining  that  temperature  for  three 
hours,  adding  boiling  water  from  time  to  time  to  replace  that 
which  is  evaporated.  At  the  end  of  the  three  hours  draw  ott 
the  liquor  and  let  it  deposit,  and  add  to  the  clear  solution  the 
droppings  from  the  marc  on  a  filter.  Separately  dissolve  the 
gum  in  as  little  warm  water  as  will  take  it  up,  and  add  this 
to  the  gall  decoction.  In  the  remainder  of  the  water  dissolve 
the  sulphate  of  iron,  and  stir  this  solution  in  with  the  rest. 

(2)  Lambing-oils.— The  following  is  a  representative  formula 
for  this  preparation  : 

Carbolic  acid    soz- 

Green  oil   2  oz. 

Cotton-seed  oil   22  oz. 

Mix. 

Directions :  To  dress  the  shape  and  to  apply  inside  the 
passage  by  means  of  the  fingers  in  order  to  assist  the  delivery 
of  the  lamb.  If  the  afterbirth  is  retained,  some  of  the  oil 
should  be  introduced  into  the  womb  by  means  of  a  syringe.

if.  31.  (198/43). — Tennis-racquet  Preservative. — According 
to  a  correspondent  of  the  C.  &  D.  (April  20,  1907,  p.  601),  the 
varnish  used  to  preserve  the  gut  of  tennis  racquets  is  made 
of  sandarac,  shellac,  and  methylated  spirit,  with  a  trace  of 
castor  oil. 

/.  L.  31.  (195/1). — Softening  Skins. — Strong  solution  of 
sal  ammoniac  rubbed  into  the  skin  of  furs  hardened  by  alum 
generally  restores  them  to  their  natural  suppleness. 

F.  J.  (196/25). — Generally  the  proportion  of  salt  and  sherry 
in  calves'-feet  jelly  is  sufficient  to  keep  it  indefinitely  in  her- 
metically sealed  bottles.  If  you  tell  us  your  manufacturing 
process  we  can  probably  advise  you  further. 

H.  31.  T.  (194/53). — We  cannot  supply  the  practical  direc- 
tions for  using  malt-extract  as  a  starch-remover  in  the 
laundry.    Some  reader  may  be  able  to  assist  our  inquirer. 

O.  B.  (196/16). — Your  inquiry  is  not  quite  clear,  as  white 
vaseline  may  be  taken  to  represent  the  highest  state  of 
purification  of  petroleum  jelly  that  can  be  attained  commer- 
cially. If  you  would  give  us  further  particulars  of  your 
requirements  we  may  be  able  to  help  you. 

L.  T.  (Canada)  (155/59).— The  freezing-point  of  mercury  is 
about  —39°  C,  of  alcohol  -130°  C.  The  solidifying  of  mercury 
is  delayed  if  it  is  left  undisturbed.  This  phenomenon  you  are 
familiar  with  in  the  case  of  glacial  acetic  acid,  which  remains 
liquid  much  below  its  freezing-point  if  the  bottle  containing 
the  acid  is  in  a  position  in  which  it  is  not  exposed  to  vibra- 
tion. 

E.  C.  B.  (183/24)  and  C.  C.  E.  C.  (169/13).— Book  on  Wines. 
Thudicum's  "Treatise  on  Wines,"  1896,  5s.  (Bell),  is  the  best 
known,  but  the  section  dealing  with  wine  in  Thorpe's  "  Dic- 
tionary of  Applied  Chemistry"  is  to  be  commended.  It 
must  be  noted  that  the  processes  of  wine-making  used  in 
various  parts  of  the  world  differ  very  much,  and  the  character 
of  a  wine  depends  upon  the  method  of  manufacture  rather 
than  the  material  used. 

J.  T.  (184/36).— Slugs  can  generally  be  kept  away  from  their 
favourite  plants  by  the  employment  of  powdered  hellebore  or 
quassia,  but  it  is  better  to  avoid  the  use  of  these  substances  in 
the  kitchen  garden.  Mechanical  means  are  often  employed, 
such  as  powdered  glass,  the  various  "plants  being  enclosed 
m  a  ring  of  the  powder.  Acid  sulphate  of  potassium  is 
also  used  in  a  similar  way,  but  in  wet  weather  is  soon  washed 
away  and  rendered  ineffectual. 

F.  S.  (195/20).— Furred  Tongue.— The  following  is  the  best 
treatment  for  the  condition  you  describe:  Spray  with 
hydrogen  peroxide  10  vols,  at  least  once  daily.  The  mouth 
should  be  washed  twice  a  day  with  a  plain  borax  mouth-wash 
to  which  may  be  added  a  trace  of  glycerin  and  a  little  of  the 
°u  ,°.  eucalyptus  and  wintergreen.  Irritant  applications 
should  be  avoided.  Strong  spirits,  condiments,  and  tobacco 
should  only  be  used  with  great  caution.  After  using  the 
peroxide  of  hydrogen  as  much  fur  as  possible  should  be  scraped 
off  with  a  tongue-scraper  or  paper-knife.  Perseverance  in 
this  course  of  treatment  will  certainly  cure  unless  there  is  some 
grave  constitutional  condition  present. 

Vet.  Chemist  (195/40)  writes  in  regard  to  Horse  Blister 
stating  that  all  the  formulfe  he  has  tried  produce  preparations 
which  cause  so  intense  irritation  that  the  animals  have  to  be 
tied  up.  This  is  particularly  the  case  with  horses  having 
sensitive  skins.  What  is  wanted  in  such  cases  is  Cantharides 
Oil,  which  is  now  a  favourite  blister  in  cases  where  undue 
irritation  is  not  required,  and  is  much  used  in  treating 
muscular  parts,  as  well  as  for  shingles,  pleurisy,  and  similar 
inflammatory  ailments.  To  make  the  oil,  digest  8  oz.  of 
powdered  cantharides  in  24  fl.  oz.  of  olive  oil  on  a  water-bath 
for  six  hours,  stirring  occasionally,  and  strain.  Add  6  fl.  oz. 
of  olive  oil  to  the  marc  and  heat  for  two  hours,  strain,  press 
the  marc,  and  filter  the  combined  oil  while  hot.  If  it  is 
desired  to  produce  an  ointment,  replace  6  oz.  of  the  oil  with  as 
much  ceresine  or  yellow  beeswax,  adding  it  to  the  first 
portion  of  the  oil,  and  using  a  hot-water  jacket  in  filtering. 
Much  of  the  irritation  referred  to  arises  from  the  particles  of 
cantharides,  which  in  the  above  process  are  removed  by 
filtration. 

T.  B.  (195/29)  tells  us  of  a  mass  of  Waets  on  a  Puppy's 
Lips,  which  he  wants  to  remove.  The  dog  is  an  Airedale 
terrier.  The  treatment  depends  upon  the  size  of  the  warts. 
If  they  are  large,  cut  them  off  with  a  pair  of  sharp  scissors, 
and  treat  with  2-per-cent.  solution  of  silver  nitrate.  If  the 
warts  can  be  ligatured  with  a  silk  thread,  do  so  in  preference 
to  cutting,  meanwhile  treating  with  alcoholic  solution  (5  per 
cent.)  of  salicylic  acid. 

Antimony  (192/90).— Flukes  in  Sheep.— We  cannot  add  to 
the  information  given  in  the  C.  &  D.,  April  18,  p.  612. 


Cymro  (177/55).— Tansy  is  Tanacetum  vulgare,  and  is  a 
common  garden  herb.      "Balsam  of  pivie      is  copaiba. 
Thanks  for  your  note,  which  was  received   too   late  tor 
printing.

Stavesacre  oil    31V.\ 

Olive  oil   5*y- 

White  wax   jJU-

Melt  the  wax,  add  the  lard,  and  then  the  oil ;  remove  from 
the  heat ;  add — 

Oil  of  thyme  mxx. 

Oil  of  verbena    mx. 

Stir  until  cold. 

For  Cleaning  Artificial  Teeth  the  following  formula  pro- 
vides a  good  powder  : 

Powdered  cuttlefish-bone   3??- 

Powdered  soap    sij; 

Precipitated  chalk  

Cornflour    _   5ss. 

Carbolic  acid  5ss. 

Perfume  to  suit. 
Put  the  cornflour  in  a  mortar  and  drop  the  carbolic  acid 
upon  it ;  triturate  thoroughly  for  about  five  minutes,  then  add 
3  oz.  of  precipitated  chalk  in  about  six  portions.  Separately 
triturate  the  cuttlefish-bone  with  the  soap  and  as  much  pre- 
cipitated chalk,  adding  the  rest  in  portions  in  the  course  of 
five  minutes,  also  adding  the  perfume  to  this  lot ;  then  mix  the 
two  powders  by  sifting. 

Complexion  (201/38).— Semi-transparent  Toilet-cream.— A 
formula  for  this  was  given  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  April  18,  p.  612. 

11*.  B.  (12/11).— Whitening  Ceicket-shoes.— A  recipe  for 
the  liquid  used  for  this  purpose  was  given  in  the  C.  &  D., 
January  11,  p.  70. 

Inquirer  (30/12).— Resilvering  Mirror.— See  C.  &  D.,  Jan- 
uary 11,  p.  69. 

D.  a.  S.  (157/35).— Adhesive  for  Surgical  Rubber  and 
Vulcanite.— The  liquid  used  by  dentists  to  fix  indiarubber 
suction  discs  to  vulcanite  dentures  is  generally  a  solution  of 
guttapercha  in  chloroform  made  on  the  lines  of  the  liquor 
guttapercha  of  the  B.P.,  1885. 

W.  F.  B.  (202/51).— Liquid  Metal-polish.— See  C.  &  D., 
March  14,  p.  433. 

Enamel  (216/44).— Enamel  Paint.— See  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1908, 
p.  214. 

Photo.  (187/58).— (1)  Ferro-Gallic  Photographic  Process, 
which  gives  black  lines  on  a  white  ground,  is  as  follows  : 
A. 

Ferrous  sulphate    10  grams 

Tartaric  acid   10  grains 

Ferric  chloride    20  grams 

Warm  distilled  water    200  c.c. 

B. 

Gelatin    10  grams 

Dist  iiied  water   100  c.c. 

Dissolve  by  heat. 
For  use  mix  A.  and  B.,  and  while  still  warm  filter  through 
flannel.  Coat  the  paper  or  other  material  evenly  by  arti- 
ficial light,  and  dry  quickly.  Print  until  the  lines  are  visible 
as  yellow  on  a  white  ground.  Then,  to  develop,  put  the  print 
for  three  minutes  in — 

Gallic  acid    7  grams 

Oxalic  acid   ,     1  gram 

Water   I-000  c-c- 

After  development  rinse  the  print  well,  remove  the  surface- 
water  with  blotting-paper,  and  dry. 

(2)  The  very  fine  printing  on  celluloid,  such  as  is  used  for 
pocket  calendars,  is  done  by  lithography. 

W.  W.  S.  (199/16).— Glass  Cement  to  stand  hot  water. — The 
silicate  cement  is  the  one  you  refer  to ;  it  answers  very  well. 
You  should  also  consult  the  C.  <£•  D.  Diary,  1908,  p.  213,  where 
you  will  get  ideas  from  the  cements  used  for  steam-pipes : 

Powdered  glass    1  oz. 

Powdered  fluorspar    2  oz. 

Solution  of  sodium  silicate        ...    6  oz. 
Mix  quickly,  and  use  at  once. 

B.  A.  (Aalesund)  (233/74). — Book  on  Cod-liver-oil  Emul- 
sion.— There  is  no  book  specially  devoted  to  this  subject,  but 
the  twelve  pages  in  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas"  on 
"  Emulsio  Olei  Morrhuse  "  contain  all  the  information  that  is 
available.  See  also  an  article  in  the  C.  dfc  D.,  January  18, 
p.  88,  where  the  origin  of  the  emulsion  is  traced. 
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G.  D.  (202/24).— The  magazine  "System,"  which  "Jay 
Mack"  recommended  for  assistants,  is  published  by  A.  W. 
Shaw  Co.,  Ltd.,  54  Norfolk  Street,  Strand,  W.O.,  from  whom 
can  also  be  obtained  "  Selling  "  and  "  Method." 

J.  11.  It.  (Rotterdam)  (196/27).— White-bottle  Capping.— 
We  think  the  sample  you  send  is  a  gelatin  capping  which  has 
been  hardened  by  formalin,  such  as  the  Viscose  material  re- 
ferred to  in  the  C.  &  D.,  May  16,  p.  768.  The  formula  tor 
gelatin  capsules  for  bottles,  which  we  mentioned  in  the  C.  <k  D., 
March  14,  p.  452,  is  made  as  follows : 

Soak  7  lb.  of  good  gelatin  in  10  oz.  of  glycerin  and  60  oz. 
of  water,  then  heat  over  a  water-bath  until  dissolved,  and 
add  any  desired  colour.  Pigments  may  be  used,  and  very 
beautiful  tints  can  be  obtained  by  the  use  of  aniline  colours. 
Store  the  jelly  in  jars.  For  use,  liquefy  the  mass  and  dip 
the  cork  and  portion  of  neck  of  bottle  into  the  liquid ;  it 
sets  very  quickly. 

Piscator  (202/23).— Goldfish  Fungus.— The  white  fungus- 
like growth  which  after  a  time  proves  fatal  to  goldfish  is  pre- 
vented by  adding  a  trace  of  salicylic  acid  to  the  water.  It  is 
probable  that  a  minute  quantity  of  copper  sulphate  would  be 
equally  efficacious. 

Inquirer  (Cairo)  (199/24).— Pharmacy  in  Siam.— Not  much 
detailed  information  has  been  published  regarding  pharmacy 
in  Siam.  The  English  colony  at  Bangkok  is  small,  but  the 
country  is  important  from  its  exports  of  crude  drugs.  A 
short  article  on  the  pharmaceutical  aspect  of  Siam  appeared 
in  the  C.  &  D.,  July  19,  1902,  p.  88,  and  Mr.  T.  E.  Lescher 
referred  to  the  subject  in  a  paper  read  before  the  Chemists' 
Assistants'  Association  in  London  (see  C.  <b  !>.,  December  7, 
1901,  p.  912).  We  have  given  many  references  to  the  trade 
of  Siam,  the  information  being  derived  from  consular  reports. 

W.  P.  IT*.  (206/43). — Lady  Ford's  Ointment. — Our  subscriber 
is  inquiring  as  to  the  formula  for  this  ointment,  which  used 
to  be  distributed  by  a  charitably  disposed  lady  of  Dover.  The 
ointment  is  of  a  brownish  colour,  slightly  darker  than  ung. 
resinae.  Perhaps  some  of  our  readers  will  give  the  informa- 
tion .'  Tnere  is  a  recipe  for  Lady  Ford's  liniment  in  "  P.  F.," 
which  is  probably  another  of  this  lady's  works  of  charity. 

L.  T.  (Alberta)  (170/72).— (1)  Indigo  di-Sulphonic  Acid  has 
the  following  synonyms:  Sulphindigotic  acid,  indigo-blue 
sulphuric  acid,  coeruline-sulphuric  acid,  indigo-extract,  and 
indigo-paste.  The  formula  is  given  as  CioNaNsOafSOaHJa.  It 
is  made  by  heating  indigo  with  15  to  20  parts  of  ordinary  or, 
better,  with  7  to  8  parts  of  fuming  sulphuric  acid.  The  solu- 
tion is  diluted  with  water  and  the  product  is  precipitated  on 
the  addition  of  common  salt.  The  sodium  salt  appears  in 
commerce  as  indigo-carmine  or  soluble  indigo.  (2)  We  do  not 
know  of  a  modern  book  on  indigo,  but  information  is  obtain- 
able in  the  larger  works  on  chemistry,  such  as  Thorpe's 
"  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry  "  and  Watts'  "  Dictionary 
of  Chemistry."  Interest  is  now  centred  in  the  artificial 
indigo,  many  of  the  processes  for  which  are  as  yet  only  pub- 
lished in  the  patent  specifications. 

Californian  Olives. — The  Californian  olive  business  as  a 
whole  has  been  for  several  years  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition, for  while  the  demand  increased  the  production  was 
disappointing.  It  is  also  a  fact  (says  the  British  Consul  at  San 
Francisco)  that  under  the  most  favourable  circumstances  as  to 
climate  and  soil  olive-growing  is  a  hazardous  business.  In 
California  a  large  number  of  trees  have  been  grubbed  up  to 
make  room  for  more  profitable  crops,  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
the  acreage  devoted  to  olive-culture  has  increased  to  any 
appreciable  extent. 

A  Canadian  Census. — A  census  relating  to  the  manu- 
factures of   Canada,    taken   in  the  year  1906  for  the 
calendar  year  1905,  shows  that  there  existed  throughout 
the  Dominion  15,796  industrial  establishments,  possessing 
an  aggregate  capital  of  $846,600,000,  employing  392,530 
persons  at  a  cost  for  wages  of  $165,100,000,  and  pro- 
ducing goods  valued  at  $718,352,600.    Among  the  factories 
were  sixty  devoted  to  patent  medicines,  thirty-three  to 
"  drugs,"  three  to  potashes,  131  to  aerated  and  mineral 
waters,  and  eight  to  photographic  materials.    Ontario  and 
Quebec  absorb  more  than  three-fourths  of  the  manu- 
facturing activities  of  Canada.    Compared  with  1900,  the 
value  of  the  capital  for  Canada  has  increased  in  the  ratio  of 
86  per  cent.    The  development  of  the  two  new  provinces 
of  Alberta  and  Saskatchewan  has  given  to  each  an  indus- 
trial importance  far  beyond  that  enjoyed  by  both  provinces 
when  known  in  1900  as  the  territories.    They  then  pos- 
sessed manufacturing  capital  to  the  value  of  little  more 
than  $1,500,000;  its  value  now  is  more  than  $7,500,000.

MOST  of  the  samples  of  insect-powder  ground  from 
closed  flowers  which  have  lately  been  analysed  by 
Uurrant's  method  of  assay,  in  the  analytical  laboratory  of 
Messrs.  Lorfmer  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  give  distinctly  higher  results 
than  those  hitherto  published.  The  percentage  of  matter 
soluble  in  ether  (oleo-resin),  as  found  in  nine  different 
samples  obtained  at  various  times  from  the  same  source,  is 
given  by  the  following  figures  : 

7.4,  7.3,  8.8,  9.4,  9.3,  10.5,  10.2,  9.5,  12.4. 
Five  samples  obtained  from  another  source  gave  : 
8.2,  10.4,  7.0,  7.9,  12.0  per  cent. 
The  method  of 'extraction  employed  which  is  found  to  be 
most  convenient  and  to  give  best  results  is  as  follows  : 
A  preliminary  trial  is  first  made  with  about  1  gram  of 
powder  hicl  is  shaken  in  a  test-tube  with  10  c.c.  ox  ether  ; 
11  after  settling,  the  ether  is  of  a  marked  green  colour 
(indicating  the  presence  of  ground  stalks),  tne  assay 
not  proceeded  with,  and  th 3  sample  is  rejected  If  the 
ethei  is  not  coloured  green,  about  5  grams  of  the  powder 
is  weighed  out  into  a  tall  narrow  beaKer;  50  c.c.  of  ethei 
is  added,  and  the  whole  stirred  up  with  a  glass  rod.  The 
powder  is  allowed  to  settle,  then  stirred  up  again.  This 
I Repeated  twice,  and  the  ethereal  solution  is  decanted 
through  a  filter-paper  into  a  tared  platinum  basin ;  the  lesi- 
^  washed  by  Recantation  with  more  ether,  and  hna  y 
washed  on  to  the  filter-paper,  which  is  then  thoioughlj 
washed  with  ether.  In  ail,  not  more  than  15C I  c.c  of  ethei 
need  be  used.  The  ether  is  evaporated,  and  the  basin 
heaJed  on  the  water-bath  for  two  minutes  and  then  weighed 
on  cooling.  It  may  be  interesting  to  note  that  the  highest 
figures  in  almos/every  case,  were  given  by  oko-resni 
which  was  of  a  golden-yellow  colour.  A  sample  of  u  sect- 
powder  was  met  with  some  time  ago  which  was  adulterated 
with  borax.

An  International  Cancer  Research  Association  has 
been,  founded  in  Berlin,  all  the  great  Powers  except  Great 
Britain  being  connected  with  it. 

Dentist  Law  in  Delagoa. — The  Government  Council 
has  passed  a  motion  allowing  foreign  dentists  possessing 
certificates  from  South  African  Colonies  to  practise  there. 
A  yearly  licence  must  be  obtained  from  the  local  board  of 
health. 

Quinine  in  Greece. — With  reference  to  the  information 
published  in  the  C.  <b  D.  of  February  1  (p.  203)  and 
March  7  (p.  382)  on  the  subject  of  the  Greek  "  Sale  of 
Quinine  "  law,  the  Board  of  Trade  are  now  advised  that 
the  law  in  question  came  into  force  on  March  31. 

Free  Trade  in  Pharmacy. — The  Farmaceuticke  Forening 
has  presented  a  Bill  to  the  Norwegian  Parliament  which 
proposes  to  abolish  the  present  monopoly  system  by  intro- 
ducing free  trade.  From  1929  every  apotheker  who  has 
been  in  possession  of  the  State  diploma  for  fifteen  years 
and  has  served  seven  years  as  an  assistant  will  be  cm- 
powered  to  open  or  take  over  a  business. 

Italian  Alum. — There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the 
exportation  of  alum  from  Civitavecchia  last  year,  the  ship- 
ments amounting  to  10,450  tons,  as  compared  with  400  tons 
in  1906.  The  increased  production  in  1907  is  an  attempt  to 
counterbalance  the  considerable  falling-off  in  the  previous 
year,  as  the  company  which  owns  and  works  the  mines  limits 
its  output  to  a  quantity  sufficient  to  cover  expenses  only. 
The  bulk  of  the  shipments  was  sent  to  Rouen. 

Italian  Citric  Acid.— The  "  Bollettino  Chimico-Farma- 
ceutico "  states  that  the  Orange  and  Citron  Committee 
attached  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  proposes  to  assign 
a  premium  of  200,000  lire  (8,000/.)  in  competition  for  the 
establishment  in  Italy  of  a  large  citric-acid  factory  which 
shall  answer  the  collective  requirements  of  the  lemon  pro- 
ducers. It  is  urged  that  the  industry  is  suffering  from  the 
trust  of  foreign  makers  of  citric  acid. 

"  Puro." — In  German  medical  circles  considerable  atten- 
tion has  of  late  been  given  to  a  meat-extract  known  as 
"Puro,"  which  is  largely  used  in  Berlin  hospitals.  In 
consequence  of  an  opinion  expressed  by  the  Hamburg  State 
Laboratory,  the  whole  supply  of  "Puro"  found  in  Ham- 
burg, amounting  to  over  a  thousand  bottles,  has  been 
seized  by  the  Hamburg  authorities.  It  is  probable  that  the 
supplies  in  Berlin  will  also  be  confiscated,  the  reason  given 
being  that  the  substance  is  not  what  it  is  said  to  be. 

International  Congress  of  Pharmacy. — At  a  recent 
meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Brussels,  the  advisability 
of  holding  an  International  Pharmaceutical  Congress  in 
1910,  on  the  occasion  of  the  exhibition  at  Brussels,  was 
considered.  It  was  suggested  that  the  congress  should  be 
devoted  chiefly  to  economic  interests,  such  as  trades  in 
specialities,  importation  of  medicines,  sterilisation,  and 
commercial  treaties,  in  place  of  the  usual  scientific  dis- 
cussions. The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Section  for  consideration. 

Copper  Sulphate  in  Greece. — Last  year  the  consump- 
tion of  sulphate  of  copper  for  use  in  the  vineyards  in 
the  Morea  was  much  below  the  average,  owing  to  the  fine 
j,  weather  which  prevailed  during  the  spring  and  summer. 
The  imports  into  Patras  during  1907  amounted  to  1,200  tons, 
of  which  the  actual  consumption  was  940  tons.  Last  year  the 
districts  of  Pyrgos  and  Calamata,  which  are  great  con- 
sumers, procured  all  their  supplies  from  Patras,  whereas 
they  are  importing  all  their  requirements  for  1908  direct — 
f  say,  to  the  extent  of  about  one  thousand  tons.  The  prices 
paid  have  fluctuated  between  22/.  10s.  and  25/.  10s.  per  ton. 

Swiss  Trade. — Owing  to  changes  in  the  Swiss  tariff  and 
the  statistics  of  trade  having  been  issued  at  a  later  period 
j!  than  usual,  the  publication  of  the  annual  British  Consular 
report  on  Switzerland  for  the  year  1906  was  somewhat 
delayed.  The  year  was  a  record  one,  both  imports 
and  exports  being  the  highest  reached  in  the  foreign  trade 
of  the  country.  The  total  imports  of  druggists'  sundries, 
chemicals,  and  colouring  materials  in  1906  amounted  to 


2.589,000/.  (an  increase  of  424,000/.  on  the  imports  of  1905), 
of  which  1,601,600/.  was  for  manufactured  chemical  pro- 
ducts. The  total  imports  from  the  United  Kingdom 
amounted  to  74.000/.,  including  5,800/.  worth  of  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  (from  all  countries  63,000/.),  alkaloids 
5,600/.  (from  all  countries  24.700/.),  perfumes  and  cosmetics 
1,400/.  (from  all  countries  26,800/.),  aniline  and  combinations 
1,600/.  (from  all  countries  168,900/.).  The  total  imports  of 
varnishes  in  1906  amounted  to  42,800/.,  of  which  the  United 
Kingdom  supplied  10,500/.,  or  2,000/.  less  than  in  1905,  the 
principal  supply  (16,000/.)  being  obtained  from  Germany. 

A  German  Chemical  State  Institute. — The  oft-mooted 
project  for  the  establishment  of  a  Chemical  State  Institute 
seems  about  to  be  put  into  execution  at  last.  A  meeting  of 
the  Committee  for  the  State  Institute  was  recently  held  in 
Berlin,  when  a  new  plan  was  submitted  by  Geheimrate  Erriil 
Fischer  and  W.  Nernst,  and  approved  by  the  Committee.  A 
union  under  the  name  of  "Chemical  Stat-e  Institute,"  at 
the  head  of  which  are  Herren  Fischer,  Nernst,  and  Oppen- 
heim  has  been  formed  in  order  to  further  the  scheme  and 
to  conclude  negotiations  with  the  State.  Another  meeting 
is  to  be  held  in  June,  when  building-plans  and  estimates  are 
to  be  considered. 

Kong  Salomon's  Apothek. — The  pharmacy  at  Copen- 
hagen dedicated  to  King  Solomon  is  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting in  Denmark.  It  was  founded  in  1658,  and  in  celebra- 
tion of  the  250th  anniversary  a  souvenir  has  just  been 
issued,  taking  the  form  of  a  volume  in  which  the  history 
of  the  pharmacy  is  recounted.  Pictures  are  given  of  the 
apothek  in  various  stages  of-  its  existence.  The  illustra- 
tions of  the  premises  at  the  present  day  show  that  the  phar- 
macy is  a  very  handsome  one.  The  founder  was  Johannes 
Kirchhoff,  the  present  owner  being  Mr.  Otto  Miiller.  who 
bought  the  Kong  Salomon's  apothek  in  1896  for  165,000 
kroner  and  the  privilege  for  360,000  kroner. 

Russian  Items. — Among  the  many  international  ex- 
hibitions in  prospect  for  St.  Petersburg  is  one  for  com- 
bating fire.  One  section  embraces  exhibits  of  medical 
aid  in  cases  of  burns,  portable  bearers,  pocket  phar- 
macies, etc. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Warsaw 
Homoeopathic  Association  it  was  agreed  to  buy  all  medi- 
cines required  from  Geneva  and  glassware  from  the 
Tchech  factories.  Hitherto  these  goods  had  been  bought 
in  Saxony.  In  1907  the  value  of  the  medicines  bought 
and  sold  was  14,000  roubles,  and  the  net  profit  1,149 
roubles.  There  is  a  capital  at  the  disposal  of  the  As- 
sociation of  11,837  roubles  intended  for  the  construction 
of  a  homoeopathic  hospital.  The  pharmacy  property  is 
valued  at  9,ll8  roubles. — Substitution  has  assumed  such 
alarming  proportions  in  Russia  that  the  leading  phar- 
maceutical and  chemical  firms  have  formed  a  union  to 
check  it,  and  have  succeeded  in  laying  hands  on  two  agents 
who  made  a  business  of  the  sale  of  imitations  in  Vilna. — ■ 
M agisters  of  pharmacy  in  Warsaw  now  have  to  wear  a 
badge  on  the  lapel  of  their  coats. — In  the  Rusian  Empire 
in  1906  there  were  3,919  pharmacies;  46.6  per  cent,  are 
in  towns  and  53.4  per  cent,  in  the  country,  the  largest 
number  being  in  the  Baltic  and  Polish  provinces.  In 
Yakutsk  there  is  one  pharmacy  for  261,000  inhabitants  ;  but 
the  average  for  the  whole  of  Russia  works  out  at  one  phar- 
macy for  10,100  inhabitants  for  every  town,  and  one  for 
60.200  in  the  country.  The  total  number  of  prescriptions 
dispensed  in  1906  was  23,300,000,  for  which  1,140,000/.  was 
paid,  or'  an  average  of  about  Is.  per  prescription.  The 
total  turnover  of  the  pharmacies  was  1,944,738/.  6s. — 59  per 
cent,  being  for  prescriptions  and  41  per  cent,  counter- 
sales.  There  were  6,889  pharmacists  and  4,662  apprentices 
employed  in  the  pharmacies. — Privy  Councillor  Dr.  A.  J. 
Kormiloff,  a  former  physician  in  attendance  on  the  Czar 
and  medical  inspector  of  the  St.  Petersburg  Government, 
has  been  condemned  to  one  year  correctional  arrest  and 
loss  of  all  special  rights  for  accepting  bribes  and  for  black- 
mail. In  the  course  of  his  fourteen  years'  service  he  had 
succeeded  in  gaining  the  absolute  confidence  of  the 
Governor  and  had  complete  control  of  all  pharmaceutical 
questions.  In  Pavlovsk,  where  there  was  only  one  phar- 
macy, Kormiloff  promised  the  owner  for  a  consideration  of 
50/.  to  prevent  the  opening  of  a  rival  business ;  in  the 
course  of  time  he  extracted  215/.  from  his  victim,  but  at 
last  another  pharmacy  was  established.
